Revised  Constitution 

NEW  RIVER  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I.   NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  co- 
operating with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and 
cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines 
and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and 
practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of 
God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  ser\ice;  to  promote 
missions,  benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men 
to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

ARTICLE  UI.  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and 
missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with 
the  body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers 
plus  the  pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one 
additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
above  the  first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled 
to  more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  When  such  messengers  are  approved  by  the  cre- 
dentials committee  and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  partici- 
pate in  the  affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the  annual 
church  letters  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionar}^  Baptist  Churches, 
or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  member- 
ship in  this  association,  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions 
Committee  not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommenda- 
tion- of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two- thirds  (2,' 3) 
vote  of  the  messengers  present. 
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SECTION  C.  Any  churcnmay  be  granted  alerter  of  dismission  to  unite  \\ith  another 
association  by  presenting  a  wTirten  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  association 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an 
associatLonal  letter  and/' or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  m.eeting,  or  that 
fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at  large,  and  this  asso- 
ciation, shall  be  counseled  with  by  a  special  committee  which  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  session  of  the  association.  If 
such  church  has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  session,  the  association 
with  a  vote  of  two-thirds  majority  of  messengers  present  and  voting  may  withdraw 
fellowship.  Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  association  and  the  denomination.  Restoration  may  be  obtained  by 
application  to  the  association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon  recommendation 
of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  regular  annual  session, 

ARTICLE  I\'.  AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reser.'es  the  right  to  de- 
termine its  owT.  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise 
any  authorit)'  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may 
have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance 
or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such  help. 

-ARTICLE  V.  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  -\  ASSOC L-ITION-U  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk, 
treasurer,  and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  the  association  and  elected  by  a  majorit)'  vote  at  the  armual  session  of  the 
association,  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They 
shall  ser^-e  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  association  or 
untU  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  moderator  and  vice- 
moderator    shall    be    limited    to    not   more   than   two  successive  years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATIONAL  OFFICERS. 

The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  and  all  chairmen  of  standing  comimittees.  In  order  that  a  pro- 
gram of  work  be  properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Committee, 
at  the  July  session  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  names  of  those  to  fill 
the  above  mentioned  offices  for  the  coming  year.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning  a  pro- 
gram of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  fo"  the  succeeding 
year,  and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  and'  or  departmental  leaders  of  their 
respective  offices,  such  persons  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  asso- 
ciation. All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirmed  by  the  association  in  its 
annual  session, 

*****The   cfficers   listed   in   Section   A   and   B  may  be  either  layman  or  pastors  of 
cooperating  churches. 

SECTION  C.  DLTTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

1.  The   MOEERATOR  shall   call   to   order   and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
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Association  and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or 
members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  VICE- MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs,  preside  over  the 
sessions  of  the  Association  or  Executive  Board.  He  shall  preside  over  meetings  in 
the  absence  of  the  moderator  and  shall  assist  the  moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may 
direct.    The  Vice -Moderator   shall    serve   as   chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation, 
printing,  and  distribution  of  the  Minutes,  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and 
other  important  papers  of  the  Association. 

4.  The  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  not  other- 
wise designated  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Asso- 
ciational  Budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  Association  upon 
receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized.  He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all 
monies  received,  with  sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association 
for  approval.  (It  is  wise  to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

5.  The  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association, 
beginning  with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and  in- 
dividuals who  may  possess  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it 
accessible  to  the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal 
year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  A.  CALLING 

The  Missions  Committee  of  the  Association  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  seeking  a  person  who  can  serve  as  Superintendent  of  Missions.  The  com- 
mittee shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association 
and  action  may  be  taken  at  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its 
Executive  Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter  there 
must  be  two-thirds  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association  present  in  order 
to  constitute  a  quomm.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two -thirds  of  those  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two- thirds 
vote,  the  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

SECTION  B.  TERMINATION*  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be 
dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.^ 
In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relation- 
ship, unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES 

1.  At  all  times  the  Association  shall  make  clear  the  duties  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions,  and  through  its  properly  organized  structure  shall  consider  its  responsi- 
bilities to  him,  and  seek  to  meet  these  responsibilities  within  the  framework  of 
the  adopted  procedures  and  consideration  of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association, 
and  shall  endeavor  to  coordinate  the  goals  of  the  Association,  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion, with  proper  respect  being  given  to  the  Missions  Committee  and  other  committees 
and  organizations  of  the  Association. 

3.  He  shall  at  all  times  endeavor  to  strengthen  our  churches  by  creating  a  greater 
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unity  of  purpose  in  our  total  missionary  program.  This  being  done  with  the  help  of 
a  strong  educational  missionary  program  which  would  involve  the  strengthening  of 
our  total  stewardship  life. 

4.  He  shall  endeavor  to  establish  a  definite  ministry  for  our  single  military  men 
in  and  around  Jacksonville. 

5.  He  shall  also  establish  a  ministry  to  better  relate  all  of  our  military  people 
to  our  churches. 

6.  He  shall  endeavor  to  develop  a  definite  and  positive  ministry  for  our  language 

speaking  people. 

7.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees.  -  .  ■' 

ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  pastor  from 
each*  church  (including  the  interim  pastor)  and  mission  and  any  additional  ministers 
on  the  church  or  mission  staff.  Additionally,  Chairman  of  Deacons.  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
W.M.U.  President  of  each  church  and  mission  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board.  The 
quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Association  namely;  Moderator,  Vice- Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  and/or  Executive  Secretary,  or 
officers  who  might  be  named,  shall  be  members  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall 
serve  as  officers  of  the  Board  unless  the  Association  directs  otherwise. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between 
sessions,  promote  all  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all 
directives  given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the 
various  departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Asso- 
ciation of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work 
or  project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Executive  Board  members 
present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the 
call  of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following 
officers  of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice- Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian, 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  W.M.U. 
President,  Music  Director,  and  Superintendent  of  Missions.  Other  officers  and  com- 
mittee members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with  the  Council  for  consultation  when  mat- 
ters related  to  their  work  are  to  be  considered. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
Executive   Board.    Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  of  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth 
operation  of  the  Associational  program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as 
the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to  the 
Executive  Board  and/or  Association  for  adoption. 
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SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for 
the  benefit  of  the  work  of  the  churches:  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Music, 
Brotherhood,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  wise 
for  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officers  of  the  organiza- 
tions shall  be  members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good 
standing.  The  members  of  the  above  mentioned  organizations  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
elected  chief  officer  of  the  organization  and  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
Association,  or  by  the  organization's  nominating  committee.  Their  duties  shall  be 
understood  to  be  in  line  with  the  functions  set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for 
their  respective  organizations,  as  produced  or  approved  by  the  State  or  Convention- 
wide  agencies  functioning  in  a  like  area,  and  set  forth  in  this  Constitution.  Additional 
to  any  other  reports,  all  Associational  organizations  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the 
Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day 
of  the  Associational  year. 

SECTION  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees:  Nominating,  Program, 
Missions,  Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Christian  Relations,  Ordination,  Seminary  Ex- 
tension, Resolutions,  Public  Relations,  Constitution,  and  Trustees.  Additional  com- 
mittees may  be  appointed  or  elected  as  the  need  arises.  Additional  to  any  other 
reports  made,  all  Committees  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  This 
report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational 
year. 

1.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

A.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise 
and  coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  asso- 
ciational officers,  associational  committees,  organizational  officers,  rep- 
resentatives of  institutions  and  agencies,  and  any  other  officers  or  representa- 
tives as  requested  by  the  Association  which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the 
Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate 
to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have 
occurred,  nominations  by  the  committee  does  not  preclude  nominations  from 
the  floor. 

B.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, either  pastors,  laymen  and/or  laywomen  named  for  one  y^ar.  It  is  con- 
sidered a  good  policy  to  have  a  "carry  over'*  of  one  or  two  members  from  the 
previous  year's  committee. 

2.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  .    \  •  ' 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual 
meeting  in  accordance  with  Article  III  of  the  By-Laws.  Moreover,  the  program 
of  the  annual  meeting,  and  of  selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary 
sermons. 

3.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members.  It  shall  work  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Association,  and  lead 
and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  stations. 

b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  study  the  requests  for  pastoral 
and  lot  aid  as  requested  by  the  churches.  The  Committee  will  present  these 
requests  to  Executive  Board  along  with  its  recommendations. 

c.  It  shall  have  a  sub-committee  composed  of  three  persons.  They  shall  be 
responsible  in  helping  coordinate  the  military  ministty  in  cooperation  with  the 
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Superintendent  of  Missions  and  the  Military  Ministries  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention. 

4.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  pro- 
gram of  Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies 
and  the  Association.  It  shall  plan  and  promote  simultaneous  crusades  and 
evangelistic  rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the  Association  and  its 
compassion  for  non-Christians.  The  Associational  Council  shall  serve  with 
the  chairman,  and  shall  constitute  the  committee. 

5.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This   committee   shall   be   composed   of  five  members  and  the  treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Associations  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program. 
It  shall  prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board 
meeting.  The  budget  shall  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  an- 
nual session,  and  shall  be  retroactive  to  October  1. 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  Stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of 
our  Association  by  encouraging  Bible  Study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing 
available  stewardship  materials,  and  by  leading  in  denominational  emphases, 
and  fostering  stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

6.  CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Christian  Relations  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members, 
nominated   by   the    Nominating  Committee   and   elected  by  the  Association. 

b.  It  shall  hold  meetings  prior  to  the  Executive  Board  meetings. 

c.  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  educational  materials 
and   of  recommending  courses    of  action  to  be  taken  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Narcotics  (including  alcohol) 

2.  Salacious  literature 

3.  Human  Relations  (in  such  areas  as  home  life,  races  relations,  etc.) 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five 
ordained  ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory 
capacity  for  churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  assist  any  church  or  ministerial  candidate  which  desires  its 
services.  The  Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which,  by  formal  action  of 
the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the 
Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance 
of  the  ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination 
regarding  his  Christian  experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  marital  status, 
knowledge  and  views  on  and  views  of  church  polity, denominational  loyalty, etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its  recom- 
mendation to  the  church  regarding  the  fimess  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning 
and  carrying  out  the  ordination  service. 

8.  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE 

The  Seminary  Extension  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The 
chairman  shall  also  serve  as  Director  of  the  Seminary  Extension  work  of  the 
Association.  The  Committee  shall  endeavor  to  promote  Seminary  Extension 
work  as  promoted  by  the  Convention  Agencies,  and  the  New  River  Baptist  As- 
sociation. 
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9.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  persons.  It  shall 
draw  up  resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  the  Associational  body  shall  deem 
necessary.  These  shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

10.  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Public  Relations  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  establish  good  rapport  with  the  public  within 
the  geographic  area  of  the  churches  within  the  Association.  It  shall  at  all 
times  endeavor  to  see  that  the  public,  consisting  of  those  persons  within  the 
Association  and  those  who  are  not  members  of  the  churches  in  the  Association, 
are  properly  and  accurately  informed  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
Association. 

b.  The  committee  shall  endeavor  to  work  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 
in  coordinating  the  items  of  news  that  are  to  be  released  to  the  local  news 
media;  namely,  the  newspapers  and  the  radio  and  television  stations.  Publicity 
of  programs  and  meetings  that  are  of  primary  concern  to  the  members  of  the 
local  churches  and  not  of  particular  interest  to  the  general  public  shall  be 
promoted  through  the  associational  news  letter  edited  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions. 

11.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to 
present  any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee 
shall  consist  of  three  persons. 

12.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  re-elected 
to  another  term  of  three  years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one  year. 

a.  QUALIFICATIONS:  Trustees  shall  be  active  members  of  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  They  shall  be  persons  of 
honor  and  integrity.  They  shall  be  expected  to  follow  the  Association's 
Constitutional  directives. 

b.  DUTIES:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters. 
They  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of 
Associational  property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all 
notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,' intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in 
them  by  the  Association.  They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction 
of  the  Association,  and  are  not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to 
be  the  legal  assigneesof  the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees, 
as  Associational  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly  adopted 
by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and  authorizing  the  Trustees 
to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational  Moderator  and  clerk. 

SECTION  E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
The  Association   shall  have   the  following  representatives   of  institutions  and 
agencies.    Additional   to   other  duties  and  responsibilities  which  may  be  set  forth, 
written  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 
1,  Christian  Education 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and 
changes  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the 
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work  of  our  colleges.   Statistical  information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should 
be  reported.   Possible  ways  in  which  the  local  church  can  assist  in  this  work 
should  be  pointed  out. 
'  2.  Social  Service  Ministries 

The  Social  Service  Representative  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes,  Homes 
for  the  Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep 
the  Association  informed  about  what  these  institutions  are  doing,  and  of  any 
existing  needs  of  the  institutions.  He  shall  seek  to  inform  the  churches  of 
their  opportunity  to  share  in  the  needs  of  the  institutions  by  special  offerings. 

3.  Baptist  Foundation 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping 
the  Association  informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of 
North  Carolina,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Foundation.  He  shall  promote  the  work 
of  the  Foundation  in  the  Association. 

4.  Biblical  Recorder  ■    - 

The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the 
churches  of  the  RECORDER  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be 
his    duty    to  promote   the   circulation   of   the  RECORDER  in  the  Association. 

5.  Annuity  Board 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches 
informed  of  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  ^ve  as- 
sistance to  any  person  or  church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information 
or  service  concerning  the  work  of  the  Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the 
churches  of  the  Association  to  participate  in  the  programs  which  are  available 
to  pastors  and  other  employees  of  the  churches. 

6.  American  Bible  Society 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Society  by  keeping  the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover, 
he  shall  seek  to  aid  any  church  or  individual  in  specific  matters  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  Vm.  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated 
time  and  /or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The 
Executive  Board  shall  promote  the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  pro- 
motional organizations,  and  its  standing  committee. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Asso- 
ciation by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  provided  notice 
of  such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board 
meeting,  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted 
on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting.     ,  -n     , 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Kerfoot's 
Parliamentary  Law. 

ARTICLE  II.  The   fiscal   year   for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of 
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October   to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association  f 
shall  cover  this  period.  j 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober. The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or 
other  authorized  by  the  association  and  approved  by  that  body.  The  Executive  Board 
may  make  such  adjustment  in  the  time,  place,  preacher  as  may  become  necessary 
because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within 
the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty 
to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make  re- 
ports to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  and /or  to  the  Association. 
The  executive  board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  commit- 
tees only  to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of 
the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for 
at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Bap- 
tist work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger 
shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers 
desiring  to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the 
body,  the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not 
later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session. 

The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  brings  the  following  recommendation:  That  the 
above  revisions  and  outline  of  the  constitution  be  adopted.  Since  this  includes  some 
items  in  outline  form  only  we  recommend  that  the  Constitution  Committee  be  asked 
to  study  and  bring  to  the  next  Annual  Session  any  additional  revisions  and  the  com- 
pletion of  those  articles,   sections  and  /or  sub-sections  that  appear  in  outline  form.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 


The  Associational  Sunday  School  organization  exists  to  help  every  church  and 
Sunday  School  in  particular  to  achieve  its  task  of  teaching  the  Biblical  Revelation. 

Some  exciting  things  happened  in  the  denomination  this  year,  and  the  Associational 
Sunday  School  organization  was  deeply  involved  in  them. 

The  Life  and  Work  Curriculum  was  introduced  to  us  in  1966.  This  new  material 
of  conelated  studies  (for  Young  People  and  Adults)  is  the  first  real  attempt  to  cor- 
relate the  studies  and  activities  of  all  the  organizations  of  the  church. 

In  an  effort  to  further  introduce  and  interpret  the  Life  and  Work  Curriculum,  the 
Sunday  School  Department  held  four  clinics  at  various  places  in  the  Association. 
These  clinics  were  held  during  the  month  of  May  at  the  First  Church  in  Jacksonville, 
at  the  Beulaville,  Catherine  Lake,  and  Grants  Creek  churches.  No  doubt  these  clinics 
met   a  real   need.    Almost   all   of   the  churches  availed  themselves  of  the  training. 

The  Sunday  School  Department  was  assigned  the  responsibility  of  planning  and 
conducting  the  Training  School  which  was  conducted  on  September  5-8.  The  purpose 
of  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Leadership  Preparation  Week  was  to  teach  the 
book,  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  AT  WORK  1966-67,  and  to  point  to  the  need  of  having 
Sunday  School  Preparation  in  the  individual  churches.  General  as  well  as  conference- 
type  sessions  were  held  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  nights.  Each  church  was  encouraged 
to  have  their  own  program  on  Wednesday  night.  The  week  was  climaxed  with  Action 
Night   on    Thursday   evening.    Dr.    Perry  Crouch,  Executive  Secretary  for  the  Baptist 
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State  Convention,  was  the  inspirational  speaker. 

Reviewing  the  Associational  Sunday  School  programs  and  meetings  which  were 
held  this  past  year,  it  is  apparent  that  more  people  can  be  reached  in  area  meetings. 
In  view  of  the  services  at  the  Life  and  Work  Curriculum  clinics,  and  the  poor  attend- 
ance registered  at  the  Sunday  School  Preparation  Week,  it  seems  wise  to  promote 
area  type  clinics.

ASSOCIATIONAL  BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

Brotherhood,  like  some  of  our  other  organizations,  has  a  new  look.  Brotherhood  is 
the  church  organization  which  provides  missionary  education  for  all  men,  young  men, 
and  boys. 

The  objective  of  the  Brotherhood  has  been  made  clearer  today  than  ever  before. 
Simply,  the  Brotherhood  seeks  to  lead  men,  young  men,  and  boys  to  a  deeper  com- 
mitment to  missions,  to  a  more  prayerful  life  for  missions,  to  a  larger  stewardship 
on  behalf  of  missions,  and  to  a  personal  involvement  in  missions. 

To  help  the  local  churches  fulfill  their  mission  objectives  for  their  men,  young 
men,  and  boys,  the  Associational  Brotherhood  stands  ready  to  help  interpret  the  pro- 
gram, and  to  give  assistance  in  any  way  possible. 

It  is  now  possible  for  a  church  to  have  a  Brotherhood  Program  if  it  has  only  one 
of  the  following  organizations:  Baptist  men,  Baptist  young  men.  Royal   Ambassadors. 

Indeed,  one  man  dedicated  to  missions  can  begin  a  Brotherhood  in  his  church. 
The  Brotherhood  is  the  only  organization  which  has  the  task  of  teaching  missions  to 
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men,  young  men,  and  boys,  and  of  leading  them  into  meaningful  mission  practice  in 
their  local  churches.  We  encourage  those  churches  who  do  not  have  a  Brotherhood  to 
organize  one.  We  must  have  a  plan  of  missionary  education  and  action  for  all  of  our 

Baptist  people. 

In  an  effort  to  aid  church  Brotherhood  organizations  in  the  Association  this  past 

year,  the  Associational  Brotherhood  sponsored  four  meetings.  They  were  as  follows; 

November   30 held  at  Calvary  Church 

February   22    held    at   Bethlehem  Church 

June   21 '.V.V.'.V.V.'.'.V.V. . .  held  at  Enon  Chapel  Church 

July    7 held    at   Kellum   Church 

Additionally,   the  Associational  Brotherhood,  in  September  of  this  year,  began  a 

weekly  service  at  the  Onslow  County  jail.  This  ministry  is  conducted  each  Thursday 

night. 

The  schedule  of  meetings  for  the  Associational  Brotherhood  is  listed  m  the  As- 
sociational Calendar  of  Activities. 

We  urge  upon  the  leadership  of  our  churches  to  take  a  new  look  at  the  New  Brother- 
hood, and  to  become  familiar  with  the  objectives  and  the  New  Organization.  It  is 
possible  for  a  church  Brotherhood  to  become  one  of  the  most  valuable  tools  of  the

Royal  Ainbassador  work  has  consisted  of  activities  in  three  areas: 

1.  A  Father-Son  Night  was  held  at  the  Enon  Chapel  Baptist  Church  with  many 
boys*  present.  A  film  from  the  Fellowship  of  Christian  Athletes  was  shown.  It  should 
also  be  reported  that  astronomical  amounts  of  hotdogs  were  consumed  by  eager  Royal 

Ambassadors. 

2.  Consultation  with  churches,  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters,  and  Royal  Ambas- 
sador Counselors   as    to  organizing  a  chapter  or  strengthening  an  existing  chapter. 

3.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  acquaint  the  men  of  our  churches  with  great  need 
for  Royal  Ambassador  work. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  organizational  structure  of  the  Brotherhood  will  not 
adversely  affect  Royal  Ambassador  work.  It  should  strengthen  and  increase  the  pro- 

graiTi. 

Two  serious  problems  in  Royal  Ambassador  work  in  the  churches  of  our  Associa- 
tion exist.  They  are:  a  high  turn-over  rate  in  the  Counselors  who  work  with  the  boys, 
causing  instability  in  the  chapters.  The  second  problem  is  untrained  leadership. 
Often,  a  Counselor  is  enlisted  whose  only  qualification  is  interest  in  boys.  These 
defects  can  be  remedied  by  enlisting  men  who  will  stay  on  the  job  long  enough  to 
learn  the  fundamentals  of  Royal  Ambassador  work.

JANUARY  18,  1966.  FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  JACKSONVILLE 

1.  Supt.  of  Missions.  EJ.  Hines  presented  the  "Five  Year  Spiritual  Growth  Pro- 
gram.'^ voted  to  have  a  clinic  on  February  24.  Every  pastor  and  his  church  council 
were  urged  to  attend. 

2.  Chairman  of  Evangelism,  B.H  Smith,  presented  plans  for  our  spring  revivals, 
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they  were  accepted:

3.  that  the  pastors  and  their  visiting  minister  meet  for  prayer  and  breakfast, 
three  times  the  first  week,  and  two  times  the  second  week. 

3.  Chairman  on  Housing,  James  Hatcher,  brought  the  following  recommendations 
from  their  committee,  they  were  accepted: 

1.  that  the  Association  maintain  separate  facilities  for  the  missionary's  home 
and  the  associational  office. 

2.  that  in  the  light  of  the  cost  ofbuilding  a  house  to  accommodate  a  large  family 
should  the  occasion  arise,  and  the  current  financial  status  of  the  Association, 
we  continue  to  pay  the  missionary  a  housing  allowance  until  such  time  as 
the  present  missionary  should  terminate  his  services.

3.  recommends  the  approval  of  Brookwood  Baptist  Church  request  for  $1500.00 
for  lot  aid  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention.

People  everywhere  are  rebelling  against 
constimted  authority.  Rioting  mobs  cover  the  streets  at  night  in  our  large  cities,  firing 
guns  at  random  and  throwing  fire  bombs  with  precision.  Lawlessness  seems  to  be 
the  order  of  the  day.  Man  is  bewildered  and  doped  with  despair.  He  searches  for  the 
answer  but  it  seems  to  elude  him. 

Do  we  have  the  answer?  We  can  positively  say  we  do  have  the  answer.  God  s 
answer  is  in  New  Testament  churches,  preaching  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  preach- 
ing both  by  precept  and  by  example.  We  must  become  living  epistles,  demonstratmg 
Christ's  love  and  power  through  the  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

God's  answer  to  the  critics  and  persecutors  of  the  church  has  been  the  hot  and 
holy  fires  of  revival.  From  Pentecost  to  the  real  revival  in  the  local  church,  God's 
answer  has  been  conclusive  and  complete.

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  heart-beat  of  missions  continues  to  throb  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. Through  a  unique  God -given  mission  opportunity,  the  witness  of  the  Baptists 
of  the  New  River  Association  is  carried  daily  around  the  world. 

During  the  Associational  year  of   1966.  the  following  significant  actions  were 
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undertaken: 

1.  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Takashi  Yoshizu  were  requested  through  the  Baptist  Military 
Ministries  and  in  cooperation  with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  to  minister 
to  Japanese  speaking  ladies.  This  ministry  was  ended  by  the  early  return  of 
Reverend  and  Mrs.  Yoshizu  to  Japan. 

Upon  their  leaving,  the  work  upon  the  Japanese  has  become  decentralized  from 
the  office  of  Baptist  Military  Ministries  and  is  now  located  in  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Swansboro,  Midville  Baptist  Church  and  Brookwood  Baptist  Church. 
Other  churches  are  urged  to  enter  into  this  cooperative  ministry  with  Baptist 
Military  Ministries. 

2.  The  Missions  Committee  feels  that  it  would  be  an  unwise  step  to  consider 
moving  the  Associational  office  at  this  time.  The  office  is  functional,  well  located 
and  within  our  ability  to  operate. 

3.  The  Missions  Committee  reports  that  the  following  churches  have  made  appli- 
cation for   pastoral   aid   and   these  have  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Board: 

New  Hope $600.00 

Midville 1.500.00 

4.  Enon  Chapel   Baptist  Church  has  requested  Lot  Aid  in  the  sum  of  $2,500.00. 

5.  To  supplement  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  $2,850.00  has 
been  requested  through  State  Missions. 

The  Missions  Committee  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  profound  appreciation  for 
Dr.  E.L.  Spivey.  His  retirement  will  be  felt  as  a  great  loss  to  New  River  Baptists.  His 
encouragement  and  interest  has  made  possible  much  of  the  work  accomplished  through 
our  mission  program.

REPORT  OF  ORDAINING  COMMITTEE 

"...The  Holy  Ghost  said,  ^Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  whereunto 
I  have  called  them.'  And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed  and  laid  their  hands  on 
them,  they  sent  them  away." 

No  committee  has  better  Biblical  sanctions  for  its  work  than  this  committee,  and 
no  committee  finds  more  joy  in  its  work  than  does  this  one.  God  in  His  infinite  grace 
and  mercy  continues  to  speak  those  blessed  words,  "Separate  me... for  the  work 
whereunto  I  have  called  them/*  As  the  result  of  this  ministty  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
your  committee  had  the  privilege  of  assisting  in  the  ordination  of  Brother  Belvin  Cox, 
whose  ordination  had  been  requested  by  the  Community  Baptist  Church.  Brother  Cox 
was  exai-nined  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  Gospel  ministry  at  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Jacksonville,  on  May  31,  1966,  with  six  of  the  seven  members  of  the  committee 
present  It  was  the  unanimous  decision  of  the  committee  to  recommend  Brother  Cox 
for  ordination,  and  the  service  of  ordination  was  held  at  the  Community  Baptist 
Church,  June  26,  1966. 

While  it  is  noted  that  no  other  ordinations  were  performed,  let  us  not  lose  sight  of 
the  fact  that  the  churches  in  this  area  are  instruments  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  this  mat- 
ter to  a  much  greater  extent  than  figures  would  indicate.  Many  young  men  surrender 
their  lives  to  God's  service  while  here  in  the  military  but  are  not  ordained  until  they 
are  separated  from  the  armed  services.

SEMINARY  EXTENSION  REPORT 

Two  classes  were  held  this  associational  year.  Classes  of  Religious  Education 
115  were  held  in  the  Bethlehem  and  Blue  Creek  Churches.  The  teachers  were  Rev.  E.J. 
Hines,  and  Rev.  Paul  Nix. 

A  class  in  Biblical  studies  will  be  offered  this  fall.  The  book  of  Amos  will  be 
taught  on  a  seminar -type  basis.  This  is  open  to  everyone;  but,  those  persons  who 
will  be  teaching  the  book  of  Amos  will  find  it  especially  helpful. 

The  Seminary  Extension  Committee  wants  to  make  the  program  of  Seminary 
Extension  as  flexible  as  possible.  Though  a  central  school  is  more  easily  adminis- 
tered, every  effort  possible  will  be  made  to  teach  any  of  the  subjects  which  are 
offered  in  any  church.  From  the  time  of  request,  approximately  thirty  days  will  be 
required  to  secure  a  teacher,  texts,  and  other  materials.  A  minimum  of  ten  pupils  is 
required  to  begin  a  class. 

A  class  in  "The  Life  and  Faith  of  Baptists"  is  planned  for  the  fall  of  1967.  The 
plans  are  at  this  time  to  secure  the  services  of  one  of  our  college  professors  as 
instructor.  The  class  will  be  taught  in  the  Jacksonville  area.  Probably  as  many  as 
thirty  or  forty  students  will  be  required  in  order  to  make  the  class  possible. 

It  is  hoped  that  more  of  our  people  will  begin  to  recognize  the  value  of  the  Semi- 
nary Extension  program,  and  will  avail  themselves  of  its  service. 

The  Seminary  Extension  Committee  stands  ready  to  serve  in  any  way  possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OFMISSIONS 

In  the  passing  of  time  the  Association  is  growing  in  maturity.  Growth  and  maturity 
for  the  Association  this  past  year  has  not  been  phenomenal;  but,  it  has  been  both 
progressive  and  constructive. 

I.  A  Baptist  Association  exists  to  assist  the  local  church.  We  believe  that  the 
Association  is  fulfilling  this  purpose.  This  past  year  the  Association  promoted  and 
helped  interpret  the  programs  and  emphasis  of  the  denomination.  This  was  done  by 
conducting  associational  meetings  as  well  as  by  direct  contact  with  the  churches. 

The  association  is  a  vital  link  between  the  local  church  and  its  world-wide  mis- 
sionary endeavor,  and  between  the  Conventions,  their  Boards  and  Agencies,  and  the 
local  church.  The  role  of  the  Association,  as  a  link  or  point  of  contact,  is  increasing. 
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More  and  more  our  denomination  is  calling  upon  the  Association  to  occupy  a  role  of 
interpretation  and  communication.  This  is  especially  true  in  regards  to  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Association  to  the  local  church  are  increasing  in 
number  and  type.  This  means  that  the  responsibilities  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions,  or  Associational  Missionary,  are  similarly  increasing.  Once  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Association  and  its  missionary  were  primarily  in  the  field  of  missions, 
with  general  responsibilities  in  the  other  fields  of  work.  Today,  actually  missions 
is  but  one  facet  of  the  work  of  an  Association  and  its  missionary.  While  Christian 
missions  continue  to  occupy  much  of  the  Association's  attention,  evangelism,  teach- 
ing, and  training  are  also  areas  of  great  need  and  importance.  Actually,  the  missionary 
is  as  responsible  to  the  training  program  as  he  is  to  missionary  expansion.  Serious 
thought  should  be  given  to  the  scope  of  the  Association's  responsibilities.  The 
emphasis  upon  a  correlated  program  should  make  this  study  a  critical  one.  Also, 
attention  should  be  given  to  improved  methods  of  relationship  and  correlation  of  the 
missionary's  work. 

II,  Not  only  does  a  Baptist  Association  exist  to  help  the  local  church,  it  has 
responsibility,   in   some  instances   to  initiate  work  which  the  local  church  cannot. 

In  the  New  River  Association  there  is  tremendous  oppormnity  for  mission  work 
in  several  areas.  There  are  several  prime  areas  for  mission  Sunday  Schools  and 
churches.  Close  attention  should  also  be  given  to  the  growth  of  the  City  of  Jackson- 
ville. As  new  sub-divisions  are  built.  Baptists  should  acquire  land  on  which  new 
church  buildings  should  be  built.  At  this  crossroads  of  the  world.  Baptists  are  in  a 
showcase.  Here  is  an  opportunity  to  both  demonstrate  and  project  the  Christian 
faith,  and  to  show  the  best  which  the  denomination  has  to  offer.  A  Baptist  Center 
strategically  located  could  provide  a  multiple  and  almost  unlimited  ministry  to 
military  and  military  connected  persons. 

The  above  defined  ministries  require  greater  resources  than  the  churches,  in- 
dividually, can  provide.  Collectively,  however,  great  strides  can  be  made. 

III,  Gratitude  should  be  expressed  to  the  churches  of  the  Association  for  the  way 
they  are  helping  undergird  the  associational  program.  Most  of  the  churches  have 
rallied  to  the  support  of  the  Association. 

There  are  some  real  encouraging  signs  on  the  horizon.  Several  churches  have 
increased  their  associational  and  Cooperative  Prograiii  giving  this  year.  Also,  some 
churches  are  moving  into  a  position  which  will  enable  them  to  start  a  mission.  No 
doubt,  the  continued  emphasis  upon  missions  has  helped  create  an  atmosphere  which 
is  more  conducive  to  missionary  expansion. 

IV,  The  Association  is  indebted  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  its  continued 
interest  and  sustained  support.  The  present  associational  program  simply  could  not 
endure  long  without  this  support. 

The  work  with  the  military  personnel  has  been  tremendously  strengthened  by  the 
efforts  of  the  Convention's  Military  Personnel  Ministries. 

V,  The  progression  of  the  associational  program  must  be  marked  by  prayer,  faith, 
patience,  and  fellowship.  Much  time  is  required  to  accomplish  worthwhile  tasks. 
Good  foundations  must  be  built.  This  requires  a  cooperative  and  an  understanding 
spirit  on  the  part  of  all  of  our  people.  Much  .time  and  resources  are  required  to  build 
and  sustain  an  effective  associational  program.  The  churches  have  done  well.  Let  us 
continue! 

VI,  A  recommendation 

In  order  to  provide  quality  missionary  education  we  recommend  that  the  As- 
sociation conduct  a  Schools  of  Missions  in  early  1970.  Specific  dates  will  have  to  be 
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correlated    with  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Missions  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 

vention.

By  sale  and  do- 
nation (with  particular  consideration  for  the  blind  and  those  in  need  of  a  special 
ministry),  God's  Word  is  spread  abroad  through  the  Society' s  agencies  and  distributors, 
churches.  Christian  workers,  missionaries,  pastors,  campus  ministers  and  evangelists. 

Meaningful  reading  and  use  are  encouraged  by  many  programs -in- depth,  such  as 
the  "Study  of  the  Place  and  Use  of  the  Bible"  in  the  churches;  World-wide  Bible 
Reading;  Universal  Bible  Week;  Reading  of  the  Easter,  Pentecost  and  Christmas  Se- 
lections; Bible  Reading  clubs;  and  through  the  press,  radio,  television  and  printed 
materials.

THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  PROTECTION  PLAN 

For  the  first  time  in  two  years,  all  ministers  who  are  not  enrolled  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Protection  Plan  are  being  informed  about  its  benefits.  A  direct  mail  campaign 
has  been  conducted  to  give  ample  information  to  prospective  ministers  in  each  state 
convention. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  provides  benefits  for  age,  disability  and 
widow.  Cost  for  the  protection  is  based  on  the  minister's  salary,  and  is  10  per  cent 
of  any  amount  up  to  $4,000  a  year.  The  minister's  church  is  encouraged  to  pay  the 
total  cost.  In  some  cases  the  minister  and  church  share  the  cost.  The  maximum 
amount  a  church  can  pay  in  the  basic  plan  is  $400  a  year  if  its  minister  is  under  60 
years  of  age. 

1.  THE  HEALTH  BENEFIT  PLAN 

Enrollment  has  reached  10,054  in  the  Health  Benefit  Plan.  During  the  past  year, 
promotional  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  this  plan. 

The  Health  Plan  is  an  all-inclusive  program  of  hospital,  surgical  and  major  medi- 
cal benefits.  Enrollment  is  open  on  a  semi-annual  basis.  The  next  enrollment  will 
be  open  early  in  the  fall  with  the  deadline  on  November  30,  1966. 

2.  BENEFITS  PAID  ..       _-  ■- 

In  1965,  almost  $4  million  was  paid  in  age  retirement,  disability  or  widow  benefits 
to  annuitants  through  the  Annuity  Board' s  protection  program.  The  annuitants'  checks 
vary  in  amounts,  depending  on  the  length  of  time  each  was  a  member  and  the  amount 
of  dues  he  paid. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  1918,  almost  $51  million  has  been 
paid  out  in  benefits  which  annuitants  have  termed  "manna  from  heaven." 

3.  MEMBERS  IN  ANNUITY  BOARD  PLANS 

Today  more  than  16,660  churches  are  providing  protection  through  the  Protection 
Program  for  their  ministers.  Approximately  10,764  of  these  churches  are  paying  the 
10  per  cent  dues. 

There  are  135  of  the  176  educational  institutions,  hospitals,  children's  homes, 
homes  for  the  aged  and  other  Convention  agencies  who  have  protection  programs  with 
the  Annuity  Board.  There  are  more  than  28,000  members  in  the  retirement  plans  of 
the  Annuity  Board. 

There  are  seven  states  with  70  per  cent  or  more  of  the  churches  in  the  Program. 
At  present.  North  Carolina  has  48  per  cent  of  the  churches  in  the  Protection  Program 
for  ministers. 

Rev.  Guy  Cain  promotes  the  Protection  Program  in  North  Carolina.  He  is  jointly 
employed  by  the  Annuity  Board  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention.  For  information

BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  REPORT  FOR  1966 

Sometimes  in  writing  an  annual  report  we  are  tempted  to  make  a  very  large  mistake 
to  discover  if  people  really  read  the  report.  The  only  mistake  in  this  report  may  be  one 
of  over -enthusiasm  for  the  fine  way  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  beginning  to 
understand  and  use  the  Foundation.  I  wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  share  with  you 
all  of  the  responses  we  have  been  privileged  to  participate  in  during  the  past  year. 
This  has  been  a  good  year  in  Baptist  Foundation  work  and  we  are  eternally  grateful 
to  each  one  of  you  for  having  a  part  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  Foundation, 

We  are  indeed  grateful  to  the  pastors  of  this  state  for  the  wonderful  cooperation 
they  have  accorded  the  Baptist  Foundation.  They  have  encouraged  us  greatly  by 
furnishing  the  names  of  individuals  who  may  be  interested  in  the  Foundation;  they 
have  been  most  generous  with  their  time  in  discussing  with  us  the  problems,  programs, 
and  purposes  of  the  Foundation  whenever  we  had  the  opportunity  to  discuss  it  with 
them.  Many  of  our  lay  friends,  lawyers,  bankers,  trust  officers,  and  other  interested 
individuals  have  given  of  their  time  and  have  helped  us  materially  in  promoting  our 
work. 

Assets  of  the  Foundation  have  increased  during  the  past  year  and  at  the  last 
accounting,  around  December,  the  total  assets  of  the  Foundation  had  reached  ap- 
proximately one  million  dollars  including  our  real  estate.  Right  many  of  our  people 
are  setting  up  memorial  funds,  trust  agreements,  annuity  agreements,  and  are  using 
other  services  provided  by  the  Baptist  Foundation.  We  believe  we  are  organized  in 
such  a  manner-  that  we  can  answer  most  any  request  an  individual  makes  of  us, 
either  through  the  church  or  as  an  individual,  if  he  will  make  his  wishes  known  to 
us.  By  this  I  mean  that  we  can  visit  him  individually  and  explain  the  work  of  the 
Foundation  and  how  he  may  participate  in  it,  or  we  can  go  to  any  group  meeting  that 
would  provide  an  opportunity  to  discuss  will  making  and  uses  of  the  Foundation.  We 
covet  your  continued  prayers  for  this  work  and  hope  that  in  the  future  you  will  make 
use  of  the  facilities  of  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.

THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  REPORT 

Many  important  issues  are  facing  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Churches  are  making 
decisions  on  the  Life  and  Work  Curriculum,  especially  whether  to  use  the  Life  and 
Work  Sunday  School  lessons  or  the  Uniform  Lessons.  For  a  period  of  at  least  six 
months,  the  RECORDER  wUl  run  both  lessons  as  a  service  to  our  churches. 

In  our  state,  changing  conditions  are  raising  serious  questions  about  the  fate  of 
almost  every  institution  we  support.  In  the  near  future  Baptists  will  have  to  decide 
our  future  course  in  higher  education  and  in  our  Social  Service  institutions,  especially 
in  view  of  increased  government  participation  in  these  areas.  The  RECORDER  will 
present  the  issues  and  possible  choices  open  to  us. 

In  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  there  is  talk  of  a  name  change.  The  work  of 
our  Baptist  colleges  is  being  studied  as  never  before.  A  great  Crusade  of  the  Americas 
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is  in  the  planning  stages.  All  of  us  need  to  know  about  these  developments. 

In  addition  to  issues  within  our  own  denomination,  new  and  disturbing  clouds 
are  on  the  horizon  elsewhere.  Talk  of  a  New  Morality,  the  so-called  Death  of  God 
Movement,  and  the  drastic  changes  in  young  people's  attitudes  towards  the  church 
are  being  widely  discussed.  Christians  need  to  be  informed  on  these  trends. 

A  drive  is  taking  shape  in  North  Carolina  for  liquor-by-the-drink.  The  1967 
General  Assembly  will  consider  such  proposals  and  Baptists  need  a  dependable  source 
of  information  so  they  can  act  when  necessary.  The  RECORDER  will  give  on-the-spot 
coverage. 

Instead  of  merely  receiving  this  as  a  report,  please  take  definite  action  to  see  that 
the  RECORDER  soon  goes  to  every  family  in  your  church  membership.  All  of  us  know 
that  the  RECORDER  is  just  as  important  as  other  literamre  which  our  churches  dis- 
tribute, if  not  more  so.  No  other  publication  can  take  the  place  of  the  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER. 

In  these  inflationary  tiiiies,  it  is  refreshing  to  have  something  that  is  not  out  of 
reach  financially.  Under  the  Church  Budget  Plan  the  RECORDER  is  available  for  $2  a 
year- -the  same  price  it  was  more  than  100  years  ago.  Your  church  will  be  a  stronger 
church  with  every  family  receiving  our  state  paper  each  week.  Don't  delay  this 
important  decision,  especially  in  view  of  the  issues  facing  North  Carolina  Baptists 
in  the  coming  year.

REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICES  MINISTRIES 

An  outgrowth  of  Jesus'  concern  for  persons  are  our  social  service  agencies.  These 
include  our  Baptist  Homes  For  the  Aging,  our  Baptist  Children' s  Homes,  and  our 
Baptist  Hospital.  In  our  report  of  these  agencies  we  would  like  to  deal  with  each  one. 

'  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

As  we  look  back  over  the  past  year  we  are  again  reminded  of  the  goodness  of 
God  and  the  generosity  of  many  of  our  Baptist  people  in  North  Carolina.  In  our  four 
homes  Resthaven  and  Hayes  Home  at  Winston- Salem,  Albemarle  Home  at  Albemarle, 
and  Hamilton  Home  at  Hamilton,  we  have  ministered  to  172  deserving  older  men  and 
women. 

During  the  coming  year  it  is  anticipated  that  construction  will  begin  on  our  fifth 
Home  at  Yanceyville.  When  it  is  completed,  we  will  be  able  to  minister  in  all  our 
Homes  to  200  men  and  women.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  relieve,  in  some  degree,  the 
terrific  pressure  of  a  long  waiting  list  of  170  people. 

Special  Day  offering  for  1966  is  at  an  all  \ime  high  and  looks  as  if  it  might 
reach  $100,000.00  for  the  first  time.  This  is  very  good,  and  we  are  grateful  for  it. 
However,  we  must  remember,  that,  even  though  there  has  been  a  5%  increase  in  the 
offering  from  last  year,  costs  have  advanced  by  7%. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  paradox  in  all  our  Homes  is  that  the  first  resident  to 
receive  a  Medicare  card,  during  the  first  year  of  operation  of  Medicare,  is  the  oldest 
resident,  who  never  takes  any  medication  at  all  who  does  not  need  to  see  a  doctor, 
or  go  to  the  hospital.  She  is  Aunt  Fannie  Drumwright,  who  celebrated  her  105th  birth- 
day in  July. 

This  ministty  of  love,  is  dependent  upon  the  love,  concern,  prayers,  and  financial 
support  of  North  Carolina  Baptist.  We  hope  and  believe  that  we  will  not  disappoint  the 
aging  people  who  are  looking  to  us  for  help. 
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BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Baptist  Hospital  of  North  Carolina  opened  its  doors  in  1923.  Baptist  establish- 
ing a  hospital  for  those  who  were  sick  and  in  need  of  medical  attention.  Our  Baptist 
Hospital  and  Medical  School  are  a  center  of  healing  for  body,  mind  and  spirit,  a  center 
of  training  of  medical  personnel  and  Christian  workers,  and  a  center  of  scientific 
research  for  the  advancement  of  medical  care.  This  medical  care  is  made  available 
to  people  who  need  it  and  are  not  able  to  pay  for  it. 

The  kind  of  medical  care  provided  by  our  Hospital  is  very  expensive,  and  the  Hos- 
pital has  no  choice  but  to  ask  full  payment  of  all  who  can  pay.  The  Hospital  has  been 
spending  far  more  than  it  receives  from  our  Mother' s  Day  Off erings,  the  Cooper- 
ative Program,  and  all  welfare  agencies  combined.  This  has  caused  the  Hospital  to 
run  into  debt  the  past  two  years  and  the  same  thing  is  happening  this  year.  It  is  easy 
to  see  the  Hospital  simply  cannot  continue  to  operate  this  way.  Medicare  is  not  going 
to  change  the  situation  greatly.  Our  people  need  to  recognize  that  we  are  going  to  have 
to  provide  much  greater  support  if  the  Hospitalis  to  continue  to  provide  free  service 
in  the  same  measure  for  those  who  cannot  pay  for  it. 

While  some  of  our  churches  support  the  Hospital  well,  most  of  them  could  do 
far  more  than  they  have  been  doing.  We  ask  that  each  one  go  back  to  your  church  and 
lead  your  people  to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  Hospital' s  vital  ministry  and 
its  urgent  need. 

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  care  of  dependent,  neglected  and  homeless  children  is  the  center  mission 
of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  It  was  eighty-one  years  ago  that 
we  launched  this  Christian  ministry  of  child  care.  This  has  grown  considerably  and 
is  known  for  its  qualities  of  service  and  pioneering  spirit.  Sons  and  daughters  of  the 
Children's  Homes  are  scattered  throughout  the  world.  They  are  actively  engaged  in 
all  walks  of  life  and  are  making  significant  contribution  to  the  uplift  of  mankind  as 
a  result  of  their  early  Christian  training  made  possible  by  North  Carolina  Baptists  and 

other  friends.  , 

As  we  continue  to  build  upon  foundations  already  laid,  special  attention  is  bemg 
given  certain  areas  of  child  care.  An  already  strong  program  of  group  care  is  being 
strengthened  at  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and  Odum  Home.  A  good  degree  of 
progress  has  been  realized  in  working  with  emotionally  disturbed  children  at  Greer 
Home  in  Chapel  Hill.  The  demonstration  Child  Development  Program  for  preschool 
children,  conducted  on  the  Mills  Home  campus,  has  had  an  excellent  first  year  of 
operation.  Churches  throughout  the  state  are  studying  the  program  and  facilities 
preparatory  to  providing  simUar  services.  Prospects  are  encouraging  for  a  home  for 
children  in  the  western  part  of  the  state  more  adequately  to  serve  the  needs  of  our 
people  who  live  out  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains. 

We  have  a  large  number  of  good  Christian  homes  for  the  care  of  foster  children. 
More  are  needed  in  all  sections  of  the  state.  Foster  home  parents  may  be  of  varying 
ages  and  circumstances  in  life.  Couples  with  or  without  children  of  their  own  who  have 
an  abundance  of  love  find  this  to  be  a  challenging  and  rewarding  opportunity  of 
Christian  service. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  all  who  have  helped  to  support  our  child 
care  ministry.  Last  year's  Thanksgiving  Offering  is  approaching  three  hundred  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  ($315,000.00)  and  is  the  largest  ever.  Through  estate  planning  and 
the  making  of  Christian  wills  many  are  investing  in  the  services  of  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes.  Roger  Williams,  former  pastor  of  Mills  Home  Baptist  Church,  is 
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devoting  full  time  to  working  with  our  Baptists  in  this  ai»a. 

Let  us  offer  Christian  nurture  to  distressed  children  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 

Christ.

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CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Your  Christian  Relations  Committee  has  met  three  times.  We  agreed  on  the  fol- 
lowing as    our  understanding    of  the  Constitution   guide  lines  for  our  committee: 

1.  The  Christian  Relations  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members, 
nominated    by    the    Nominating   Committee    and    elected   by  the  Association. 

2.  It  shall  hold  meetings  prior  to  the  Executive  Board  meetings. 

3.  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  educational  materials 
and  of  recommending  courses  of  action  to  be  taken  in  the  following  areas:  Nar- 
cotics (including  alcohol),  Salacious  Literature,  Human  Relations  (in  such  areas 
as  home  life,  race  relations,  etc.). 

We  recommended  to  the  Executive  Board: 

1.  That  we  begin  immediately  to  plan  for  a  Christian   Family  Life  Conference. 

2.  Tiat  we  begin  actions  that  would  lead  to  a  more  complete  education  on  nar- 
cotics in  the  County  School  System  to  be  financed  with  profits  from  ABC  Store 
sales  as  allowed  by  law. 

These  recommendations  were  accepted  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Tentative  plans  call  for  a  Christian  Family  Life  Conference  the  week  of  February 
19-22,  1968.  We  are  seeking  to  secure  Mr.  Joe  Burton,  Editor  of  Home  Life  Magazine, 
as  the  keynote  speaker.  We  are  thinking  in  terms  of  four  days  with  two  identical  ses- 
sions, one  in  the  morning  and  one  at  night  with  perhaps  an  afternoon  session  for 
pastors  only.  We  estimate  that  the  conference  will  cost  $1200.00  Pray  for  us  that  we 
may  be  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  as  we  continue  our  work.

An  Associational  Music  Ministry  exists  only  to  assist  the  churches  in  improving 
their  own  music  ministries.  This  has  been  the  purpose  of  this  area  of  Associational 
work. 

The  Music  Ministry  has  sought  to  provide  worshipful  music  for  Associational 
meetings  when  invited  to  do  so.  At  several  Associational  functions,  a  Chorale,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  George  Dowdy,  has  furnished  music  appropriate  for  the  occasion. 

Participation  in  Regional  and  State  music  events  has  been  promoted  as  a  means 
of  achieving  our  purpose  of  assisting  the  churches.  Several  choirs  entered  the  Regional 
Music  Festivals  and  many  choir  members  attended  State  Music  Camps  during  the 
past  year. 

The  emphasis  on  tailoring  our  program  to  meet  the  need  has  resulted  in  fewer 
formal  training  courses  in  the  Association.  In  their  place,  an  effort  has  been  made 
to   counsel   and  advise  any  church  that  sought  assistance  with  its  music  ministry.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

According  to  the  authority  given  them  by  the  delegation  of  the  1965  Annual  As- 
sociational Meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  entered 
into  a  lease  agreement  with  the  New  River  Management  Company  for  the  property 
at  238  New  River  Drive.  This  property  which  rents  for  $96  per  month  is  leased  with 
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the  understanding  that  it  shall  be  used  as  the  headquarters  for  the  Association  and 
provide  office  space  for  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

The  office  was  without  furniture  and  the  Trustees  authorized  the  purchase  of 
furniture  costing  $434.92  which  is  itemized  and  attached  to  this  report.  The  funds 
for  the  purchase  of  this  furniture  was  raised  entirely  through  private  contributions 
and  no  money  was  taken  from  budgeted  funds. 

In  cooperation  with  the  committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the  trustees 
defined  their  role  in  the  organizational  structure  of  the  organization,  and  attempted 
to  set  future  guide  lines  for  future  trustees  to  follow  in  service  to  us.

NEW  RIVER  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I.   NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  co- 
operating with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and 
cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines 
and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and 
practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of 
God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote 
missions,  benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men 
to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program, 
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^      ^  .  ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A,  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and 
missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with 
the  body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers 
plus  the  pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one 
additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
above  the  first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled 
to  more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  When  such  messengers  are  approved  by  the  cre- 
dentials committee  and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  partici- 
pate in  the  affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the  annual 
church  letters  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches, 
or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  member- 
ship in  this  association,  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions 
Committee  not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  C.  Any  churcn  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  another 
association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  association 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an 
associational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  meeting,  or  that 
fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at  large,  and  this  asso- 
ciation, shall  be  counseled  with  by  a  special  committee  which  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  session  of  the  association.  If 
such  church  has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  session,  the  association 
with  a  vote  of  two-thirds  majority  of  messengers  present  and  voting  may  withdraw 
fellowship.  Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  association  and  the  denomination.  Restoration  may  be  obtained  by 
application  to  the  association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon  recommendation 
of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  chqrch  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  regular  annual  session, 

ARTICLE  IV.  AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  right  to  de- 
termine its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise 
any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may 
have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance 
or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such  help, 

•    ARTICLE  V.  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  A,  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk, 
treasurer,  and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  the  association  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  session  of  the 
association.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They 
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shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  association  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  moderator  and  vice- 
moderator    shall    be    limited    to    not  more  than  two  successive  years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATIONAL  OFFICERS, 

The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  and  all  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  In  order  that  a  pro- 
gram of  work  be  properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Committee, 
at  the  July  session  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  names  of  those  to  fill 
the  above  mentioned  offices  for  the  coming  year.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning  a  pro- 
gram of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  succeeding 
year,  and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  and/  or  departnnental  leaders  of  their 
respective  offices,  such  persons  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  asso- 
ciation. All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirmed  by  the  association  in  its 
annual  session. 

*««**The  officers  listed  in  Section  A  and  B  may  be  either  layman  or  pastors  of 
cooperating  churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  MODERATOR  shall  call   to  order   and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 

Association  and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or 
members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  VICE- MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs,  preside  over  the 
sessions  of  the  Association  or  Executive  Board,  He  shall  preside  over  meetings  in 
the  absence  of  the  moderator  and  shall  assist  the  moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may 
direct.    The  Vice -Moderator   shall   serve   as   chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation, 
printing,  and  distributing  of  the  Minutes,  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other 
important  papers  of  the  Association.  The  clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  his 
services, 

4.  The  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  not  other- 
wise designated  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Asso- 
ciational  Budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  Association  upon 
receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized.  He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all 
monies  received,  with  sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association 
for  approval,  (it  is  wise  to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

5.  The  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association, 
beginning  with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and  in- 
dividuals who  may  possess  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it 
accessible  to  the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal 
year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VI  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS  '   •     ' 

SECTION  A,  CALLING  ^      ---.r;      /^^  ^      ; 

When  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board  or 
the  Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who  shall 
be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The 
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committee  shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association 
and  action  may  be  taken  at  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its 
Executive  Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter  there 
must  be  two-thirds  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association  present  in  order 
to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two-thirds 
vote,  the  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

SECTION  B.  TERMINATION  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be 
dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board. 
In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relation- 
ship, unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association, 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He  shall  assist  in 
planning,  promoting,  and  shall  have  administrative  supervision  in  executing  all  the 
work  of  the  Association. 

2.  He  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Associational  Council,  and  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Board,  and  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

SECTION  D.  RESPONSIBILITIES  TO  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 
1.^  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  financial 
welfare  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions   within  the  framework  of  the  budget  or 
that  which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association;  or  its  Executive  Board, 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  each  year  before  the  budget  is  prepared, 
review  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  salary  and  other  financial  considerations 
and  make  recommendations  regarding  his  financial  benefits  to  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee and  or  Executive  Board  or  Association.  Moreover,  the  Committee  shall 
give  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Board  or  Association  regarding  vacations, 
sick-leave,  etc.  for  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

ARTICLE  VII,  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  pastor  from 
each  church  (including  the  interim  pastor)  and  mission  and  any  additional  ministers 
on  the  church  or  mission  staff.  Additionally,  Chairman  of  Deacons,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
W.M.U.  President  of  each  church  and  mission  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board.  The 
quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Association  namely;  Moderator,  Vice -Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  and/or  Executive  Secretary,  or 
officers  who  might  be  named,  shall  be  members  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall 
serve  as  officers  of  the  Board  unless  the  Association  directs  otherwise. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between 
sessions,  promote  all  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all 
directives  given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the 
various  departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Asso- 
ciation of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work 
or  project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Executive  Board  members 
present. 
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6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the 
call  of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 
SECTION  B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following  of- 
ficers of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice- Moderator,  Clerk,  Chairman  of  the 
Evangelism  and  Missions  Committee,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  W.M.U.  President,  Music  Director,  and  Superintendent 
of  Missions.  Other  officers  and  committee  members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with 
the  Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related  to  their  work  are  to  be  considered. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
Executive  Board.   Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Councirs  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  of  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth 
operation  of  the  Associational  program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as 
the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  prograiii  of  activities  to  the 
Executive  Board  and/or  Association  for  adoption. 

SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for 
the  benefit  of  the  work  of  the  churches t  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Music, 
Brotherhood,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  wise 
for  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officers  of  the  organiza- 
tions shall  be  members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good 
standing.  The  members  of  the  above  mentioned  organizations  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
elected  chief  officer  of  the  organization  and  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
Association,  or  by  the  organization's  nominating  committee.  Their  duties  shall  be 
understood  to  be  in  line  with  the  functions  set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for 
their  respective  organizations,  as  produced  or  approved  by  the  State  or  Convention- 
wide  agencies  functioning  in  a  like  area,  and  set  forth  in  this  Constitution,  Additional 
to  any  other  reports,  all  Associational  organizations  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the 
Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day 
of  the  Associational  year. 

SEC 'HON  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees:  Nominating,  Program, 
Missions,  Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Christian  Relations,  Ordination,  Seminary  Ex- 
tension, Resolutions,  Public  Relations,  Constitution,  and  Trustees.  Additional  com- 
mittees may  be  appointed  or  elected  as  the  need  arises.  Additional  to  any  other 
reports  made,  all  Committees  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  This 
report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational 
year. 

1.   NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

A,  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise 
and  coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  asso- 
ciational officers,  associational  committees,  organizational  officers,  rep- 
resentatives of  institutions  and  agencies,  and  any  other  officers  or  representa- 
tives as  requested  by  the  Association  which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the 
Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate 
to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have 
occurred,  nominations  by  the  committee  does  not  preclude  nominations  from 
the  floor. 

B.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, either  pastors,  laymen  and/ or  laywomen  named  for  one  year.  It  is  con- 
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sidered  a  good  policy  to  have  a  "carry  over**  of  one  or  two  members  from  the 
previous  year's  committee. 

2.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual 
meeting  m  accordance  with  Article  III  of  the  By-Laws.  Moreover,  the  program 
of  the  annual  meeting,  and  of  selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary 
sermons. 

3.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members.  It  shall  work  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Association,  and  lead 
and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  stations. 

b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  study  the  requests  for  pastoral 
and  lot  aid  as  requested  by  the  churches.  The  Committee  will  present  these 
requests  to  Executive  Board  along  with  its  recommendations. 

c.  It  shall  have  a  sub-committee  composed  of  three  persons.  They  shall  be 
responsible  in  helping  coordinate  the  military  ministry  in  cooperation  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  and  the  Military  Ministries  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention. 

4.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  pro- 
gram of  Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies 
and  the  Association.  It  shall  plan  and  promote  simultaneous  crusades  and 
evangelistic  rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the  Association  and  its 
compassion  for  non- christians.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five 
persons. 

5.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This   committee   shall  be  composed   of  five  members  and  the  treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Associations  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program. 
It  shall  prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board 
meeting.  Tlie  budget  shall  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  an- 
nual session,  and  shall  be  retroactive  to  October  1. 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  Stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of 
our  Association  by  encouraging  Bible  Study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing 
available  stewardship  materials,  and  by  leading  in  denominational  emphases, 
and  fostering  stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

6.  CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Christian  Relations  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members, 
nominated   by  the   Nominating  Committee   and   elected  by  the  Association. 

b.  It  shall  hold  meetings  prior  to  the  Executive  Board  meetings. 

c.  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  educational  materials 
and   of  recommending  courses   of  action  to  be  taken  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Narcotics  (including  alcohol) 

2.  Salacious  literature 

3.  Human  Relations  (in  such  areas  as  home  life,  races  relations,  etc.) 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five 
ordained  ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory 
capacity  for  churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  assist  any  church  or  ministerial  candidate  which  desires  its 
services.  iTie  Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which,  by  formal  action  of 
the   church,    requests   its   services   in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the 
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Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance 
of  the  ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination 
regarding  his  Christian  experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  marital  status, 
knowledge  and  views  on  and  views  of  church  polity, denominational  ioyalty.etc, 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its  recom- 
mendation to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning 
and  carrying  out  the  ordination  service, 

8.  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE 

The  Seminary  Extension  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The 
chairman  shall  also  serve  as  Director  of  the  Seminary  Extension  work  of  the 
Association.  The  Committee  shall  endeavor  to  promote  Seminary  Extension 
work  as  promoted  by  the  Convention  Agencies,  and  the  New  River  Baptist  As- 
sociation. 

9.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  persons.  It  shall 
draw  up  resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  the  Associational  body  shall  deem 
necessary.  These  shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

10.  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Public  Relations  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  establish  good  rapport  with  the  public  within 
the  geographic  area  of  the  churches  within  the  Association.  It  shall  at  all 
times  endeavor  to  see  that  the  public,  consisting  of  those  persons  within  the 
Association  and  those  who  are  not  members  of  the  churches  in  the  Association, 
are  properly  and  accurately  informed  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
Association. 

b.  The  committee  shall  endeavor  to  work  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 
in  coordinating  the  items  of  news  that  are  to  be  released  to  the  local  news 
media;  namely,  the  newspapers  and  the  radio  and  television  stations.  Publicity 
of  programs  and  meetings  that  are  of  primary  concern  to  the  members  of  the 
local  churches  and  not  of  particular  interest  to  the  general  public  shall  be ' 
promoted  through  the  associational  news  letter  edited  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions. 

11.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to 
present  any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee 
shall  consist  of  three  persons. 

12.  TRUSTEES  <•-:    - 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  One  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  re-elected 
to  another  term  of  three  years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one  year. 

a.  QUALIFICATIONS:  Trustees  shall  be  active  members  of  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  They  shall  be  persons  of 
honor  and  integrity.  They  shall  be  expected  to  follow  the  Association's 
Constitutional  directives. 

b.  DUTIES:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters. 
They  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of 
Associational  property.   They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all 
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notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in 
them  by  the  Association.  They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction 
of  the  Association,  and  are  not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to 
be  thelegalassigneesof  the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees, 
as  Associational  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly  adopted 
by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and  authorizing  the  Trustees 
to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational  Moderator  and  clerk. 
SECTION  E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
The   Association   shall   have   the  following  representatives   of  institutions  and 
agencies.    Additional   to   other  duties  and  responsibilities  which  may  be  set  forth, 
written  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  Christian  Education 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and 
changes  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the 
work  of  our  colleges.  Statistical  information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should 
be  reported.  Possible  ways  in  which  the  local  church  can  assist  in  this  work 
should  be  pointed  out. 

2.  Social  Service  Ministries 

The  Social  Service  Representative  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes,  Homes 
for  the  Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep 
the  Association  informed  about  what  these  institutions  are  doing,  and  of  any 
existing  needs  of  the  institutions.  He  shall  seek  to  inform  the  churches  of 
their  opportunity  to  share  in  the  needs  of  the  institutions  by  special  offerings. 

3.  Baptist  Foundation 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping 
the  Association  informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of 
North  Carolina,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Foundation.  He  shall  promote  the  work 
of  the  Foundation  in  the  Association. 

4.  Biblical  Recorder 

The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the 
churches  of  the  RECORDER  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be 
his    duty    to   promote   the   circulation   of   the   RECORDER  in  the  AssociatJ  on. 

5.  Annuity  Board 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches 
informed  of  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  as- 
sistance to  any  person  or  church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information 
or  service  concerning  the  work  of  the  Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the 
churches  of  the  Association  to  participate  in  the  programs  which  are  available 
to  pastors  and  other  employees  of  the  churches. 

6.  American  Bible  Society 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Society  by  keeping  the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover, 
he  shall  seek  to  aid  any  church  or  individual  in  specific  matters  relating  to  tlie 
work  of  the  Society.  .,    ., 

,,       :  :,  ,  ARTICLE  Vm.  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated 
time  and  /or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  Tlie 
Executive  Board  shall  promote  the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  pro- 
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motional  organizations,  and  its  standing  committee.        .  ,         , 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS  ■  '  " 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Asso- 
elation  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  provided  notice 
of  such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board 
meeting,  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted 
on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Kerfoot's 
Parliamentary  Law. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  <1iv  -'f 
October  to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association 
shall  cover  this  period. 

ARTICLE  III,  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober, The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or 
other  authorized  by  the  association  and  approved  by  that  body.  The  Executive  Board 
may  make  such  adjustment  in  the  time,  place,  preacher  as  may  become  necessary 
because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV,  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within 
the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty 
to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make  re- 
ports to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  and /or  to  the  Association. 
The  executive  board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  commit- 
tees only  to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of 
the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for 
at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Bap- 
tist work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII,  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger 
shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers 
desiring  to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the 
body,  the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX,  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not 
later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session. 

The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  brings  the  following  recommendation:  That  the 
above  revisions  and  outline  of  the  constitution  be  adopted.  Since  this  includes  some 
items  in  outline  form  only  we  recommend  that  the  Constitution  Committee  be  asked 
to  study  and  bring  to  the  next  Annual  Session  any  additional  revisions  and  the  com- 
pletion of  those  articles,   sections  and  /or  sub-sections  that  appear  in  outline  form.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 


The  most  active  organization  in  the  teaching  ministry  of  churches  in  our  day  is 
the  Sunday  School. 

This  year  our  Associational  Sunday  School  organization  was  actively  engaged 
in  leading  the  local  Baptist  Churches  in  presenting  Biblical  truth  in  the  most  effective 
way. 

The  Life  and  Work  Curriculum  that  was  introduced  to  us  in  1966,  has  been  very 
beneficial  to  those  who  have  availed  themselves  to  it.  It  helps  correlate  the  total 
Church  program. 

During  the    associational  year,   three  major  associational  meetings  were  held. 
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On  March  2  the  Annual  V.B.S.  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Brookwood  Church.  This 
was  an  extremely  profitable  clinic,  and  was  well  attended. 

On  May  24,  a  program  entitled  "A  Clinic  on  Evangelism  in  Sunday  School"  was 
held  at  the  New  River  Church.  A  graded  conference  was  held  followed  by  a  general 
meeting  at  which  time  a  panel  discussed  problems  pertinent  to  the  Sunday  School. 
The  program  was  directed  by  Rev.  Paul  Kesterson  and  associates  in  the  Sunday 
School  Department  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Action  Night  was  held  at  the  Brookwood  Church.  Dr.  Claude  White,  Sunday  School 
Secretary  for  North  Carolina  Baptist  was  the  featured  speaker.  Other  emphasis  was 
the  1967-68  Sunday  School  program,  and  graded  conferences.  Persons  from  nineteen 
of  our  churches  attended  this  clinic, 

I  personally  feel:  A  large  number  of  the  teachers  are  inadequately  prepared,  and 
need   more  training.  The  associational  Sunday  School  organization  must  supply  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 

Time  marches  on  and  because  it  does,  the  activities  and  events  of  the  year 
1966-67  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  are  now  history. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was  the  action  taken  by  the  Association  in 
naming  the  State  Missions  Offering  for  Home  Missions  in  honor  of  Dr.  E.L,  Spivey, 
who  served  for  16  years  as  Director  of  the  Division  of  Missions  for  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  The  State  Offering  for  Home  Missions  in  the  New  River  Associa- 
tion is  now  known  as  the  Lowell  Spivey  Offering. 

During  the  past  year,  one  of  the  brightest  lights  on  the  horizon  of  the  work  of 
the  Association  has  been  with  the  Japanese  women  and  children  of  the  area.  Under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Ned  Beatty,  Secretary  of  Military  Personnel  Ministries,  Bible 
Classes  for  Japanese  women  and  Japanese- American  children  were  begun.  Much 
interest  has  been  shown  in  these  classes  and  enrolment  has  grown  as  the  months 
have  passed. 

As  is  always  true,  many  of  our  churches  have  had  changes  in  leadership  during 
the  year.  At  the  present  time,  Grants  Creek,  Bethel  Chapel,  Memorial,  Kellum, 
Blue  Creek  churches  are  seeking  pastors.  Catherine  Lake  Church  called  Rev.  W.T. 
Lundy  as  pastor.  Rev.  Ralph  Kennedy  is  now  at  Community  Church;  First  Church, 
Maysville  is  being  served  by  Rev.  J.H.  Mauney;  Rev.  Ernest  Davis  is  at  Bethlehem, 
Rev.  O.B.  Williams  at  Bear  Creek,  and  Rev.  Robert  Compton  is  serving  New  Hope 
Mission, 

During  the  past  year  Richlands  Church  changed  its  name  to  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Richlands,  thus  joining  First  Church  of  Jacksonville  and  First  Church  of  Maysville, 
making  three  First  Churches  in  the  Association. 

Due  to  the  growth  of  many  of  the  churches,  eleven  of  them  are  now  in  the  process 
of  building  or  renovating  present  structures.  Four  of  these  are  planning  major  and  long 
range  building  programs  which  involve  construction  of  entire  church  plants. 

One  of  the  largest  religious  meetings  in  Onslow  County  this  past  year  was  the 
Associational  Evangelistic  Rally  held  in  March  preceding  the  simultaneous  revivals 
with  Dr.  C.  Roy  Angel,  pastor  emeritus  of  Central  Baptist  Church.  Miami,  Florida, 
as   speaker.   Ten  of  our  churches  participated  in  the  simultaneous  revival  efforts. 

Four  Hospital  Clinics  were  held  in  the  Association  during  the  past  year.  Through 
these  clinics  our  people  became  better  acquainted  with  the  Baptist  Hospital  in 
Winston-Salem  and  with  its  services. 

Seven  of  our  churches  participated  in  Mission  Bible  Schools  during  the  summer. 
The  Association  was  blessed  by  having  a  group  from  North  Main  Street  Church  of 
High  Point  and  a  group  from  the  West  Chowan  Association  to  come  for  a  week  to 
work   with  host  churches  in  helping  with  these  schools.  This  effort  proved  to  be  a 
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huge  success  with  more  than  300  children  enrolled  and  approximately  45  professions 

of  faith.  .    ,       ,.  u      u 

One  of  the  very  great  blessings  that  came  to  our  Association  this  year  has  been 
the  use  of  a  Mobile  Chapel  which  was  given  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  by  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Bladenboro.  This  project  was  co- sponsored  by  the  Brookwood 
Church  who  provided  personnel  and  literature  needed  for  a  Sunday  School  and 
week-day  ministry.  The  Chapel  was  set  up  in  Pelletier  Trailer  Park  and  the  pro- 
gram proved  very  successful.  It  is  hoped  that  perhaps  more  of  this  type  of  ministry 
may  be  used  in  other  trailer  camps  in  the  area  in  the  future  for  it  remains  yet  to 
be  seen  what  can  be  done  through  this  type  of  ministry.

ANNUAL  EVANGELISM  REPORT 
1967 

The  evils  of  our  time  have  taken  advantage  of  our  negligence,  have  battered, 
bruised  and  broken  our  world;  retarded  our  civilization,  spilled  the  blood  of  our 
finest  youth  in  gullies  and  ditches  on  scores  of  battlefields.  While  the  bones  of 
our  sailors  decay  at  the  bottom  of  every  sea  we  go  around  bragging  about  living  in  an 
atomic  age,  a  television  environment  and  Rock-and-Roll  society.  This  world  is  not 
a  friend  of  the  Church,  but  God  has  blessed  us  this  year. 

This  past  year  the  churches  of  our  association  baptized  persons.  This  represents 
a  ratio  of  one  baptism  for  every  members.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  every  person 
who  has  been  brought  to  the  saving  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  who 
has  confessed  Him  as  Lord.  We  call  upon  our  churches  to  give  themselves  to  the 
work  that  brought  Christ  from  the  deity  of  heaven's  glory  to  earth,  evangelism. 
Evangelism  is  the  heart  of  our  churches'  existence.  Evangelism  must  be  a  two- 
pronged  thrust.  We  must  publicly  proclaim  that  Gospel,  that  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation,  and  we  must  personally  win  others  to  Christ.  "Every  Christian, 
a  Witness"  must  be  more  than  a  slogan,  it  must  be  a  reality  in  our  lives. 

Some  of  the  major  and  cooperative  evangelistic  endeavors  of  the  New  River  As- 
sociation during  this  year  were:  (1)  The  Evangelism  Clinic  in  The  Art  of  Soul 
Winning.  The  teachers  were  the  layinen  from  our  churches  in  the  association.  This 
Clinic  was  held  at  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  February  20  &  21.  (2)  The  Associational 
Evangelistic  Rally  was  held  on  Sunday  night,  March  19,  1967,  in  Jacksonville 
Senior  High  School  with  Dr.  Roy  Angel,  of  Miami  Florida  as  the  guest  speaker. 
The  Rally  Choir  was  directed  by  Joe  Stroud,  Music  Director  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention. 
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Our  churches  face  a  tremendous  evangelistic  challenge  in  the  Crusade  of  the 
Americas.  This  is  more  than  just  a  two-week  period  of  revivals.  It  is  an  emphasis 
on  evangelism  that  should  occupy  our  churches  throughout  1968-'69  and  '70.  Our 
churches  have  been  challenged  by  one  of  our  mission  fields,  Brazil,  to  give  ourselves 
to  the  work  of  evangelism  and  world  missions  for  1968-69.  Some  of  the  challenges 
in  the  Crusade  of  the  Americas  are:

MISSION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Great  Commission  to  Christians  has  not  changed  at  all.  The  call  to  pro- 
claim the  gospel  rings  loudly  and  calls  Baptists  in  the  New  River  Association  to 
undergird  their  mission  endeavors.  The  churches  of  this  area  are  in  position  to 
send  missionaries  to  all  parts  of  the  world  at  the  nominal  cost  of  winning  them  to 
the  faith  and  preparing  them  to  witness.  The  civilians  of  the  area  have  a  major 
task  here  at  home,  and  our  military  brethren  are  called  to  join  us  here,  as  well  as 
to  go  abroad  to  serve  our  Master. 

During  the  associational  year  1966-67,  the  following  major  actions  were  dis- 
cussed and  undertaken: 

1.  The  missions  committee  recommended  and  it  was  approved  by  the  Executive 
Board  that  work  be  begun,  so  as  to  have  a  school  of  missions  in  the  spring  of  1970. 

2.  The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Bladenboro,  N.C.,  gave  to  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention a  mobile  chapel  to  be  used  in  the  military  areas  of  the  state  to  minister 
to  concentrated  areas  of  military  personnel.  The  missions  committee  joined  Rev. 
J.  Ned  Beatty,  the  secretary  of  military  ministries,  in  selecting  a  site  to  begin 
this  work.  The  site  selected  was  the  Pelletier  Mobile  Home  Park.  The  Brook  wood 
Baptist  Church  volunteered  to  assist  in  providing  the  ministry  and  this  was  approved 
by  the  missions  committee.  A  word  of  appreciation  is  extended  to  Brother  and  Mrs. 
Jerry  McDaniel  by  the  missions  committee  for  the  excellent  way  they  served  in 
the  mobile  chapel  ministry „ 

3.  The  idea  of  a  military  center  was  of  constant  concern  to  the  committee. 
A  study  of  sites  and  programs  has  been  continued.  At  present  a  special  committee 
is  studying  the  possibility  of  such  a  center  to  be  operated  by  the  association  and 
the  state  convention's  military  ministries  deparmient. 

4.  The  committee  feels  that  it  would  be  wise  to  purchase  property  in  the  Weyer- 
hauser  sub- division  in  the  Brynn  Marr  section  as  a  mission  site.  A  study  has  been 
made  and  the  committee  recommends  the  purchase  of  such  property  by  the  trustees 
of  the  association;  that  lot  aid  be  requested  from  the  State  Convention  in  the  amount 
of  $2,500.00  to  help  purchase  it;  that  the  association  sponsor  the  mission  on  said 
property  when  the  need  arises;  that  the  association  relincfuish  its  rights  to  the  prop- 
erty when  the  mission  is  duly  constituted  into  a  Southern  Baptist  Church. 

5.  The  committee  approved  and  recommends  for  consideration  the  following 
applications  for  aid  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  to  assist  the  named  organi-

ORDAINING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  work  of  the  Ordaining  Committee  is  limited  or  enlarged  by  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  by  man's  response  to  it.  The  initial  work  is  the  call  of  the  Lord 
in  the  heart  of  the  individual.  When  the  individual  responds  in  the  affirmative 
the  Ordaining  Committee  begins  its  work  which  results  finally  in  making  known 
to  the  world  that  which  has  already  happened  between  God  and  a  man,  that  this 
man  has  been  called  of  God  and  in  response  to  this  call,  has  consecrated  him- 
self to  the  Lord' s  service. 

We  do  not  know  how  many  the  Lord  called  in  our  midst  this  past  year,  for  we 
do  not  know  how  many  responded  negatively;  the  records  do  show  that  three  were 
called  and  that  these  three  responded  in  obedience,  to  the  glory  of  God. 

Thus,  Mr.  Ned  Beatty  was  examined  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  Gospel  ministry 
on  November  11,  1966  and  was  subsequently  ordained  by  the  Brookwood  Baptist 
Church  on  November  20,  1966.  Mr.  L.F.  Sutton  and  Mr.  Robert  Compton  were  ques- 
tioned for  the  same  purpose  on  September  14,  1967.  Brother  Compton  was  ordained 
on  September  17  by  the  Providence  Baptist  Church,  and  Brother  Sutton  was  ordained 
on  October  15  by  the  Blue  Creek  Baptist  Church.  On  the  agenda  at  the  moment 
is  the  request  of  the  Community  Baptist  Church  for  the  examination  of  Brother 
Linwood  Ralph  Kennedy,  a  request  which  the  Committee  will  honor  in  the  immediate 
future. 

Statistics  all  across  the  land  show  declining  numbers  of  young  men  presenting 
themselves  as  candidates  for  the  Gospel  ministry.  Today's  newspaper  relates  that 
the  enrollment  at  our  beloved  Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary,  which  serves  this 
area,  is  down  to  547  from  a  high  of  more  than  700  a  few  years  ago.  It  behooves 
us  to  pray  the  "lord  of  the  harvest,  that  He  will  send  forth  laborers  into  His  Har- 
vest."

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OFMISSIONS 

Some   significant   contributions  have   been  made  to  the  Kingdom  of  God  within 
the   ranks   of   the   New   River   Association.   In  eight  years,  this,  the  youngest  of  the 
eighty   associations    in   North    Carolina   has    made   a  measureable  impact  upon  the 
lives   of  many  persons,    here   and   throughout   the  entire  State.  My  report  concerns 
itself   with   some   of   these   contributions,  with  attention  being  given  also  to  future 
needs. 
I,  Missions  Contributions 
This   year   there   has   been   a   greater   response  to  missions.  Definite  increases 
were   seen   in  both  Cooperative  Program  and  associational  missions  contributions. 
Though,    the   proportionate   increase   in  Associational  contributions  was  not  nearly 
so   great   as   the   increase   of  contributions  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Con- 
tributions  through   associational   missions   increased   this   year   by   almost  $1200. 
This  does  not  include  $701.24  given  as  special  V.B.S,  designations. 

The     budget     this    year    calls    for   $13,751--of   this   amount  we  are  asking  the 
State   Convention   to   contribute   $2,700.  We  challenge  Baptists  of  this  Association 
to    hasten    the    day   when   the   operating   budget   can  be  met  by  resources  provided 
by  members  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Missions  Bible  Schools 

Seven  missions  Bible  schools  were  conducted  by  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion this  past  year.  Some  results  of  these  schools  indicate  that  407  persons  were 
enrolled,  that  $89.44  was  given  for  missions,  and  that  there  were  48  professions 
of  faith.  This  constitutes  35%  of  the  professions  of  faith  which  were  made  in  all 
the  Bible  schools  of  the  association.  This  fact  alone  speaks  to  the  need  of  the 
mission  outreach  in  this  association. 

III.  Associational  Programming 

We  feel  that  a  more  effective  job  was  done  this  year  in  the  area  of  Associa- 
tional Programming.  This  was  evidenced  in  several  ways. 

The  attendance  at  associational  functions  indicated  increased  interest.  Also 
there  were  more  favorable  comments  made  in  appreciation  to  the  kinds  of  pro- 
grams, and  their  quality.  Moreover,  we  have  seen  evidence  of  a  carry-over  of 
many  of  the  ideas  which  were  projected  by  associational  programs. 

IV.  Associational  Projects 

We  are  glad  that  the  Association  is  moving  with  a  good  measure  of  progress 
toward  the  achievement  of  two  very  significant  and  far  reaching  projects. 

Acquisition  of  property  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  church  in  the  Bryn 
Marr  sub-division  is  a  wise  step.  Weyhaeuser's  projected  plans  for  this  area  are 
staggering.  A  Baptist  Church  will  be  needed  there  within  the  next  five  years. 

As  we  view  our  responsibilities  in  purchasing  this  property,  we  should  not 
expect  the  Convention  to  assuine  the  total  financial  responsibility.  Plans  should 
be  made  which  will  give  all  of  our  churches  an  opportunity  to  directly  participate 
in  this  program. 

The  second  project  to  which  1  speak  is  the  Military  Service  Centers.  While 
the  quantity  of  resources  needed  for  such  a  ministry  sometimes  seems  overwhelm - 
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ing,  the  objective  is  readily  within  our  grasp. 

We  hope  that  serious  study  of  this  ministry  shall  continue.  We  call  upon  every 
member  of  the  association  to  prayerfully  consider  the  impact  that  a  Center  would 
have  upon  the  lives  of  countless  thousands  of  young  men.  The  unified  leadership 
of  all  of  our  people  is  needed  in  this  endeavor.  Our  Convention  stands  willing 
to  aid  in  this  program.  We  must  not  leave  one  stone  unturned  as  we  join  hands 
with  our  Convention  in  ways  and  means  to  achieve  this  goal. 

V.  1969  -  1970 

The  year  1969  will  usher  in  the  Crusade  of  the  Americas.  This  great  evangelistic 
endeavor,  embracing  South,  Central,  and  North  America,  might  very  well  be  God's 
tool  of  the  century.  We  urge  every  church  in  the  Association  to  cooperate  in  this 
endeavor.  We  hope  our  leadership  will  stay  informed  as  the  great  program  pro- 
gresses. Our  own  associational  evangelistic  committee  will  be  providing  some 
fine  leadership  in  this  area  during  1968  and  on  into  1969. 

A  very  fine  follow-up  program  has  been  planned  for  March  of  1970.  Every  church 
should  participate  in  the  Schools  of  Missions.  We  hope  that  during  this  associational 
year  each  church  in  the  association  will  vote  to  participate. 

VI.  In  the  Meantime 

In  the  meantime  we  are  in  the  1967  -  1968  associational  year.  We  call  upon 
our  people  to  work  together  in  an  even  greater  way,  and  to  continue  to  foster  Chris- 
tian fellowship.  The  early  Church  was  uniquely  designated  because  the  people 
were  a  "called  out"  group  who  had  a  unique  fellowship.  Being  set  apart  in  Christian 
love  and  fellowship  enabled  them  to  do  what  otherwise  was  impossible.  May  this 
same  spirit  characterize  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.

The  American  Bible  Society  shares  the  concern  for  worldwide  Missions  which 
Southern  Baptists  are  expressing  in  plans  for  the  Crusade  of  the  Americas  and 
World  Missions  year  in  1969. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  a  worldwide  Missionary  organization.  It  is 
an  active  partner  in  Southern  Baptist  work.  It  helps  the  Missionaries  translate  the 
Bible.  It  publishes  the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  them 
without  profit,  usually  below  cost,  and  often  without  any  charge  in  cases  of  special 
need. 

During  1966  the  American  Bible  Society 

—  -rejoiced  that   some   part   of   the   Bible  has   been  published  in  1280  languages; 
the  full   Bible   in  240,  a  New  Testament  in  301  more,  a  Gospel  or  other  com- 
plete book   in  739   more -but  still  counted  over  1000  more  languages  in  which 
not  one  book  of  the  Bible  has  yet  been  published. 
__-.gave  over  500,000  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains  to  our  Armed 

Forces  and  Veteran's  Hospital, 
—-produced,    in   several   languages,    Scriptures   in  everyday   speech,  outstanding 
among  these   is    *'Good   News  for   Modern   Man,"  the  Todays  English  version 
New    Testament,    at    least    5    million    copies   are   expected  to  be  distributed 
by  the  close  of  1967. 
In  1966  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $233,896  to  the  American  Bible  Society 
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and  ranked  first  among  all  denominations.  However,  the  per-capita  gift  is  Ipss 
than  2  1/2  cents  per  year,  which  is  less  than  per  capita  gifts  from  several  other 
major  denominations. 

Southern    Baptist    Churches    can  lead   even   in   per   capita  gifts  if  every  church 
will  give.

1967  Associational  Report 

THE  NEW  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  PROTECTION  PROGRAM 

Response  to  the  new  program  of  family  and  retirement  protection  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1967  indicates  enthusiastic  acceptance  by  ministers  and  denominational 
employees.  During  the  first  three  months  of  1967,  more  than  1,000  persons  joined 
some  part  of  the  three-plan  program  as  compared  with  only  685  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1966.  ^ 

The  new  Program,  called  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Program,  provides 
additional  benefits  for  disability,  new  benefits  for  children,  education  of  children 
and  dependent  parent.  These  extra  benefits  are  in  Plan  "A'*. 

TTie  new  Protection  Program  incorporates  the  three  plans  into  one  certificate, 
which  formerly  required  separate  certificates  for  each  plan.  The  three  plans  are- 
Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan,  which  is  now  Plan  "A'*;  Age  Security  Plan  now 
called  Plan  "B'*;  and  Variable  Benefit  Plan,  now  Plan  "C".

ANNUITANTS  RECEIVE  DIVIDEND  CHECK 

Because  of  action  taken  by  the  trustees  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  February,  each 
person  receiving  a  guaranteed  benefit  from  the  Board  was  mailed  a  "dividend^* 
check.  This  year  each  check  was  for  an  amount  equal  to  one-twelfth  of  the  person's 
annual  benefit.  These  checks  were  made  possible  because  of  excess  interest  earn- 
ings Approval  was  given  to  mail  these  dividend  checks  annually,  providing  the 
Board  realizes  an  excess  in  interest  earnings.  ^    . 

BENEFITS  PAID  OUT  ' 

In   1966,    more  than  $4,256,244  was  paid  in  age  retirement,  disability  or  widow 
benefits   to   persons   who   had   participated   in   the    Protection  Program.  The  checks 
vary   in   amounts,    depending  on  the  length  of  service  and  the  amount  of  dues  paid 
into  the  Program  by  the  member. 
10  PER  CENT  TOTAL  SALARY  ENCOURAGED 

The  cost  of  living  continues  to  climb.  A  retirement  program  based  on  $4,000 
salary  is  no  longer  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  minister  when  he  retires.  There 
seems  to  be  no  hope  of  a  leveling  off  of  the  inflationary  trends.  Because  of  this, 
the  new  Protection  Program  was  started  so  churches  could  he]p  their  pastors  in- 
crease their  retirement  protection.  Now  a  church  may  participate  on  the  total 
salary    of    its    pastor    or    other   employees.    Ten   per  cent  dues  on  total  salary  are 
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recommended  as  minimum. 

MEMBERS  IN  ANNUITY  BOARD  PLANS  .-  ■ 

As  of  December  31,  1966,  some  1,492  persons  had  joined  Plan  "A'*  of  the 
Program.  A  total  of  18,328  churches  were  providing  the  Protection  Program  for 
their  ministers  and  staff  members.  Almost  12,600  of  these  churches  were  paying 
both  member  and  church  dues. 

In  many  churches  more  than  one  person  is  in  the  Program.  Each  person  is 
counted  separately  as  in  his  church.  Asa  result,  the  total  number  of  churches 
is  expected  to  be  higher.  Next  year,  the  total  number  of  churches  is  expected  to 
be  less.  The  reason  is  the  Board  is  putting  all  its  records  on  computer  which  will 
group  together  all  members  in  one  church.  For  example,  if  a  church  has  two  mem- 
bers,   it   will   be   counted    as  one  church  instead  of  two  as  is  presently  being  done. 

There  are  137  of  the  176  agencies  in  the  state  conventions  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  which  have  Protection  Programs  with  the  Board.  A  total  of 
8,121  persons  are  protected  in  the  agency  programs. 

Rev.  Guy  Cain  promotes  the  Protection  Program  in  North  Carolina.  He  is  jointly 
employed  by  the  Annuity  Board  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention.  For  infor- 
mation about  any  of  the  plans  in  the  Protection  Program  contact  Rev.  Guy  Cain, 
301  Hillsboro  Street,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina  27603,  or  write  the  Annuity  Board, 
SBC,  511  North  Akard  Building,  Dallas,  Texas  75201.

Certainly  this  will  continue  to  constitute  a  great  challenge  to  many  of  our  people 
who  can  find  in  the  Baptist  Foundation  their  finest  opportunity  for  investing  in  King- 
dom Enterprises. 

Let  all  of  us  continue  to  remember  Dr.  Greer  and  Mr.  Maddrey  in  our  prayers 
and  best  wishes.

SOCIAL  SERVICES  MINISTRIES  REPORT 


The  Social  Services  Agencies  include  our  Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  the 
Aging  and  Baptist  Hospital.  , 

CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

We  have  for  Children's  Homes:  Mills  Home,  Thomasville,  V.S.  Sparrow,  Superin- 
tendent; Kennedy  Home,  Kinston,  W.A.  Smith,  Superintendent;  Odum  Home,  Pembroke, 
Chesley  Hammond,  Superintendent.  Our  Children's  Homes  have  provided  care  and 
related  services  to  1,306  children  during  this  year. 

The  Child  Development  Center  at  Mills  Home  opened  in  September  1965  with 
12  children.  By  October  1966  there  were  45  participating  in  Nursery  School,  Kin- 
dergarten and  Day  Care.  We  have  a  large  waiting  list  for  this  service.  Duke  Endowment 
granted  us  $25, 000  to  strengthen  our  care  for  emotionally  disturbed  children. 

V/hat  lies  ahead?  From  its  beginning  in  1885,  the  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina,  have  faced  a  challenge.  Today,  there  is  need  for  expansion  of  present 
services  for  unmet  needs. 

As  support  grows  we  will  implement  services  to  unwed  mothers  and  their 
offspring,    adoptive    services,    homemaker    services,    group   care,    and   additional 
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regional  case  worker  centers,  and  the  care  of  minority  groups. 

The  way  that  we  can  help  this  support  grow  is  through  our  gifts  to  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  our  special  offering  at  Thanksgiving  for  the  Children's  Homes. 

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

In  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  we  have  one  of  the  important  centers  of 
Medical  Treatment,  Training  and  Research  in  the  Southeast.  It  was  established 
in  Winston -Salem  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  1922,  and  its  purpose  was 
to  serve  the  sick  of  North  Carolina. 

We  support  our  Baptist  Hospital  through  the  Cooperative  Program it  receives 

a  designated  amount  each  year  from  this  fund.  Our  Baptist  Hospital  never  turns  away 
a  patient  because  he  cannot  pay.  It  is  through  the  Mothers  Day  Offering  that  these 
patients  are  cared  for.  Sometimes  the  question  is  asked  "could  not  Baptist  Hospital 
care  for  the  sick  without  the  Mothers  Day  offering?"  The  answer  is  '*It  could  Not." 
The  hospital  could  not  care  for  the  needy  sick  unless  funds  from  somewhere  are 
provided  for  this  purpose.  The  New  River  Association  gave  $1,394.62  to  the  Mothers 
Day  Offering  in  1967.  Let  us  do  our  best  to  increase  our  Mothers  Day  Offering  in 
1968. 

The  spiritual  life  of  our  hospital  brings  comfort  and  inspiration  to  patients, 
staff  and  guests.  Davis  Memorial  Chapel  offers  worship  service  for  patients  who  * 
are  able  to  attend,  members  of  the  hospital  organization,  and  family  and  friends 
of  the  patients.  The  chapel  is  open  at  all  times  for  meditation  and  prayer.  Each 
patient  is  visited  by  a  Chaplain  and  chaplains  are  on  call  to  minister  to  those  who

Your  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  have  been  on  the  move  during 
the  past  year.  In  fact,  we  will  be  ready  to  move  into  our  new  home  at  Yancyville 
in  September  and  will  be  able  to  receive  30  more  dear  old  people  into  the  family 
of  our  Homes.  When  the  Yancyville  home,  our  fifth,  is  occupied,  we  will  have  a 
total  of  200  deserving  older  men  and  women  in  our  care  in  all  of  the  Homes. 

As  you  know,  we  now  have  four  Homes  and  an  Infirmary  in  operation. . . 
Resthaven  and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston -Salem;  the  Albermarle  Home  at  Al- 
bermarle;  the  Hamilton  Home  at  Hamilton. 

In  these  Homes  you  have  an  eternal  investment  and  can  rejoice  in  the  loving 
care  which  you  are  making  possible  for  our  older  people.  The  majority  are  financially 
needy  persons,  and  are  supplemented  through  the  love  gifts  of  North  Carolina 
Baptists.  Two  sources  of  income  from  the  churches  are  increasingly  vital  in  the 
support  of  our  residents -the  Special  Day  Offering,  received  on  the  3rd  Sunday  of 
February  each  year,  and  our  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  Special  Day  Offering  for  1967  is  at  an  all  time  high  and  has  increased  by 
lO^o  over  last  year.  This  is  most  commendable,  but  when  we  face  the  reality  of 
costs,  which  have  advanced  by  20^o,  and  the  maintenance  of  a  new  Home  and  the 
eare  of  30  additional  residents  at  Yanceyville,  we  could  face  a  real  crisis  during  the 
next  year,  unless  the  gifts  from  our  Baptist  people  continue  to  increase  in  proportion 
to  our  needs. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  our  Baptist  people  across  the  state  who  are  enabling 
us  to  minister  to  the  aging  in  Christ's  Name,  and  we  want  all  of  you  to  know 
that   each   of  your   five   Homes  exists  for  the  people  from  all  over  our  great  state. 
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We  could  not  operate  without  your  love,  your  prayers,  your  concern,  and  your  financial 
support. 

THE  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Public  Relations  Comniittee  has  endeavored  to  promote  the  work  of  the 
Association  through  the  monthly  paper  "The  Beacon,"  and  through  the  "Daily 
News  Paper,"  and  over  Radio  Stations  WLAS  and  WJNC.

NEW  RIVER  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
ARTICLE  L  NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  co- 
operating with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  IL  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and 
cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines 
and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and 
practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of 
God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote 
missions,  benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all 
men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 
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ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP      ^ 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and 
missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with 
the  body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers 
plus  the  pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one 
additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
above  the  first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled 
to  more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  When  such  messengers  are  approved  by  the  cre- 
dentials committee  and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  partici- 
pate in  the  affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the  annual 
church  letters  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches, 
or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  member- 
ship in  this  association,  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions 
Committee  not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  grated  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  another 
association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  association 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an 
associational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual  meeting,  or  that 
fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at  large,  and  this  asso- 
ciation, shall  be  counseled  with  by  a  special  committee  which  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  session  of  the  association.  If 
such  church  has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  session,  the  association 
with  a  vote  of  two-thirds  majority  of  messengers  present  and  voting  may  withdraw 
fellowship.  Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  association  and  the  denomination.  Restoration  may  be  obtained  by 
application  to  the  association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon  recommendation 
of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  regular  annual  session. 

ARTICLE  IV.   AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reverves  the  right  to  de- 
termine its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise 
any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may 
have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance 
or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such  help. 

ARTICLE  V.  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  A.   ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice -moderator,  clerk, 
treasurer,  and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com  - 
mittee  of  the  association  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  session  of  the 
association.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They 
shall   serve  until   the   close   of  the   following  annual  session  of  the  association  or 
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until   their   successors   shall   be   nominated    and  elected.  The  moderator  and  vice- 
moderator    shall    be    limited    to    not   more   than  two  successive  years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATION  OFFICERS. 

The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director 
Brotherhood  Director,  and  all  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  In  order  that  a  pro- 
gram of  work  be  properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Committee, 
at  the  July  session  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  names  of  those  to  fill 
the  above  mentioned  offices  for  the  comming  year.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning  a  pro- 
gram of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  succeeding 
year,  and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  and/or  departmental  leaders  of  their 
respective  office,  such  persons  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  asso- 
ciation. All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirmed  by  the  association  in  its 
annual  session. 

*****The   officers   listed   in   Section   A    and    B  may  be  either  layin an  or  pastors  of 
cooperating  churches. 

SECTION  C.   DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

1.  The   MODERATOR  shall   call   to   order   and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
Association   and    Executive   Board,    and   direct   the   affairs  of  the  Association  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or 
members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  VICE -MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs,  preside  over  the 
sessions  of  the  Association  or  Executive  Board.  He  shall  preside  over  meetings 
in  the  absence  of  the  maderator  and  shall  assist  the  maderator  in  such  ways  as  he 
may  direct.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  preceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation, 
printing,  and  istributing  of  the  Minutes,  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other 
important  papers  of  the  Association.  The  clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  his 
services. 

4.  The  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  not  other- 
wise designated  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Asso- 
ciational  Budget,  or  accordingto  the  specific  insturctions  of  the  Association  upon 
receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized.  He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all 
monies  received,  with  sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association 
for  approval.  (It  is  wise  to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

5.  The  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association, 
beginning  with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and  in- 
dividuals who  may  possess  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it 
accessible  to  the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal 
year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VI.   SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  A.  CALLING. 

When  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board  or 
the  Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who  shall 
be  charged  with  the  responsibilty  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The 
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committee  shall  bringonlyonenameatatime  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association 
and  action  may  be  taken  at  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its 
Executive  Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter  there 
must  be  two-thirds  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association  present  in  order 
to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two -thirds 
vote,  the  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

SECTION  B.  TERMINATION  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be 
dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board. 
In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  tennination  of  relation- 
ship, unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

SECTION  C.   DUTIES 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  hannoniously  with  the  Association, 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He  shall  assist  in 
planning,  promoting,  and  shall  have  administrative  supervision  in  executing  all  the 
work  of  the  Association. 

2.  He  shall  serve  as  chainnan  of  the  A ssociational Council,  and  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Board,  and  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

SECTION  D.   RESPONSIBILITIES  TO  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  financial 
welfare  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  within  the  framework  of  the  budget  or 
that  which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association;  or  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  each  year  before  the  budget  is  prepared, 
review  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  salary  and  other  financial  considerations 
and  make  recommendations  regarding  his  financial  benefits  to  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee and  or  Executive  Board  or  Association.  Moreover,  the  Committee  shall 
give  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Board  or  Association  regarding  vacations, 
sick-leave,  etc.  for  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

ARTICLE  VIL  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.   EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  pastor  from 
each  church  (including  the  interim  pastor)  and  mission  and  any  additional  ministers 
on  the  church  or  mission  staff.  Additionally,  Chairman  of  Deacons,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
W.M.U.  President  of  each  church  and  mission  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board.  The 
quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  A  ssociational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Association  namely;  Moderator,  Vice -Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Superintendent  of  Missions,  and/or  Executive  Secretary,  or 
officers  who  might  be  named,  shall  be  emembers  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall 
serve  as  officers  of  the  Board  unless  the  Association  directs  otherwise. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between 
sessions,  promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all  di- 
rectives given  by  the  Associatioa 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  woik  of  the  Associational  officers,  the 
various  departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Asso- 
ciation of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 
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5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work 
or  project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two -thirds  majority  of  the  Executive  Board  members 

present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the 
call  of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.   ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following  of- 
ficers of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice -Moderator,  Clerk,  Chairman  of  the 
Evangelism  and  Missions  Committee,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  W.M.U.  President,  Music  Director,  and  Superintendent 
of  Missions.  Other  officers  and  committee  members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with 
the  Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related  to  their  work  are  to  be  considered. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
Executive   Board.    Special   meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  of  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth 
operation  of  the  Associational  program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as 
the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to  the 
Executive  Board  and/or  Association  for  adoption. 

SECTION  C.   ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for 
the  benefit  of  the  work  of  the  churhces:  Sunday  School,  Trining  Union,  Music, 
Brotherhood,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  wise 
for  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officers  of  the  organiza- 
tions shall  be  members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good 
standing.  The  members  of  the  above  mentioned  organizations  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
elected  chief  officer  of  the  organization  and  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
Association,  or  by  the  organization's  nominating  committee.  Their  duties  shall  be 
understood  to  be  in  line  with  the  functions  set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for 
their  respective  organizations,  as  produced  or  approved  by  the  State  or  Convention - 
wide  agencies  functioning  in  a  like  area,  and  set  forth  in  this  Constitution.  Additional 
to  any  other  reports,  all  Associational  organizations  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the 
Association.  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day 
of  the  Associational  year. 

SECTION  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees:  Nominating,  Program, 
Missions,  Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Christian  Relations,  Ordination,  Seminary  Ex- 
tension, Resolutions,  Public  Relations,  Constitution,  and  Trustees.  Additional  com- 
mittees may  be  appointed  or  elected  as  the  need  arises.  Additional  to  any  other 
reports  made,  all  Committees  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  This 
report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational 
year. 

1.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

A.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise 
and  corrdinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  asso- 
ciational officers,  associational  committees,  organizational  officers,  rep- 
resentatives of  institutions  and  agnecies,  and  any  other  officers  or  representa- 
tives as  requested  by  the  Association  which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the 
Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate 
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to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have 
occurred,  nominations  by  the  committee  does  not  preclude  nominations  from 
the  floor. 

B.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, either  pastors,  layinen  and/or  layworaen  named  for  one  year.  It  is  con- 
sidered a  good  policy  to  have  a"carry  over'*  of  one  or  two  members  from  the 
previous  year's  committee. 

2.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  persons  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual 
meeting  in  accordance  with  Article  III  of  the  By-Laws.  Moreover,  the  program 
of  the  annual  meeting,  and  of  selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary 
sermons, 

S,  MISSIONS  COMUTTEE 

a.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members.  It  shall  work  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associations,  and  lead 
and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  stations. 

b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  study  the  requests  for  pastoral 
and  lot  aid  as  requested  by  the  churches.  The  Committee  will  present  these 
requests  to  Executive  Board  along  with  its  recommendations. 

c.  It  shall  have  a  sub-committee  composed  of  three  persons.  They  shall  be 
responsible  in  helping  corrdinate  the  military  ministry  in  cooperation  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  and  the  Military  Ministries  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention. 

4.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  pro- 
gram of  Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies 
and  the  Association.  It  shall  plan  and  promote  simultaneous  crusades  and 
evangelistic  rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the  Association  and  its 
compassion  for  non-christians.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five 
persons. 

5.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This   committee   shall   be   composed    of  five  members  and  the  treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Associations  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program. 

It  shall  prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board 
meeting.  The  budget  shall  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  an- 
nual session,  and  shall  be  retroactive  to  October  1. 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  Stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of 
our  Association  by  encouraging  Bible  Study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing 
available  stewardship  materials,  and  by  leading  in  denominational  emphases, 
and  fostering  stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

6.  CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Christian  Relations  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members, 
nominated    by   the   Nominating  Committee   and   elected  by  the  Association. 

b.  It  shall  hold  meetings  prior  to  the  Executive  Board  meetings. 

c.  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  educational  materials 
and   of   recommending  courses    of  action  to  be  taken  in  the  following  areas; 

1.  Narcotic s(including  alcohol) 

2.  Salacious  literature 

3.  Human   Relations   (in   such    areas   as  home  life,  races  relations,  etc.) 
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7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five 
ordained  ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory 
capacity  for  churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  assist  any  church  or  ministerial  candidate  which  desires  its 
services.  The  Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which,  by  fornial  action  of 
the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the 
Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance 
of  the  ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination 
regarding  his  Christian  experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  martial  status, 
knowledge  and  views  on  and  views  of  church  polity,  denominational  loyalty,  etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its  recom- 
mendation to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning 
and  carrying  out  the  ordination  service. 

8.  SEMINARY  EXTENSION  COMMITTEE 
The  Seminary  Extension  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  person.  The 
chairman  shall  also  serve  as  Director  of  the  Seminary  Extension  work  of  the 
Association.  The  Committee  shall  endeavor  to  promote  Seminary  Extension 
work  as  promoted  by  the  Convention  Agencies,  and  the  New  River  Baptist  As- 
sociation. 
9.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  persons.  It  shall 
draw  up  resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall  deem 
necessary.  These  shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

10.  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Public  Relations  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members^  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  establish  good  rapport  with  the  public  within 
the  geographic  area  of  the  churches  within  the  Association.  It  shall  at  all 
times  endeavor  to  see  that  the  public,  consisting  of  those  persons  within  the 
Association  and  those  who  are  not  members  of  the  churches  in  the  Association, 
are  properly  and  accurately  informed  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  by  the 
Association. 

b.  The  committee  shall  endeavor  to  work  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 
in  coordinating  the  items  of  news  that  are  to  be  released  to  the  local  news 
media;  namely,  the  newspapers  and  the  radio  and  television  stations.-  Publicity 
of  programs  and  meetings  that  are  of  primary  concern  to  the  members  of  the 
local  churches  and  not  of  particular  interest  to  the  general  public  shall  be 
promoted  through  the  associational  news  letter  edited  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions. 

11.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to 
present  any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee 
shall  consist  of  three  persons. 

12.  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  temi  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  years  with  the  temi  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  re-elected 
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to  another  term  of  three  years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one  year. 

a.  QUALIFICATIONS:  Trustees  shall  be  active  members  of  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  -:  They  shall  be  peraons  of 
honor  and  integrity.  They  shall  be  expected  to  follow  the  Association's 
Constitutional  directives. 

b.  DUTIES:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters 
They  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of 
Associational  property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all 
notes,  bonds  or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in 
them  by  the  Association.  They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction 
of  the  Association,  and  are  not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are 
to  be  the  legal  assignees  of  the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trus- 
tees, as  Associational  officers,  may  rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly 
adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and  authorizing 
the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational  Moderator  and 
clerk. 

13.  PERSONNELL  COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The  Committee 
shall  be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all  employees  of  the 
New   River   Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  except  in  the  employment  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 
SECTION  E.   REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
The   Association   shall   have   the  following  representatives   of  institutions  and 
agencies.    Additional   to  other   duties    and   responsibilites  which  may  be  set  forth, 
written  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  Christian  Education 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and 
changes  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the 
work  of  our  colleges.  Statistical  information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should 
be  reported.  Possible  ways  in  which  the  local  church  can  assist  in  this  work 
should  be  pointed  out. 

2.  Social  Service  Ministries 

The  Social  Service  Representative  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes,  Homes 
for  the  Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep 
the  Association  informed  about  what  these  institutions  are  doing,  and  of  any 
existing  needs  of  the  institutions.  He  shall  seek  to  inform  the  churhces  of 
their  opportunity  to  share  in  the  needs  of  the  institutions  by  special  offermgs. 

3.  Baptist  Foundation 

The  Baptist  Foudation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping 
the  Association  informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of 
North  Carolina,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Foudnation.  He  shall  promote  the  work 
of  the  Foundation  in  the  Association. 

4.  Biblical  Recorder  r     r       ■       u 
The    Biblical    Recorder    Representative   shall  have   the  duty   of  informing  the 
churches  of  the  RECORDER  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be 
his    duty    to  promote  the   circulation  of  the   RECORDER  in  the  Association. 

5.  Annuity  Board  v      i,      i. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches 
informed  of  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  as- 
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sistance  to  any  person  or  church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information 
or  service  concerning  the  work  of  the  Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the 
churches  of  the  Association  to  participate  in  the  programs  which  are  available 
to  pastors  and  other  employees  of  the  churches. 
6.  American  Bible  Society 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Society  by  keeping  the  Association  infomied  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover, 
he  shall  seek  to  aid  any  church  or  individual  in  specific  matter  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  Society.  ,    _  , 

ARTICLE  VHL   MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated 
time  and  /or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The 
Executive  Board  shall  promote  the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  pro- 
motional organizations,  and  its  standing  committee. 

ARTICLE  ]X.   AMENDMENTS 

Thsi  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Asso- 
ciation by  a  two -thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  provided  notice 
of  such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  wu.arterly  Executive  Board 
meeting,  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted 
on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 


By-Laws 


ARTICLE  L  In  parliametary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Kerfoot's 
Parliamentary  Law. 

ARTICLE  IL  The  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of 
October  to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association 
shall  cover  this  period. 

ARTICLE  IlL  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober. The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or 
other  authorized  by  the  association  and  approved  by  that  body.  The  Executive  Board 
may  make  such  adjustment  in  the  time,  place,  preacher  as  may  become  necessary 
because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within 
the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty 
to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make  re- 
ports to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  and/or  to  the  Association, 
ine  executive  Board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  commit- 
tees only  to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of 
the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VL  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  association.

ARTICLE  VIL  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for 
at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Bap 
tist  work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

ARTICLE  VllL  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger 
shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  unitl  other  messengers 
desiring  to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the 
body,  the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not 
later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session. 

The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  brings  the  following  recommendation:  That  the 
above  revisions  and  outline  of  the  constitution  be  adopted.  Since  this  includes  some 
items  in  outline  form  only  we  recommend  that  the  Constitution  Committee  be  asked 
to  study  and  bring  to  the  next  Annual  Session  any  additional  revisions  and  the  com- 
pletion of  those  articles,  sections  and/or  sub-sections  that  appear  in  outline  form.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAl. 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  was  established  in  Winston-Salem  by  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  in  1922,  and  its  purpose  was  to  serve  the  sick  of  North 
Carolina.  This  purpose  is  being  fulfilled. 

This  has  been  a  full  year  at  our  Baptist  Hospital  with  more  than  thirty  thousand 
sick  people,  being  medical  service  and  Christian  ministry,  and  more  than  165,000 
visits  being  made  to  the  clinics  of  the  hospital.  In  addition  to  this,  more  than  700 
persons  are  receiving  training  in  the  various  fields  of  medical  care  and  Christian 
service,  and  a  vast  amount  of  medical  research  is  being  done  in  the  cause  and 
treatments  of  the  diseases  which  afflict  us  and  our  loved  ones. 

The  Development  Program,  which  is  greatly  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the 
Medical  Center  to  train  and  serve,  is  progressing  on  schedule.  The  Medical  School 
addition  is  to  be  ready  by  September  1969,  and  will  allow  that  school  to  enlarge  by 
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S&^o,  The  new  patient  building  should  be  ready  by  1971.  This  building  and  the  re- 
modeling of  the  oldest  part  of  the  present  plant  will  provide  more  than  200  new  patient 
beds  and  greatly  enlarged  space  and  facilities  for  offices  and  for  examinations  and 
treatment  of  patients. 

The  cost  of  this  large  Development  Program  is  being  provided  by  interested 
individuals,  corporations,  foundations  and  government  agencies,  which  recognize  the 
valuable  service  our  Medical  Center  is  rendering  and  the  urgent  need  for  greatly 
enlarging  these  services. 

This  has  been  a  very  difficult  year  financially,  and  our  hospital  has  been  forced 
to  make  important  changes  in  its  financial  policies.  In  the  face  of  the  mounting  costs 
and  the  increasing  needs  of  our  people,  the  hospital  has  been  struggling  with  a 
growing  deficit.  We  have  been  told  this  for  several  years  but  the  gap  has  continued 
to  increase  between  the  cost  of  free  service  and  the  money  we  have  provided  for  this 
service.  The  amount  of  the  free  service  now  will  have  to  be  governed  by  the  amount 
of  the  Mother' s  Day  Fund. 

The  great  concern  at  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  for  the  patients  who  must  have  fi- 
nancial assistance  if  they  are  to  get  the  specialized  care  they  need.  But  the  hospital 
has  come  to  the  point  that  it  cannot  continue  to  operate  without  the  money  necessary 
to  cover  the  cost.  The  Mother's  Day  Offering  will  need  to  be  increased  greatly  if 
our  hospital  is  to  fulfill  its  mission  to  our  people  who  need  it.  We  want  to  assure 
our  hospital  that  it  can  depend  upon  us  in  full  measure.  The  churches  in  the  New 
River  Association  gave  $1,733.62  on  Mother's  Day  1968.  This  was  an  increase  over 
the  giftsof  1967  by  the  amount  of  $258.00.  Let  us  greatly  increase  this  amount  in  1969.

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  past  year  in  your  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  has  been  one  of  the  most 
eventful  in  the  history  of  the  Homes.  Of  primary  significance  was  the  opening  of  the 
Yanceyville  Home  on  November  1,  1967,  and  dedicatory  services  on  April  25,  1968, 
with  Governor  Dan  K.  Moore  as  the  principal  speaker. 

When  the  Yanceyville  Home,  accommodating  31  residents,  is  filled  to  capacity, 
the  number  living  in  all  of  our  Homes  will  reach  200.  Residents  at  Yanceyville, 
Resthaven,  the  Albemarle  Home,  the  Hayes  Home,  the  Hamilton  Home,  and  the 
Infirmary  constitute  a  large  and  ever-growing  family  of  elderly  people  who  receive 
compassionate  and  tender  care. 

The  waiting  list  for  admission  to  one  of  our  five  Homes  continues  to  grow,  but 
has  been  revised  and  is  a  bit  more  realistic  than  ever  before.  The  opening  of  the 
Yanceyville  Home  has  relieved  the  pressure  greatly  on  this  waiting  list,  and  persons 
are  encouraged   to   make   application  from  the  various  sections  of  our  great  State. 

Baptists  of  North  Carolina  can  be  grateful  for  their  record  in  ministering  to  the 
residents  in  their  five  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Recent  reports  reveal  that  our  Baptist 
Homes  for  the  Aging  are  giving  more  financial  assistance  to  their  needy  aging  than 
any  other  denominational  Home  in  North  Carolina.  About  85^oof  the  residents  min- 
istered unto  receive  assistance  through  the  love  gifts  of  North  Carolina  Baptist.  These 
love  gifts  from  our  Baptist  Churches  come  from  two  main  sources:  (1)  The  Special 
Day  Offerings,  received  on  the  3rd  Sunday  of  Febmary  each  year,  from  which  the  Homes 
derive  221/2^0  of  their  total  support;  (2)  The  Cooperative  Program  from  which  we 
receive   121/2^o  of  total  income.  Gifts  for  1967  through  these  two  sources  were  at 
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an  aU  time  high  and  amounted  to  around  $2,000,000.00.  The  1968  Special  Day  Offer- 
ing, at  this  time,  is  reflecting  an  encouraging  increase.  Unless  these  two  vital  sources 
of  income  are  increased  considerably,  your  Baptist  Homes  cannot  be  maintained, 
either  on  the  basis  of  quality  of  care,  or  quanity.  More  than  in  any  previous  years  the 
ministry  of  the  Homes  has  been  extended  beyond  the  day  to  day  care  of  the  residents 
of  our  local  churches  and  communities.  Experiences  have  been  shared  in  more  than 
one  Association  in  World  Missions  Conferences,  Family  Life  Conferences,  High 
School  classes  in  Family  Living,  etc. 

Life  among  the  residents  in  the  Homes  is  most  interesting,  and  if  one  wonders 
about  activity  among  those  whose  average  age  is  80,  let  him  come  and  see.  Let 
everyone  who  is  contributing  to  this  great  area  of  human  need  be  grateful  to  the  Lord 
to  be  a  part  of  a  great  denominations  that  has  had  the  vision  to  plan  for  the  aging, 
and  is  moving  forward  in  meeting  the  needs  of  this  very  deserving  group.

We,  North  Carolina  Baptist,  have  the  following  as  Children's  Homes:  Chapel 
Hill  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  Mills  Home  and  Odum  Home.  In  addition  to  these  we 
also  have  a  Foster  Homes  Program. 

At  Mills  Home  you  will  find  our  Child  Development  Center.  Here  services  are 
provided  for  Nursery  School,  Kindergarten  and  Day  Care.  Services  are  also  provided 
for  emotionally  disturbed  children. 

Our  Children's  Homes  work  at  the  task  of  rendering  seven  Christian  Ministries. 
The  seven  are:  1.  Missions,  2.  Evangelism,  3.  Love  and  Affection,  4.  Education, 
5.  Conservation    and    Rehabilitation,    6.  Discipline   and   teaching,    7.  Redemption. 

As  you  know  the  task  of  caring  for  the  children  in  our  Homes  is  a  challenging 
one.  Cost  is  increasing.  There  is  great  need  for  expansion  of  present  services.  These 
needs  can  only  be  met  as  more  money  becomes  available.  We  can  help  by  increasing 
our  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  We  can  also  help  by  increasing  our  special 
offerings  at  Thanksgiving.  This  Thanksgiving  Offering  is  taken  especially  for  our 
Children's  Homes.  Increase  your  gifts  this  year  and  remember  to  pray  for  this  most 
important  work.

Inflation  continues  to  affect  the  buying  power  of  the  dollar  for  everyone,  including 
those  who  have  retired.  No  sign  of  a  leveling  off  period  of  the  inflationary  trend  is 
indicated. 

The  Protection  Program  is  designed  to  help  any  church  provide  as  much  re- 
tirement income  for  the  minister  and  staff  as  it  desires.  Many  churches  are  moving 
to  ten  per  cent  dues  on  total  salary,  recommended  as  a  minimum  by  the  Annuity 
Board  and  State  Convention  secretaries. 

As  of  December  31,  1967,  1,202  members  had  been  issued  certificates  in  Plan 
**A'*  of  the  Protection  Program,  a  total  number  of  17,400  churches  were  provided 
the  Program  for  their  ministers. 

Of  the  174  agencies  of  the  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
145  were  providing  the  Program.  The  total  number  of  employees  covered  in 
the  agency  programs  was  7,140, 

The  response  to  the  new  Program  has  been  good.  During  1967,  3,146  members 
joined  some  part  of  the  three-plan  Program.  The  plans  in  the  Protection  Program 
are:  Plan  "A'*  formerly  called  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan,  and  the  plan 
which  benefits  were  increased  and  new  ones  added;  Plan  "B'^  the  Age  Security 
Plan;  and  Plan  "C,'*  the  Variable  Benefit  Plan. 

Information  about  the  Protection  Program,  including  the  "grace  period"  provision, 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Annuity  Secretary  in  your  state  at  the  Baptist  Building, 
from  the  Development  Division,  Annuity  Board,  SBC,  511  North  Akard  Building, 
Dallas,  Texas  75201. 

For  the  second  year,  all  persons  receiving  a  life  benefit  were  mailed  a  •'13th'^ 
check.  Each  check  was  for  an  amount  equal  to  12  per  cent  of  his  annual  benefit. 
These  check  were  made  possible  because  of  interest  earnings  in  excess  of  what 
the  plans  required.  The  trustees  approved,  two  years  ago,  the  insurance  of  the 
"13th"  checks,  providing  the  Board  realized  such  excess  interest  earnings. 

IMPORTANT  DATE  FOR  ALL  NEW  MEMBERS  IN  THE  PLAN  '^A" 

The  three -plan  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Program  has  one  provision  in  Plan 
"A"  that  will  affect  all  prospective  new  members  soon;  this  provision  is  called 
"Delayed  Participation,'*  commonly  known  as  a  "grace  period."  The  grace-period 
provision  will  become  effective  on  January  1,  1969.  The  provision  states  that  the 
grace  date  is  established  in  one  of  three  ways:  (1)  as  of  January  1,  1969;  (2)  on 
the  members  26th  birthday;  or  (3)  one  year  from  the  date  he  first  becomes  eligible, 
which  ever  is  the  latter.  This  simply  means  that  if  a  member  joins  Plan  "A"  of 
the  Protection  Program  later  than  his  grace  date,  the  disability,  widow,  child, 
education  and  dependant  parent  benefits  will  be  proportionally  reduced.  The  reduct- 
ion will  be  the  ratio  which  such  years  of  delay  bear  to  the  total  years  from  the 
grace  date  to  the  nomial  retirement  date.  Therefore,  it  is  important  that  all  who 
are  now  eligible  join  the  Program  before  January  1,  1969. 

Rev.  Guy  Cain  promotes  the  Protection  Program  in  North  Carolina.  He  is  jointly 
employed  by  the  Annuity  Board  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention.  For  infomiation

Campaign  to  be  held  November  16-21,  1968.  We  urge  all  our  churches  to  participate.

better  trained  teachers  and  leaders.  We  urge  every  church  to  put  on  a  teacher  training

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 

Several  significant  events  have  taken  place  in  the  New  River  Association  during 
the  past  year.  Uner  the  capable  leadership  of  Rev.  E.J.  Hines,  Superintendent  of 
Missions,  progress  has  been  made  in  many  areas  of  work. 

1.  The  Association  purchased  five  acres  of  the  Brynn  Marr  property  on  the  Pine 
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Valley  Road  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  mission.  The  Association  will  assume  the 
the  responsibility  for  the  mission  until  it  is  duly  organized  into  a  Southern  Baptist 
Church. 

2.  A  Youth  Council  composed  of  two  young  people  from  each  church  in  the 
Association  was  organized.  The  Council  will  plan  to  have  activities  for  the  youth 
of  the  Association.  It  is  very  encouraging  to  see  the  youth  taking  the  initiative 
in  this  way  and  this  is  one  of  the  most  encouraging  things  that  has  happened  in 
the  Association  for  some  time. 

3.  A  Sunday  School  Class  for  retarded  children  was  begun  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Jacksonville.  This  was  begun  in  February  and  has  proved  very  successful 
and  very  rewarding  both  to  teachers  and  pupils. 

4.  Kellura  Baptist  Church  started  a  new  Mission  in  August.  The  Centerview 
Mission  is  the  name.  The  Mission  is  located  on  Piney  Green/Pumpkin  Center  Road 
and  Brother  Gordon  Bynum  of  Kellum  Church  was  called  as  Mission  pastor. 

5.  At  lease  14  of  the  28  churches  in  the  Association  plan  to  participate  in  the 
Crusade  of  the  Americas  in  1969.  This  Cmsade  is  a  joint  effort  of  Baptists  to  make 
the  Gospel  available  to  every  person  in  North  America,  Central  America,  and 
South  America.  Believing  that  Christ  is  the  Only  Hope  of  the  world,  this  is  a  united 
effort  to  reach  the  world  for  Christ. 

6.  During  the  past  year  the  Association  assumed  associational  sponsorship  of 
the  Mobile  Chapel  which  is  currently  located  in  the  Pelletier  Trailer  Park.  The 
Association  also  purchased  a  10  by  43  mobile  unit  to  be  used  in  conducting  Mission 
Bible  Schools  and  in  startingfuture  mission  stations.  The  cost  of  the  unit  was  $2400.00 

7.  It  was  a  blessing  during  the  summer  to  have  Harold  and  Sue  Lefler,  students 
at  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  to  be  summer 
workers  in  the  Association.  They,  assisted  by  some  local  young  people  of  the 
association,  were  especially  helpful  in  working  with  the  VBS's  in  the  association. 
Approximately  500  children  were  reached  in  the  VBS's  during  the  summer.  About 
90  to  95%  of  these  children  were  in  various  Trailer  Parks.  About  65%  of  these 
children  were  not  enrolled  in  any  church. 

8.  The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville  began  a  Day  Care  Center  and  Kinder- 
garten. The  New  River  Baptist  Church  began  a  five -year -old  Kindergarten  School 
and  plans  to  start  a  Day  Care  Center  in  the  near  future. 

As   is    always   true,  several  pastoral  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 
Kellum  Church  called  Rev.  Gerald  Rhyne 
Grants  Creek  called  Rev.  Robert  E.  Lee 
Pine    Grove  called  Rev.  Paul  Mull 
Memorial  Church  in  Maysville  called  Rev.  Harry  Fowler 
Brook  wood  Church  called  Rev.  John  Robinson 
Blue  Creek  called  Rev.  Bill  Sutton 

Several  churches  in  the  Association  are  without  pastors  at  the  present  time.

ORDAINING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Declining  ministerial -student  rosters  are  posing  a  serious  threat  to  the  Baptist 
work   and   witness.    This   trend   which   has  been  affecting  our  sister  denominations 
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for  several  years  has  caught  up  with  us.  "Christianity  Today' ^  recently  revealed 
that  one  of  the  major  denominations  has  suffered  a  decrease  of  50%  in  its  ministerial 
students  over  the  short  period  of  the  last  eight  years.  The  summer  issue  of  "The 
Quarterly  Review,"  1968,  points  out  the  fact  that  our  own  Wake  Forest  University  has 
ten  times  as  many  faculty  and  staff  members  as  it  has  pre -ministerial  students.  Only 
fifty  students  among  4,000  are  preparing  for  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  Richmond  Uni- 
versity, another  one  of  our  Baptist  schools,  with  a  fifty-percent  larger  enrollment  has 
even  fewer  students  who  plan  to  enter  the  ministry.  The  Baptist  churches  in  our  state 
without  ministers  at  any  given  time  could  call  every  pre -ministerial  student  in  our 
Baptist  schools  in  the  state,  and  there  would  still  be  about  250  such  Baptist  churches 
in  the  state  without  pastors  at  any  given  time.  It  will  require  us  about  forty  years  to 
replace  the  present  supply  of  pastors,  and  very  few  pastors  serve  forty  years.  The 
shortage  threatens  to  become  worse  rather  than  improve. 

New  River  Baptists  are  not  doing  as  well  as  the  convention -wide  average,  possibly. 
Almost  9,000  of  us,  and  this  past  year  we  ordained  only  two  men  to  the  ministry. 
Bro.  L.  Ralph  Kennedy  was  ordained  on  January  14,  1968  at  the  Community  Baptist 
Church,  and  Bro.  Ralph  Gurganus  was  ordained  on  May  12,  1968,  at  the  Bethel  Baptist 
Church. 

With  renewed  fervor  we  must  turn  again  to  the  command  of  our  Mastor,  "Pray  ye 
the  Lord  of  the  Harvest. ..."

(TEACH  ME  THY  WAY  O  LORD)  Psalms  86:11 
If  the  people   of  the   world   are  to  know  Jesus  Christ  the  one  hope  of  men  and 
Nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible. 

The  aim  of  the  American  Bible  Society  is  to  make  available  the  word  (Bible) 
to  the  world  no  matter  what  language,  rich  or  poor,  young  or  old,  whatever  race 
they  happen  to  be. 

God' s  word  points  to  the  pathway  to  power. 
Power  for  peace 
Power  for  strength  ^ 

Power  to  defeat  evil  ,     ^ 

Power  to  gain  eternal  life  ^  . 

God's  world  needs  this  power. 

Last  year  the  American  Bible  Society  distributed  more  than  fifty  four  million 
scriptures  in  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  countries. 

The  annual  report  noted  that  scriptures  distributed  in  the  United  States  in  1967 
touched  22^0  of  the  population  or  every  fifth  person. 

Good  News  For  Modern  Man  sold  more  than  ten  million  copies  in  the  first 
nineteen  months  after  publication  of  September  15,  1966. 

Each  person  needs  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it  can  speak  to  his 
heart  as  no  other  language  can.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  reach  people 
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where  individuals  cannot.  The  American  Bible  Society  has  been  supplying  embossed 
scriptures  for  the  blind  since  1835,  The  Society  also  distributes  the  scriptures  on 
talking  Bible  records.  They  can  be  obtained  by  the  blind  for  whatever  amount  they 
can  afford  to  pay. 

The  Society's  program  is  fourfold:  Translation,  Publication,  and  Distribution  of 
the  scriptures,  and  encouragement  of  its  use.  It  is  the  sole  American  organization 
for  this  purpose,  that  it  is  both  National  and  International  and  is  one  of  the  oldest 
missionary  societies  and  interdenominational  bodies  in  the  United  States  or  abroad. 
Its  advisory  council  are  a  group  from  more  than  seventy  church  bodies  which  meet 
annually  to  discuss  with  the  officers  of  the  society  its  plans  and  budget  for  the 
coming  year. 

The  American  Bible  Society  has  set  a  distribution  goal  of  at  least  75  million 
scriptures  each  year.  More  than  one  million  New  Testaments  and  Bibles  are  re- 
quired each  year  to  supply  the  demand  of  the  armed  services. 

The  society  reports  that  only  32^o  of  the  world  is  christian  and  that  seven  out 
of  eight  christians  do  not  own  even  a  New  Testament. 

We  have  a  very  active  partnership  in  mission  work  with  the  American  Bible 
Society.  As  we  hear  the  cry  from  the  world,  (Teach  me  they  way  O  Lord)  will  we 
give  our  support  to  the  American  Bible  Society.  They  need  our  support.

STEWARDSHIP  REPORT 

The  churches  of  the  New  River  Association  contributed  the  sum  of  $21,049.68 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  during  the  first  six  months  of  1968.  Doubling 
this  figure  would  give  us  an  approximation  of  our  stewardship  through  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  in  the  amount  of  $34,099.36.  Twenty-two  of  our  churches  give  through 
the  Cooperative  Program,  six  do  not,  which  means  that  79%  of  our  churches  do  not 
hesitate  to  have  a  share  in  world  wide  missions,  and  21^o  have  no  part  in  the  effort 
of  our  denomination  in  world-wide  evangelism. 

Onslow  County  has  a  per  capital  income  of  $2980.00  according  to  statistics 
provided  your  committee  by  the  State  Convention  based  upon  the  Per  Capita  Effective 
Purchasing  Power  as  given  in  Sales  Management  Magazine  of  July  10th,  1968. 
Using  this  conservative  figure  for  Onslow  County,  and  considering  our  28  churches 
within  our  Association  as  each  having  only  100  members,  the  income  potention 
for  the  membership  of  our  churches  is  $8,344.00.  The  tithe  of  this  sum  would  be 
$834,400  and  if  each  church  were  obedient  to  the  implicit  command  of  God  and 
tithed  its  income  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  our  Association  would  give  $83, 
440.00  annually  through  the  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Malachi  asks  "will  a  man  rob  God,"  and  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  an  answer 
to  be  given.  TTie  figures  speak  for  themselves,  and  the  comparison  is  made  even 
more  evident  by  the  fact  that  we  have  a  larger  membership  than  that  used  to  pred- 
ict these  statistical  comparisons. 

What  the  budget  is  to  the  local  church,  the  Cooperative  Program  is  to  our  denom- 
ination. It  is  the  support  for  all  of  the  missionary  causes  at  home  and  throughout 
the  world.  As  we  worship  in  our  churches,  with  our  tithes  and  offerings  Sunday  by 
Sunday,  and  as  we  channel  a  worthy  portion  of  our  offerings  into  the  Cooperative 
Program,  we  enter  into  partnership  with  God  in  obedience  to  his  command  that  we 
•*Go.  .and  preach,  .and  teach.'* 

Let  us  resolve  to  pray  earnestly  for  all  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  through  the  world  by  our  denomination.  And,  let  us  further  resolve, 
that  we  will  be  as  generous  and  as  open  hearted  with  our  expressions  of  our  love 
to  God  as  He  is  in  His  expression  of  His  love  for  us.  Missions  abroad  is  the  Co- 
operative Program.  Missions  in  our  own  community  is  furthered  by  our  gifts  to 
Associational  Missions.  Let  us  examine  our  stewardship  and  commit  ourselves 
to  greater  efforts  in  the  new  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

The  job  discription  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  states  that  he  shall  work 
hamioniously  with  the  Association,  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  Also,  he  shall  assist  in  planning,  promoting,  and  shall  have 
administrative  supervision  in  executing  all  the  work  of  the  association.  With  God's 
help    1    have    tried    to   carry   out   my   assigned  task  to  the  very  best  of  my  ability. 

I  feel  that  this  associational  year  has  been  a  good  one.  The  increased  emphasis 
which  has  been  placed  upon  missions  in  the  churches- --both  mission  study  and 
mission  action — has  been  encouraging.  This  emphasis  is  reflected  in  an  increased 
interest  in  missionary  education,  and  mission  giving. 

Increased  contributions  through  associational  missions  has  made  it  possible  to 
do  a  more  effective  job  in  programming  this  past  year.  I  encourage  our  churches 
to  continue  in  this  grace. 

The  summer  program  proved  to  be  quite  successful.  With  the  help  of  our  Con- 
vention, churches  in  the  association  were  able  to  conduct  thirteen  mission  Bible 
schools.  The  mobile  chapel  which  was  purchased  by  the  association  is  making  a 
valid  contribution  to  mission  outreach. 
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The  Kellum  Church  began  Centerview  Mission  this  year.  The  mission  is  located 
on  the  Piney  Green  Road,  and  is  proving  to  be  a  rewarding  work.  At  the  end  of  the 
second  month  of  operation,  78  persons  had  been  enrolled  in  Sunday  School.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  a  new  mission  which  is  to  be  established  in  the  Gatlin  Trailer 
Park  which  will  be  sponsored  by  the  Enon  Church. 

In  this  report  1  have  included  some  statistics  which  indicate  something  of  the 
manner  in  which  I  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  my  job.  As  is  recognized  there 
is  no  way  to  measure  many,  if  not  most  of  the  facets  of  the  Christian  ministry. 
The  statistics  do,  however,  reflect  something  of  the  intensity  of  the  work.  An 
enormous  amount  of  time  is  spent  in  individual  conferences.  Most  of  these  con- 
ferences occured  in  the  office.  What  1  have  listed  does  not  reflect  the  mere  passing 
of  a  person  through  the  office-— but  reflect  a  period  of  time  spent  discussing 
matters  which  were  directly  related  to  my  work.  The  number  of  sennons  I  tried  to 
preach  also  reflects  something  of  the  time  spent  in  preparation  and  delivery.  While 
a  goodly  amount  of  my  time  was  spent  in  administrative  work  this  year,  the  number 
of  sermons  preached,  the  number  of  special  services  rendered,  and  the  conferences 
held    gives   some   indication  of  the  personal  contacts  which  1  had  with  the  people. 

The  services  of  the  associational  office  are  being  utilized  by  more  and  more 
people.  The  film  library  is  growing,  and  more  people  are  taking  advantage  of  this 
service.  Moreover,  the  office  is  an  informational  one.  Information  and  service  are 
rendered  both  to  persons  who  are  elected  to  associational  offices,  and  to  individual 
church  leaders.  The  office  is  open  five  hours  per  day,  five  days  a  week.  The  need 
for  an  eight  hour  day  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly.  Our  service  is  being  limited 
because  of  part  time  office  hours. 

LOOKING  AHEAD  TO  1969  AND  1970 The  Crusade  of  the  Americas  comes 

up  in  1969.  Every  church  should  participate  in  this  program.  The  dates  for  the 
Crusade  in  our  association  are  March  6-20.

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  cooperat- 
ing with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention, 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and 
cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the 
doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be 
loyal  to  and  practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching 
and  teaching  of  God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for 
service;  to  promote  missions,  benevolence,  stewardship,  Christian  education, 
and  the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  cooperate  with 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  a  world  mission  program. 

ARTICLE  in.   MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches 
and  missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated 
with  the  body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers 
plus  the  pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one 
additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
above  the  first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be 
entitled  to  more  than  eight  (8)  messengers.  When  such  messengers  are  approved 
by  the  credentials  committee  and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled 
to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified 
in  the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches 
or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership 
in  this  association,  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Committee 
not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommendation  of  the 
Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with 
another  association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the 
association  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted 
on  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate 
by  presenting  an  associational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  the  annual 
meeting,  or  that  fails  to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at 
large,  and  this  association,  shall  be  counseled  with  by  special  committee  which 
shall  be  appointed  at  the  first  Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  session  of 
the  association.  If  such  church  has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  session, 
the  association  with  a  vote  of  two-thirds  majority  of  messengers  present  and  voting 
may  withdraw  fellowship.  Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church 
into   the  fellowship   of  the   association   and  the  denomination.  Restoration  may  be 
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obtained  by  application  to  the  association  through  the  Missions  Committee,  Upon 
recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a 
two -thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  the  regular  annual  session. 

ARTICLE  IV,  AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  ri^t  to 
determine  its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never 
exericse  any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it, 
or  which  may  have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready 
to    lend    any    assistance   or   counsel   to   any   church  making  request  for  such  help. 

ARTICLE  V.  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  A.  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice -moderator,  clerk, 
treasurer,  and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  association  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  session 
of  the  association.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.) 
They  shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  association 
or  until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  moderator  and  vice- 
moderator    shall    be    limited    to    not   more   than   two  successive  years  of  service. 

SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATION  OFFICERS. 

The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director, 
Brotherhood  lirector,  and  all  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  In  order  that  a 
program  of  work  be  properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating 
Committee,  at  the  July  session  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  name  of 
those  to  fill  the  above  mentioned  offices  for  the  coming  year.  (Their  nomination 
does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  planning  a  program  of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for 
the  succeeding  year,  and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  and/or  departmental 
leaders  of  their  respective  office,  such  persons  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  association.  All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirmed  by  the 
association  in  its  annual  session. 

The  officers  listed  in  Section  A  and  B  may  be  either  layman  or  pastors  of 
cooperating  churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  MODERATOR  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers 
or  members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  VICE -MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs,  preside  over 
the  sessions  of  the  Association  or  Executive  Board.  He  shall  preside  over  meetings 
in  the  absence  of  the  moderator  and  shall  assist  the  moderator  in  such  ways  as  he 
may  direct.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation, 
printing,  and  distributing  of  the  Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and 
other   important   papers   of  the  Association.  The  clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium 
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for  his  services. 

4.  The  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  not 
otherwise  designated  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted 
Associational  Budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  Association 
upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized.  He  shall  keep  accurate  records 
of  all  monies  received,  with  sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports 
to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Associa- 
tion for  approval.  (It  is  wise  to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

5.  The  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association, 
beginning  with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  chuiches  and 
individuals  who  may  possess  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make 
it  accessible  to  the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal 
year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VI.  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  A.  CALLING. 

When  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board 
or  the  Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who 
shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy. 
The  committee  shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Association  and  action  may  be  taken  at  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting 
or  by  its  Executive  Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular 
matter  there  must  be  two -thirds  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association 
present  in  order  to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those 
present  shall  be  necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail 
to  receive  a  two -thirds  vote,  the  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee, 

SECTION  B.  TERMINATION  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be 
dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board.  In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination 
of  relationship,  unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

SECTION  C.   DUTIES 

1.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association, 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  He  shall  assist 
in  planning,  promoting,  and  shall  have  administrative  supervision  in  executing  all  the 
work  of  the  Association. 

2.  He  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Association  Council,  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Board,  and  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

SECTION  D.  RESPONSIBILITIES  TO  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  financial 
welfare  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  within  the  framework  of  the  budget  or 
that  which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association;  or  its  Executive  Board, 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  each  year  before  the  budget  is  prepared, 
review  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  salary  and  other  financial  considerations 
and  make  recommendations  regarding  his  financial  benefits  to  the  Budget  Committee 
and  or  Executive  Board  or  Association.  Moreover,  the  Committee  shall  give  recom- 
mendations to  the  Executive  Board  or  Association  regarding  vacations,  sick-leave, 
etc.  for  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 
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ARTICLE  VII.  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.   EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  pastor 
from  each  church  (.including  the  interim  pastor)  and  mission  and  any  additional 
ministers  on  the  church  or  mission  staff.  Additionally,  Chairman  of  Deacons, 
Director  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood 
Director,  WMU  Director,  Church  Clerk  of  each  church  and  mission  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Board.  The  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of 
at  least  one  member  from  fifty  per  cent  of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2o  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  Historian  shall  be  members 
of  the  Executive  Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between 
sessions,  promote  programs  authorizedby  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all  directives 
given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the 
various  departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Association  of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  ell  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work 
or  project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Executive  Board  members 
present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the 
call  of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.   ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following 
officers  of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice -Moderator,  Clerk,  Chairman  of  the 
Evangelism  and  Missions  Committee,  Director  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  WMU  Director,  Music  Director,  and  Superintendent 
of  Mississions.  Other  officers  and  committee  members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with 
the  Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related  to  their  work  are  to  be  considered. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
Executive  Board.    Special   meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  of  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth 
operation  of  the  Associational  program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve 
as  the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities 
to  the  Executive  Board  and/or  Association  for  adoption. 

SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted 
for  the  benefit  of  the  work  of  the  churches:  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Music, 
Brotherhood,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed 
wise  for  the  attaimnent  of  the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officer  of  the 
organizations  shall  be  members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and 
in  good  standing.  The  inembers  of  the  above  mentioned  organizations  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  elected  chief  officer  of  the  organization  and  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of 
the  organization's  and  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association,  or  by  the 
organization's  nominating  committee.  Their  duties  shall  be  understood  to  be  in  line 
with  the  functions  set  forth  in  the  promotional  literature  for  their  respective  organiza- 
tions, as  produced  or  approved  by  the  State  or  Conventionwide  agencies  functioning 
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in  a  like  area,  and  set  forth  in  this  Constitution.  Additional  to  any  others  reports, 
all  Associational  organizations  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  The 
report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational 
year. 

SECTION  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees:  Nominating,  Program, 
Missions,  Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Christian  Relations,  Ordination,  Resolutions, 
Constitution,  and  Trustees.  Additional  to  any  other  reports  made,  all  Committees 
shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  This  report  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

A,  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise 
and  coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  associational 
officers,  associational  committees,  organizational  officers,  representatives  of 
institutions  and  agencies,  and  any  other  officers  or  representatives  as  requested 
by  the  Association  which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  or  its 
Executive  Board.  During  the  year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Association  persons  to  fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred,  nominations 
by  the  committee  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 

B.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five 
members,  either  pastors,  laymen  and/or  laywomen  named  for  one  year.  It  is  considered 
a  good  policy  to  have  a  ''carry  over"  of  one  or  two  members  from  the  previous  year's 
committee. 

2.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  Persons  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual 
meeting  in  accordance  with  Article  III  of  the  By-Laws.  Moreover,  the  program 
of  the  annual  meeting,  and  of  selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary 
sermons. 

3.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  fifteen  members..  It  shall  work  with 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associations,  and 
lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  stations. 

Moreover  the  Committee  shall  assist  in  planning  and  conducting  mission 
Bible  Schools  and  other  new  work,  and  shall  help  maintain  close  liaison  between 
the  churches,  association,  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Additionally,  the 
Committee  shall  seek  to  foster  and  develop  an  associational  ministry  to  military 
connected  persons  and  shall  assist  the  churches,  when  possible,  in  developing 
a  ministry  to  the  military. 

The  Missions  Committee  shall  also  endeavour  to  help  develop,  and  give  assistance 
to  the  language  mission  needs  and  opportunities. 

It  shall  help  maintain  a  continuing  program  of  Seminary  Extension  within  the 
Association. 

The  Committee  shall  also  assist  in  developing  and  promoting  a  program  of  work 
with  the  youth. 

The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  such  sub- committees  as  it  deems  necessary 
to  carry  out  its  work. 

4.  EVANGEUSM  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  program 
of  Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies  and  the 
Association.    It  shall  plan   and  promote   simultaneous   crusades    and  evangelistic 
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rallies  to  lift  the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the  Association  and  its  compassion  for  non- 
christians.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons. 

5.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This    committee    shall    be    composed    of  five  members   and  the  treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Associations  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program. 
It  shall  prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board 
meeting.  The  budget  shall  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual 
session,  and  shall  be  retroactive  to  October  1. 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  Stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people 
of  our  Association  by  encouraging  Bible  Study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing  available 
stewardship  materials,  and  by  leading  in  denominational  emphases,  and  fostering 
stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

6.  CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

A.  The  Christian  Relations  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members, 
nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  by  the  Association. 

b.  It  shall  hold  meetings  prior  to  the  Executive  Board  meetings. 

Co  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  educational  materials 
and  of  recommending  courses  of  action  to  be  taken  in  the  following  areas: 

!,  Narcotics  (including  alcohol) 

2.  Salacious  literature 

3,  Human  Relations  (in  such  areas  as  home  life,  races  relations,  etc.) 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five 
ordained  ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory 
capacity  for  churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Committee 
shall  assist  any  church  or  ministerial  candidate  which  desires  its  services.  The 
Committee  shall  assist  any  church  which,  by  formal  action  of  the  church,  requests 
its  services  in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance 
of  the  ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination 
regarding  his  Christian  experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  martial  status, 
knowledge   and   views   on   and  views  of  church  polity,  denominational  loyalty,  etc, 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its  recommenda- 
tion to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning 
and  carrying  out  the  ordination  service. 

8.  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  persons.  It  shall 
draw  up  resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  A ssociational  body  shall  deem  necessary. 
These  shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,    and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to  present 
any  changes  to  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee  shall  consist 
of  three  persons. 
10.   TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  terra  of  office 
shall  be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon  the 
expiration  of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  reelected  to  another 
term  of  three  years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one  year.  ,      . 
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a,  QUALIFICATIONS:  Trustees  shall  be  active  members  of  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  They  shall  be  persons  of  honor 
and  integrity.  They  shall  be  expected  to  follow  the  Association's  Constitutional 
directives. 

b.  DUTIES:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters. 
They  shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  Associa- 
tional  property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds 
or  mortgages,  intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the 
Association.  They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association, 
and  are  not  personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be  legal  assignees  of 
the  Association.  All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associational  officers, 
may  rely  upon  any  written  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Board,  directing  and  authorizing  the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by 
the  Associational  Moderator  and  clerk. 

11.  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons.  The  Committee 
shall  be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all  employees  of  the  New 
River  Association  or  its  ExecutiveBoard,  except  in  the  employment  of  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Missions. 

SECTION  E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
The   Association   shall  have   the  following  representatives   of  institutions  and 
agencies.    Additional   to   other   duties  and  responsibilities  which  may  be  set  forth, 
written    reports    shall    be    submitted    to    the   Association.   These  reports  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  Christian  Education 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and 
changes  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the  work 
of  our  colleges.  Statistical  information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should  be  reported. 
Possible  ways  in  which  the  local  church  can  assist  in  this  work  should  be  pointed  out. 

2.  Social  Service  Ministries 

The  Social  Service  Representatives  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes, 
Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  keep  the  Association  informed  about  what  these  institutions  are  doing,  and  of 
any  existing  needs  of  the  institutions.  He  shall  seek  to  inform  the  churches  of 
their    opportunity    to    share   in   the   needs   of  the  institutions  by  special  offerings. 

3.  Baptist  Foundation 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping 
the  Association  informed  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of 
North  Carolina,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Foundation.  He  shall  promote  the  work 
of  the  Foundation  in  the  Association. 

4.  Biblical  Recorder 

The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the  churches 
of  the  RECORDER  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
promote  the  circulation  of  the  RECORDER  in  the  Association. 

5.  Annuity  Board 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches 
informed  of  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  assistance 
to  any  person  or  church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information  or  service 
concerning  the  work  of  the  Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the  churches  of  the 
Association    to    participate    in    the    programs   which   are   available  to  pastors  and 
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other  employees  of  the  churches. 

6.  American  Bible  Society 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Society 
by  keeping  the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover,  he  shall  seek 
to  aid  any  church  or  individual  in  specific  matter  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

SECTION  F.   SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association, 
and  shall  be  related  to  the  organizational  structure  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other 
organizations. 

ARTICLE  Vni.   MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change 
the  stated  time  and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or 
necessity.  The  Executive  Board  shall  promote  the  meetings  of  the  Associational 
Council,  its  promotional  organizations,  and  its  standing  committee. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Association 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  provided  notice  of  such 
change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board  meeting, 
and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in 
another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 


By-Laws 


ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Kerfoot's 
Parliamentary  Law. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day 
of  October  to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association 
shall  cover  this  period. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month 
of  October.  The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee 
or  other  authorized  by  the  association  and  approved  by  that  body.  The  Executive 
Board  may  make  such  adjustment  in  the  time,  place,  preacher  as  may  become 
necessary  because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches 
within  the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of 
and  loyalty  to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall 
make  reportstotheregularmeetingsof  the  Executive  Board  and/or  to  the  Associations. 
The  Executive  Board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees 
only  to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the 
organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A    sermon   on   doctrines    and   one   on  missions  shall  be  provided 
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for  at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our 
Baptist  work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall 
rise,  address  the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No 
messenger  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other 
messengers  desiring  to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and 
by  consent  of  the  body,  the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discus- 
sion. 

ARTICLE  LX.  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body 
not  later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session. 

The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  brings  the  following  recommendation:  That 
the  above  revisions  and  outline  of  the  constitution  be  adopted.  Since  this  includes 
some  items  in  outline  form  only  we  recommend  that  the  Constitution  Committee 
be  asked  to  study  and  bring  to  the  next  Annual  Session  any  additional  revisions  and 
the  completion  of  those  articles,  sections  and/or  sub -sections  that  appear  in  outline 
form.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICES  FOR  1969 

The   responsibilities   inherent   in   a   Christian  way  of  life  involve  accepting  the 
challenges  to  continue  to  obey  the  Saviour's  Commission  to  heal,  and  care  for  the 
widows  and  orphans.  To  state  it  another  way:  to  care  for  our  fellowman  in  the  Name 
of  Christ. 
BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT: 

In  the  face  of  serious  financial  problems,  the  hospital  staff  is  working  more 
diligently  than  ever  before  to  minister  to  our  people  in  keeping  with  their  needs  and 
to  the  limit  of  the  hospital's  resources. 

Our  Medical  Center  produces  a  hi^  quality  program  of  medical  care,  training 
of  medical  personnel,  and  research  in  the  causes  and  treatment  of  the  diseases  which 
afflict  us. 

More  efficient  admission  procedures  regarding  patients;  financial  resources  and 
plans  for  payment  ofhospital  bills  have  been  established.  Trained  counselors  interview 
patients  and  their  families  regarding  advanced  payments  (now  required)  and  for 
getting  accurate  information  on  those  who  will  need  help.  This  method  helps  to 
discover  the  patients  who  may  need  and  be  eligible  for  medical  care  assistance 
through  Social  Services  Departments  or  other  health  agencies.  These  agencies 
pay  a  major  part  of  the  cost  for  a  patient  they  certify,  but  not  the  total  cost,  and  the 
Mother's  Day  Fund  must  pay  the  rest.  A  member  of  the  family  has  to  go  to  the  agency 
and  give  the  necessary  information  needed  on  the  patient.  Getting  this  done  is  often 
a  real  problem.  Many  of  our  pastors  have  been  of  great  assistance  both  to  the 
patient,  and  family  and  to  the  hospital. 

The  help  received  from  these  health  agencies  extends  the  use  of  the  Mother's 
Day  Fund  to  help  many  patients  who  are  not  eligible  for  certification  under  a  health 
agency  and  who  themselves  cannot  pay  the  total  cost  of  their  care.  First  preference 
must  be  given  to  those  patients  whose  needs  are  the  greatest.  The  free  care  given 
by  the  hospital  must  be  in  keeping  with  the  funds  provided  for  this  service  because 
the  hospital  cannot  continue  to  go  deeper  in  debt. 

It   is   urgent  that  our  people  understand  that  all  the  Mother's  Day  offerings  and 
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gifts  designated  for  this  ministry  are  used  for  this  purpose  alone,  and  the  hospital 
makes  them  go  as  far  as  possible. 

The  Trustees  and  Administration  of  the  hospital  are  grateful  for  the  fine  cooperation 
of    our    pastors    and   people,    and    solicit   our   understanding  and  generous  support. 

Contributions  from  the  New  River  Baptist  Churches  for  the  Mother's  Day  Offering 
from  January  throu^  September  was  $2,173.58. 
BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING: 

Never  have  we  been  more  conscious  of  God*s  presence  and  His  goodness  than 
during  the  past  year.  At  a  time  when  the  economy  of  the  Homes  was  at  its  lowest 
ebb,  with  a  sizeable  deficit  looming  larger  by  the  moment,  when  the  weather 
was  at  its  severest  on  the  3rd  Sunday  of  February,  the  day  of  the  Special  Offering, 
the  churches  came  through  with  an  offering  that  promises,  at  this  point,  to  be  the 
greatest  in  the  Homes  history. 

Through  the  Special  offering  and  the  Cooperative  Program,  one-third  of  the 
total  income  for  the  Homes  is  derived,  and  85^o  of  the  residents,  who  are  financially 
dependent,  are  cared  for  and  supplemented.  If  we  are  to  continue  to  assist  these 
needy  persons,  and  if  we  are  to  reduce  the  deficit  in  the  operation  of  the  Homes, 
brought  about  by  the  rising  cost  of  living,  we  must  have  more  liberal  support  from 
our  churches. 

Since  last  year,  the  Yanceyville  Home,  our  newest  Home,  has  been  filled  to 
capicity,  and  we  now  have  almost  200  deserving  older  men  and  women  living  in  our 

midst    there   and   in  our   other  four  Homes Resthaven,    and  Hayes  Home,  in 

Winston -Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home,  in  Albermarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home, 
in  Hamilton.  These  wonderful  people  are  finding  much  happiness  in  Christian 
companionship  with  persons  of  their  age  group,  and  great  security  in  knowing  that 
they  will  be  loved  and  cared  for  in  sickness  as  well  as  in  healthy 

The  New  River  Baptist  Churches  contributed  $717.23  to  the  N^C.  Baptist  Homes 
for  the  Aging. 
BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES: 

The  Children's  Homes,  through  a  variety  of  quality  services,  is  recognized 
as  a  family  service  agency.  More  than  1200  children  and  their  families  are  served 
annually.  This  is  made  possible  by  well  trained  and  professional  staff  who  provided 
leadership  for  group  care  programs,  foster  home  care,  family  services,  consultation 
with  churches  in  preschool  programs  and  planning  for  higher  education  of  children 
who  have  been  in  care.  This  program  unfolds  on  six  campuses  and  through  the  work 
of  regional  casework  centers  throughout  the  State. 

More  requests  for  services  are  now  coming  to  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
than  at  any  other  time  in  our  previous  history.  All  agency  beds  are  filled  and  all 
available  money  is  being  utilized.  Present  economic  conditions  make  it  necessary 
to  have  additional  operating  income  with  which  to  maintain  the  current  program 
before  any  further  expansion  of  services  can  be  considered. 

Friends  have  responded  generously  to  the  Founders  and  Builders  program  to 
raise  funds  with  which  to  establish  the  Broyhill  Home  to  serve  children  in  Western 
North  Carolina.  Sufficient  funds  have  been  given  and  pledged  to  purchase  the  land, 
to  prepare  the  site  and  to  construct  the  first  two  cottages  for  children.  When  the 
campus  has  been  completed  provision  will  have  been  made  for  four  cottages  for 
children,  a  multipurpose  administration  and  activities  building  and  a  home  for  the 
superintendent.  With  the  support  and  cooperation  of  Baptists  and  other  friends  of  the 
Homes  another  ministry  is  being  developed  in  Ashville.  A  home  in  which  to  serve 
unwed  mothers  and  their  offspring  will  open  during  the  fall  of  1969. 
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By  the  use  of  designated  gifts  and  bequests  from  individuals  and  families, 
significant  progress  is  being  made  in  the  long  range  plans  for  upgrading  of  facilities. 
Two  cottages  are  now  under  construction  at  Mills  Home.  A  recreational  building  and 
an  infirmary  at  Kennedy  Home  and  two  cottages  for  children  at  the  Broyhill  Home 
are  scheduled  for  construction  during  the  next  year. 

The  contribution  of  our  Baptist  poeple  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  the 
Thanksgiving  Offering  and  special  gifts  are  essential  to  our  continued  operation 
and  are  received  with  deep  appreciation.  An  increasing  number  of  friends  are 
finding  a  rewarding  stewardship  opportunity  through  the  establishment  of  trusts  for 
the  Homes  and  by  means  of  wills  and  estate  planning  for  the  needs  of  dependent 
children.  Members  of  the  staff  are  available  for  consultation  in  estate  planning,  and 
the  preparation  of  wills.

Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
was  our  featured  speaker  at  the  Crusade  of  the  Americas  Rally,  held  at  the  Jacksonville 
Senior  High  School  Auditorium  on  March  30  at  7:30  p.m.  Most  every  church  moved 
cheir  places  of  worship  over  to  the  auditorium  for  this  one  night.  The  response  was 
good  with  approximately  1100  in  attendance. 

A  Prayer  breakfast  was  held  one  week  preceeding  the  Rally.  It  was  determined 
then  that  additional  Prayer  breakfasts  would  be  held  during  the  weeks  of  revivals. 
Prayer  breakfasts  were  held  at  Blue  Creek,  Calvary,  Brookwood,  Tar  Landing,  Piney 
Grove  and  Providence. 

Crusade  of  the  Americas  is  more  than  just  a  two  weeks  period  of  revival  meeting. 
January  1  -  December  31,  1970  -  Special  Emphasis  in  North  Carolina  on  Christian 
Maturity.

Since 
the  reactivation  of  the  Foundation,  around  1962,  the  total  assets  have  increased 
from  $350,000  to  the  present  excess  of  slightly  over  one  million.  This  is  proof 
that  the  Baptist  of  North  Carolina  have  discovered  that  the  Foundation  is  really 
a  service  arm  of  the  Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Foundation  renders  a  service  to  (1)  God,  (2)  individual  Baptist,  (3)  Baptist 
agencies  and  institutions.  Every  Baptist  has  an  opportunity  through  his  Foundation 
to  provide  for  continuing  stewardship  in  the  agencies  and  institutions  in  which  he 
has  an  interest. 

As  in  the  past  the  Foundation  has  again  this  year  put  particular  interest  upon 
making  of  wills.  Several  of  the  churches  have  used  the  facilities  of  the  Foundation 
to  conduct  Will  Clinics  and  reports  from  these  clinics  indicate  that  they  were  most 
successful.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

The  1968-69  Associational  year  was  not  just  another  year,  but  one  that  saw 
several  outstanding  events  in  pursuing  the  wiU  of  the  Lord  in  our  service  to  Him 
through  our  ministry  to  our  fellowmen. 

It  started  just  like  any  other  year  followed  shortly  by  the  annual  Association 
which  convened  its  ninth  session  at  the  Providence  Church  on  Thursday  ni^t, 
October  24,  and  adjoruned  the  following  afternoon  at  the  Calvary  Church.  A  Seminar 
study  of  the  book  of  Isaiah  was  begun,  a  Family  Problem  Seminar  was  held,  and  the 
Sunday  School  Superintendents  and  Pastors  attended  a  weekend  retreat  at  Emerald 
Isle  to  prepare  for  ''the  new  look*'  in  Sunday  School,  thus  rounding  out  the  program 
for  the  month. 

November  and  December  found  the  schedule  a  little  evened  out  with  the  graded 
Foreign  Mission  Teachers'  Institute  occurring  at  the  First  Church  in  Jacksonville,  a 
W.M,U,  Leadership  Conference  at  the  Bethlehem  Church,  and  the  annual  Associational 
**M"  Night  along  with  the  usual  regular  meetings. 

With  the  advent  of  the  new  calendar  year,  plans  and  preparations  were  under  way 
for  the  Crusade  of  the  Americas  Rally  which  was  to  be  held  in  March;  and  Sunday, 
January  12  was  designated  as  Soul  Winning  Commitment  Day  and  Day  of  Prayer  for 
the  Crusade.  An  Associational  Training  Union  Clinic  was  held  in  February  and  during 
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that  month  an  announcement  came  forth  that  the  gospel  was  being  carried  forth 
through  the  medium  of  radio  in  regular  scheduled  programs  by  the  pastors  of  the 
Catherine  Lake  Church  and  the  New  River  Church.  The  doors  of  the  First  Church  in 
Jacksonville  were  opened  again  to  the  Churches  of  the  Association  as  VBS  workers 
attended  a  clinic  in  preparation  for  the  summer. 

Thanks  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  it  was  possible  to  maintain  a  full- 
time  secretary,  thus  keeping  the  Association  Office  open  all  day.  This  was  truly 
a  blessing  from  the  Lord  as  the  work  of  the  Association  has  grown  tremendously 
and  with  the  closing  of  the  office  of  the  Military  Ministries  additional  duties 
were  required  to  pick  up  certain  things  that  Mr.  Beatty  was  doing  and  to  guide 
the  worker  in  the  Oriental  Fellowship  area.  Working  to  provide  assistance  in  all  areas 
of  Christian  service,  a  Training  Union  Leadership  Conference  was  held  at  the 
Brookwood  Church. 

To  the  glory  of  God  an  increase  in  the  number  of  summer  workers  was  made  as 
four  student  summer  Missionaries  assisted  the  churches  in  conducting  Mission 
Bible  Schools.  The  Home  Mission  Board  appointees  were  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Wayne  Powers, 
who  are  college  students  at  Bolivar,  Mo.,  and  two  student  Missionaries  were  appointed 
by  the  State  Sunday  School  Department,  the  Rev,  Paul  Johns,  who  is  Pastor  of  the 
Maple  Hill  Church  and  also  a  student  at  Campbell  College,  and  Miss  Vicki  Lanick 
who  is  a  student  at  UNC  at  Greensboro. 

God  opened  the  door  to  another  avenue  for  the  spread  of  His  Word  as  a  ministry 
at  the  Surf  City  Campground  onWest  Onslow  Beach  was  begun  for  the  summer  season. 
Worship  services  were  held  out  on  the  sand  dunes  each  Sunday  morning  at  9:00  by 
our  Superintendent  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Wayne  Powers,  our  student  summer 
Missionary. 

It  was  also  during  this  time  that  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  Christian 
Servicemen's  Center  began  to  take  the  form  of  reality  as  churches  throu^out  the 
Association  began  to  endorse  the  work.  Much  prayer,  meetings,  and  work  ensued  under 
the  direction  and  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  God  again  opened  the  doors  for  His 
work  to  expand.  It  was  decided  that  bonds  would  be  sold  to  finance  the  project  and 
a  challenge  became  a  reality  as  bonds  sold  at  an  almost  unbelivable  rate  and  the 
'•Turlington  House"  was  purchased  for  the  Center's  location.  The  Center  is  to  be 
named  the  **Welcome  Inn"  with  an  opening  date  set  for  the  first  part  of  October, 
the  beginning  of  a  new  Associational  year.

Churches  and  Associations  can  no  longer  afford  to  close  their  eyes  to  this  problem. 
If  we  are  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  •'Changing  70's"  we  must  re-examine  the  role 
of  the  minister  of  God.  We  must  provide  a  challenge  to  our  young  men  to  consider 
God's  call  into  the  ministry.  We  must  provide  necessary  spirit  within  our  churches 
for  that  call  to  be  felt  and  accepted. 

In  the  next  ten  years  hundreds  of  new  churches  will  be  born  -  will  their  pulpits 
be  empty?  God  is  still  calling  men  to  preach  His  gospel  and  shepherd  His  church  - 
Why  are  so  few  responding?  The  burden  of  these  questions  must  become  our 
responsibility. 

The  New  River  Baptist  Association  ordained  only  two  men  to  the  ministry  this 
past  year.  Brother  Gordon  Bynum  was  ordained  on  January  2,  1969  at  the  Kellum 
Baptist  Church,  and  Brother  Paul  Johns  was  ordained  December  8,  1968  at  the 
Midville  Baptist  Church.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

The  American  Bible  Society  appreciates  the  privilege  of  serving  all  forms  of 
Southern  Baptist  work  around  the  world  and  the  special  opportunity  of  serving  in 
the  Crusade  of  the  Americas.  The  entire  program  of  Bible  Society  work  is  founded 
on  these  basic  missionary  principles: 

1.  People  just  must  have  the  Bible  because  it  presents  Jesus,  the  hope  of  men 
and  nations. 

2.  Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it  speaks  to 
his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

3.  The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evengelism.  The  missionary 
uses  it  in  all  of  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go  where  the  human 
missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must  leave  and  keep  on  speaking  to 
a  person's  heart. 

4.  But,  there  is  a  worldwide  shortage  of  Bibles  -  because,  in  most  countries, 
people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  a  missionary  non-profit  organization,  serving 
churches  of  many  denominations  in  the  U.S.A.  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionaries 
translate  tlie  Bible.  It  published  the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment.  It  distributes 
without  profit,  usually  below  cost,  and  without  any  charge  in  cases  of  special  need. 
For  the  Blind  it  supplies  Scriptures  in  Braille  and  other  raised -letter  systems, 
Talking  Bible  records  and  tape  recordings. 
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Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work.  In  1968  SouthernBaptist  churches  gave  $222,937 
to  the  American  Bible  Society  and  ranked  first  among  all  denominations.  Gifts  from  all 
churches  in  the  U.S.A.  totaled  $1,312,615. 

Much  of  the  wide  distribution  and  use  of  the  Today's  English  Version  New 
Testament.  "Good  News  For  Modern  Man**  has  been  by  Southern  Baptists,  Appreciating 
its  value,  some  have  suggested:  Every  time  I  see  a  copy  of  **Good  News  for  Modern 
Man*'  1  will  remember  that  all  people  need  the  Word  of  God  in  their  own  language, 
and  that  my  church  needs  to  help  -  each  year  -  by  giving  to  the  American  Bible 
Society. 

Although  Southern  Baptist  churches  lead  in  total  gifts,  the  per  capita  gift  is  only 
2  cents  per  year  -  which  is  less  than  the  per  capita  gift  from  several  other  major 
denominations. 

Southern  Baptists  can  lead,  even  in  per  capita  gifts  -  if  every  church  will  give, 
each  year.  Has  your  church  given  this  year?

The  more  we  get 
involved  with  this  Scripture  passage,  the  more  we  realize  how  important  it  is  to 
be  better  trained  for  "teaching  missions."  There  was  a  WMU  Graded  Leadership 
Course  held  on  November  25-26,  1968  at  the  Bethlehem  Baptist  Church  with  115 
ladies  enrolled.  We  were  pleased  to  have  several  ladies  from  our  own  association 
to  teach  the  age  group  course So 

On  November  7,  1969,  along  with  the  Brotherhood,  the  WMU  sponsored  a  Foreign 
Missions  Teachers  Institute,  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville.  Mr.  Frank 
Ingram  from  the  Mount  Zion  Association  led  the  Adult  classes  and  again  several  of 
our  own  associational  members  led  in  the  various  other  groups. 

The  WMU  Annual  Meeting  proved  a  great  success  this  year  with  approximately 
100  members  and  visitors  attending,  on  May  5,  1969  at  the  Piney  Grove  Church. 
Mr.  Neal  Peyton.  Missionary  to  the  Deaf,  was  guest  speaker,  as  his  message  inspired 
our  hearts. 

The  youth  organizations  of  the  WMU  were  hard  at  work  this  year  as  reported 
from  the  YWA  Director  and  the  GA  Director.  The  GA  Banquet  was  held  May  15,  1969 
at  the  City  Hall  in  Jacksonville  with  over  500  girls  and  mothers  attending.

STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Stewardship  next  to  conversion  is  the  most  vital  life-line  of  our  Christian 
life,  yet  when  the  word  "Stewardship"  is  used  most  of  us  begin  to  see  dollar 
signs  $$$$$  and  dollar  signs  only.  Stewardship  is  more  than  our  dollars  and  our 
concepts  of  money.  Stewardship  is  facing  one's  responsibilities  and  fulfilling 
his  purpose  in  life.  Should  we  ever  recognize  that  we  are  responsible  people  we 
will  lose  sight  of  the  dollai  signs  $$$$$$  and  begin  to  think  of  people.  The  best 
Christian  attitude  that  I  know  is  set  forth  in  the  Holy  Scriptures.  We  are  responsible 
beings  and  must  some  day  give  an  account  to  our  Creator  for  all  that  He  has  provided 
for  us. 

The  worship  of  God  with  tithes  and  offerings  through  our  churches  provides  a 
way  for  expressing  our  gratitude  for  His  blessings.  Through  our  offerings  and  our 
responsible  attitudes  we  can  train  and  develop  all  our  people  to  be  better  servants, 
and  we  can  also  support  world  mission,  education  and  social  services. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1969,  January  1  through  June  30,  the  churches 
of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  contributed  $15,151.11  to  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Twenty -three  of  our  churches,  over  79%,  participated  in  the  New  River 
Baptist  Association  program  contributing  $11,423.91  to  the  Association  work.

Nineteen  churches  have  pledged 
support  to  this  cause.  But  this  is  not  enough.  We  encourage  all  of  our  churches 
to  get  involved  in  our  total  world  mission  program. 

Our  Lx)rd  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  wants  us  to  honor  Him.  Stewardship  of  our 
time,  talent,  and  money  is  the  only  way  to  honor  Him.  The  Bible  speaks  of  laying 
up  treasures  in  Heaven.  My  friends  that  can  be  done  only  when  we  lead  people, 
boys,  girls,  men  and  women  to  Christ, 
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Let  us  give  generously  and  with  an  open  heart  as  an  expression  of  love  for 
God. 

The  Stewardship  Committee  realizing,  as  we  are  sure  that  each  of  you  do,  that 
we  do  not  pay  our  bills  and  meet  our  obligations  yearly  any  more  but  rather  monthly 
and  weekly  encourage  each  church  to  send  your  offerings  to  the  Association  and 
Cooperative  Program  monthly.  TTiese  institutions  can  operate  no  more  by  the  year 
than  your  church  can.

MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

There  are  so  many  things  our  Lord  has  made  possible  this  past  year.  He  has 
blessed  our  efforts  in  a  marvelous  way. 

One  of  the  greater  things  is  Welcome  Inn.  In  brief  this  is  how  it  became  a  reality. 
At  the  January  Execiitive  Board  Meeting  the  Missions  Committee  was  asked  to  make 
some  recommendation  concerning  the  support  of  Servicemen's  Center,  Inc.  and  to 
look  into  the  possibilities  of  a  Center  of  our  own.  Much  research  was  done  and  it 
was  determined  that  the  other  Servicemen's  Centers  were  not  meeting  the  needs 
of  the  servicemen  as  a  whole  in  a  way  we  as  Baptist  would  approve.  Therefore,  it 
was  through  this  study  that  we  began  to  see  more  than  ever  the  need  of  a  Baptist 
Center.  Our  recommendation  was  to  not  support  the  other  Centers,  but  to  seek  out 
the  possibilities  of  opening  a  Center  of  our  own.  At  first  we  began  to  look  for 
a  suitable  location  for  a  mobile  unit  in  which  a  Center  could  be  operated.  This  was 
not  possible  due  to  City  zoning.  We  then  began  looking  for  a  building  which  could 
be  rented.  There  seemed  to  be  no  building  that  would  have  been  adequate  in  regards 
to  space  or  location.  The  Lord  opened  another  way.  The  old  Turlington  home  was 
available  for   rent   or   for   sale.  The  rent  was  $400.00  per  month  and  the  sale  price 
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was  $40,000,  A  detailed  report  was  sent  to  all  the  churches  of  the  Association  as  a 
challenge  and  as  a  request  for  a  coram itm em.  Our  churches  responded  well,  and  the 
commitments  were  to  the  extent  that  church  bonds  were  sold  and  the  purchase  of  the 
property  was  made. 

At  this  time  things  look  very  encouraging,  and  it  is  our  sincere  belief  that 
Welcome  Inn  will  accomplish  much  for  our  Lord,  We  are  so  thankful  for  the  manner 
in  which  our  people  responded  and  the  part  which  each  one  had  in  making  this  rainistry 
possible.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  is  very  pleased  with  this  endeavor  and  has 
promised  its  fullest  support. 

We  also  have  a  fine  report  from  Rev,  Ned  Beatty  and  the  fine  dedicated  people  of 
the  Enon  Chapel  Church,  Their  accomplishments  at  the  Gatlin  Ramsey  Trailer  Park 
have  been  wonderful.  Their  summer  program  was  very  good.  Although  at  the  present 
time  attendance  has  dropped  off  due  to  the  school  season.  We  need  to  pray  much  for 
this  ministry.

As  we  are  ending  one  church  year  and  about  to  embark  on  another  let  us  look 
back  with  thanksgiving  for  the  many  blessings  and  look  forward  to  serving  our  Lord 
more  fruitfully.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

I  think  I  will  remember  the  1968-69  Associational  year  as  one  in  which  we  saw 
some  major  development  in  our  total  associational  work. 

When  one  remembers  the  age  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  he  can  look 
more  kindly  upon  her  failures.  When  one  views  the  success  she  has  made,  he  stands 
in  awe  as  he  remembers  her  brief  ten -year  history. 
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There  are  several  factors  which  give  indications  that  our  churches  are  continuing 
to  do  a  better  quality  of  work.  These  factors  are  not  necessarily  reflected  by  statistics. 
Many  of  our  members  are  developing  a  deeper  concern  for  people  -  all  people.  TTiere 
seems  to  be  a  maturing  process  in  the  minds  of  our  people  regarding  personal  spiritual 
depth  on  the  one  hand,  and  mission  action  on  the  other.  Indeed,  effective  social  and 
mission  action  must  be  preceeded  by  meaningful  spiritual  experiences. 

There  is  evidence  that  there  is  a  growing  number  of  Christians  who  are  becoming 
increasingly  concerned  about  defining  and  maintaining  the  purpose  of  the  church.  This 
is  evidenced  by  the  concern  which  is  registered  regarding  the  ever  present  danger 
of  becoming  enmeshed  by  an  administration  which  would  deminish  the  actual 
engagement  of  meaningful  ministry.  Of  course,  one  rarely  does  more  than  he 
planned.  In  a  setting  of  change  we  are  encouraged  to  get  ready  for  the  future  thou^ 
we  must  not  forget  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  present.  If  lived  at  all, 
life  is  lived  in  the  meantime.  Time  and  time  again  Jesus  reminded  his  disciples 
that  he  must  NOW  do  the  work  of  his  Father.  NOW,  you  and  1  must  do  his  work. 
The  day  is  far  spent.  Night  will  come  when  no  man  can  work. 

There  is  an  obvious  spirit  of  a  unanimous  mind  growing  among  us  today.  In 
the  history  of  Baptist  associations,  fellowship,  helping  churches,  and  cooperative 
endeavor  are  seen  as  primary  purposes.  These  three  stated  purposes  are  evident  in  our 
association. 

There  seems  to  be  an  **inner  communication"  among  us.  This  is  that  character 
which  has  always  been  present  among  God's  people.  Christians  are  known  to  possess 
a  spirit  of  love,  gentleness,  and  forgiveness. 

Moreover,  churches  are  never  helped  more  than  when  they  are  assisted  in  the 
tasks  which  God  has  given  them.  Assistance  should  lead  to  performance  and  fruition. 
Certainly,  we  cannot  become  complacent  by  the  present;  but,  one  can  be  grateful  for 
the  purposeful  work  of  our  churches. 

Through  cooperative  endeavor  churches  have  a  marvelous  opportunity  of  becoming 
involved  in  the  work  of  our  Lord.  The  work  of  our  Lord  is  best  seen  through  missions 
and  evangelism.  This  association  took  **one  giant  leap'*  in  establishing  the  ministry 
which  is  provided  through  Welcome  Inn,  our  servicemen's  center.  Ihrou^  a  new 
media,  churches  have  opportunities  to  engage  in  missions  and  evangelism.  These 
opportunities  are  afforded  not  only  by  financial  participation,  but  by  personal 
involvement  as  well.  In  this  ministry  persons  have  the  opportunity  of  personal 
evangelism.

Revised  Constitution 


ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

The  name  ofthe  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  cooperating 
with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 

ARTICLE  n.   PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and  co- 
operation among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines 
and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and 
practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's 
Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote  missions, 
benevolence,  stewardship,  Christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ 
to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

ARTICLE  HI.  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and 
missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the 
body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  the 
pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional 
messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the 
first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  eight(8)messengers.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the  annual  church 
letters  to  the  annual  association  meeting,  and  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  partici- 
pate in  the  affairs  of  the  body. 

SECTION  B,  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  or 
newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership 
in  this  association,  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommendation 
of  the  Missions  Committee,  ihe  church  may  be  received  by  a  two -thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  C,  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  an- 
other association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  associ- 
ation thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  association.  Any  church  that  fails  to  cooperate  by  presenting  an 
associational  letter  and/or  by  sending  messengers  to  ihe  annual  meeting,  or  that  fails 
to  show  participation  in  the  program  of  the  denomination  at  large,  and  this  association, 
shall  be  counseled  with  by  special  committee  which  shall  be  appointed  at  the  first 
Executive  Board  meeting  after  the  annual  session  of  the  association.  If  such  church 
has  not  mended  its  ways  by  the  next  annual  session,  the  association  with  a  vote  of 
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two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  messengers  present  and  voting  may  withdraw  fellowship. 
Every  effort  possible  shall  be  made  to  restore  such  church  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
association  and  the  denomination.  Restoration  may  be  obtained  by  application  to  the 
association  through  the  Missions  Committee.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions 
Committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two -thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers 
present  and  voting  at  the  regular  annual  session. 

ARTICLE  IV..  AUTHORITY 

The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  right  to  determine 
its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise  any  au- 
thority over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it,  or  which  may  have  been 
affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance  or  coun- 
sel to  any  church  making  request  for  such  help. 

ARTICLE  V.  OFHCERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

SECTION  A.  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS. 

The  officers  ofthe  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice -moderator,  clerk,  treasurer, 
and  historian.  Tliese  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
Association  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Association. 
(There  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  They  shall  serve 
until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  Association  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  Moderator  and  Vice -Moderator  shall  be 
limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive  years  of  service. 

SECTION   B.  ORGANIZATION  OFHCERS. 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood 
Director,  WMU  Director,  and  all  chairman  of  standing  committees.  In  order  that  a  pro- 
gram of  work  be  properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  Nominating  Committee, 
at  the  April  session  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  name  of  those  to  fill  the 
above  mentioned  offices  for  the  coming  year.  (There  nomination  does  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected  by  the  majority  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning  a  program 
of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  succeeding  year, 
and  with  aiding  the  Nominating  Committee  in  enlisting  leaders  in  their  respective 
organizations  or  committees.  All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirmed  by  the 
Association  in  its  annual  session. 

The  officers  listed  in  Section  A  and  B  may  be  either  layman  or  pastors  of  cooper- 
ating churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

1.  The  Moderator  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Associ- 
ation and  Executive  Board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  members  of  the 
body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  preside  over  meetings  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the 
direction  of  the  Moderator  and  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may 
direct.    The  Vice -Moderator   shall   serve   as   chairman   of  the  Program  Committee. 

3.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board.  The  clerk  shall  superintend  the  compilation, 
printing,  and  distributing  of  the  Minutes  and  keep  on  file  the  printed  Minutes  and  other 
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important  papers  of  the  Association.  The  clerk  shall  receive  an  honorarium  for  his 
services. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  Association,  and  shall  dis- 
burse by  check  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  Associational  Budget,  or  ac- 
cording to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  Association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill  or  voucher 
properly  authorized.  He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies  received,  with 
sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of 
the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  Association  for  approval.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  and  the  records  audited  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  In  addition  to  the  Treasurer,  the  chairman  of  the  Stewardship  Committee 
shall  be   authorized   to  sign  checks  according  to  the  policy  of  the  Executive  Board. 

5.  The  Historian  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  Association,  begin- 
ning with  the  organization.  The  Association  shall  request  the  churches  and  individuals 
who  may  posses  historical  information  about  the  Association  to  make  it  accessible  to 
the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal  year  and  present 
his  annual  report  to  the  Association  for  adoption. 

ARTICLE  VL  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  A.  CALLING 

When  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  vacated,  the  Executive  Board  or 
the  Association  will  elect  a  special  committee  composed  of  five  persons  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  finding  a  person  who  can  fill  the  vacancy.  The  com- 
mittee shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association  and 
action  may  be  taken  at  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its  Executive 
Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter  there  must  be 
two -thirds  (2/3)  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association  present  in  order  to 
constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two -thirds 
(2/3)  vote,  the  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 

SECTION   B,  TERMINATION  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be  dis- 
solved at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  In 
either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relationship, 
unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES 

1,  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association, 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He  shall  assist  in 
planning,  promoting,  and  shall  have  administrative  supervision  in  executing  all  the 
work  of  the  Association. 

2.  He  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Association  Council,  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Board,  and  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

SECTION  D.  RESPONSIBILITIES  TO  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

1,  The  Association  shall  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  for  the  financial 
welfare  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  within  the  framework  of  the  budget  or  that 
which  is  agreed  upon  by  the  Association;  or  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall,  each  year  before  the  budget  is  prepared,  review 
the  Superintendent  of  Missions  salary  and  other  financial  considerations  and  make 
recommendations   regarding  his  financial  benefits  to  the  Budget  Comrnittee  and  or 
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Executive  Board  or  Association.  Moreover,  the  Committee  shall  give  recommendations 
to  the  Executive  Board  or  Association  regarding  vacations,  sick-leave,  etc.  for  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions. 

ARTICLE  VU.  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A,  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1,  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  pastor  from 
each  church  (including  the  interim  pastor)  and  mission  and  any  additional  ministers  on 
the  church  or  mission  staff.  Additionally,  Chairman  of  Deacons,  Director  of  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  WMU  Director, 
Church  Clerk  of  each  church  and  mission  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board.  The  quorum 
of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from  one-third  (1/3) 
of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  Associational  Council,  the  Treasurer,  and  Historian  shall  be  members  of 
the  Executive  Board. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between  ses- 
sions, promote  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all  directives 
given  by  the  Association, 

4,  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the  various 
departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  of  all 
work  carried  on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5,  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work  or 
project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) majority  of  the  Executive  Board  mern- 
bers  present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call 
of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION    B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following 
officers  of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice- Moderator,  Clerk,  Chairman  of  the 
Evangelism  and  Missions  Committee,  Director  of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  WMU  Director,  Music  Director,  and  Superintendent 
of  Missions.  Other  officers  committee  members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with  the 
Council  for  consultation  when  matters  related  to  their  work  are  to  be  considered. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
Executive   Board.   Special   meetings   in  ay  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth  oper- 
ation of  the  Associational  program, 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve  as 
the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to  the 
Executive  Board  at  its  July  meeting. 

SECTION  C.  ASSOCIATIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  Associational  organizations  shall  be  maintained  and  promoted  for  the 
benefit  of  the  work  of  the  churches:  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Music,  Brotherhood, 
and  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  such  others  as  may  be  deemed  wise  for  the  attain- 
ment of  the  objectives  of  the  Association.  All  officers  of  the  organizations  shall  be 
members  of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Association  and  in  good  standing.  Their  duties 
shall  be  understood  to  be  in  line  with  the  functions  set  forth  in  the  promotional  liter- 
ature for  their  respective  organizations,  as  produced  or  approved  by  the  State  or  Con- 
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ventionwide  agencies  functioning  in  a  like  area,  and  set  forth  in  this  Constitution. 
Additional  to  any  others  reports,  all  Associational  organizations  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  Association,  The  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  clerk  no  later  than  the 
last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

SECTION  D.  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  committees:  Nominating,  Program,  Mis- 
sions, Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Christian  Relations,  Ordination,  Resolutions,  Consti- 
tution, Trustees,  and  Personnel.  Additional  to  any  other  reports  made,  all  Committees 
shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association.  This  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
clerk  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

A.  Purpose:  The  Nominating  Committee  serves  primarily  to  guide,  advise  and 
coordinate,  so  as  to  avoid  duplication,  and  to  nominate  the  general  associational  offi- 
cers, associational  committees,  organizational  officers,  representatives  of  institutions 
and  agencies,  and  any  other  officers  o^- representatives  as  requested  by  the  Association 
which  it  is  instructed  to  nominate  to  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.  During  the 
year,  it  also  serves  to  nominate  to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Association  persons  to 
fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred,  nominations  by  the  committee  does  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor. 

B.  Membership:  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, either  pastors,  laymen  and/or  laywomen  named  for  one  year.  It  is  considered  a 
good  policy  to  have  a  ''carry  over"  of  one  or  two  members  from  the  previous  year's 
committee.  The  Nominating  Coinmittee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational 
Council  and  elected  by  the  Executive  Board. 

2.  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE 

The  Program  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  Persons  who  shall  be  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  selecting  the  days  and  places  of  the  annual  meeting  in  ac- 
cordance with  Article  III  of  the  By-Laws.  Moreover,  the  program  of  the  annual  meeting, 
and  of  selecting  the  speaker  for  doctrinal  and  missionary  sermons. 

3.  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  fifteen  members.  It  shall  work  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions  in  promoting  the  work  in  the  Associations  and  lead  and 
assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new  mission  stations. 

Moreover  the  Committee  shall  assist  in  planning  and  conducting  mission  Bible 
Schools  and  other  new  work,  and  shall  help  maintain  close  liaison  between  the 
churches,  association,  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Additionally,  the  Committee 
shall  seek  to  foster  and  develop  an  associational  ministry  to  military  connected  per- 
sons and  shall  assist  the  churches,  when  possible,  in  developing  a  ministry  to  the  mili- 
tary. 

The  Missions  Committee  shall  also  endeavour  to  help  develop,  and  give  assistance 
to  the  language  mission  needs  and  opportunities. 

It  shall  help  maintain  a  continuing  program  of  Seminary  Extension  within  the  As- 
sociation. 

The  Committee  shall  also  assist  in  developing  and  promoting  a  program  of  work 
with  the  youth. 

The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  sub -committees  as  it  deems  necessary  to 
carry  out  its  work. 

4.  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  shall  develop  and  lead  the  Association  in  an  effective  program  of 
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Evangelism,  carrying  out  the  objectives  of  the  Convention  Agencies  and  the  Associ- 
ation. It  shall  plan  and  promote  simultaneous  crusades  and  evangelistic  rallies  to  lift 
the  evangelistic  spirit  of  the  Association  and  its  compassion  for  non -Christians.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  persons. 

5.  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

a.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members  and  the  treasurer. 

b.  It  shall  study  the  Associations  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program.  It  shall 
prepare  a  budget  which  shall  be  presented  to  the  July  Executive  Board  meeting.  The 
budget  shall  be  officially  adopted  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  session,  and  shall  be 
retroactive  to  October  1, 

c.  It  shall  seek  to  stimulate  the  Stewardship  consciousness  of  the  people  of  our 
Association  by  encouraging  Bible  Study  on  the  subject,  by  publicizing  available 
stewardship  materials,  and  by  leading  in  denominational  emphases,  and  fostering 
stewardship  revivals  and  campaigns. 

6.  CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Christian  Relations  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members,  nomi- 
nated by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected  by  the  Association. 

b.  It  shall  hold  meetings  prior  to  the  Executive  Board  meetings. 

c.  It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  educational  materials 
and  of  recommending  courses  of  action  to  be  taken  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Narcotics  (including  alcohol) 

2.  Salacious  literature 

3.  Human  Relations  (in  such  areas  as  home  life,  races  relations,  etc.) 

7.  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE 

a.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  five  ordained 
ministers  of  this  Association.  The  Committee  shall  act  in  advisory  capacity  for 
churches  and  ministerial  candidates  seeking  assistance.  The  Committee  shall  assist 
any  church  which,  by  formal  action  of  the  church,  requests  its  services  in  the  exami- 
nation of  candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry. 

b.  A  date  should  be  set  by  the  Committee  and  the  candidate  well  in  advance  of  the 
ordination  service.  The  candidate  shall  be  given  a  thorough  examination  regarding  his 
Christian  experience,  doctrinal  position,  morals,  martial  status,  knowledge  and  views 
on  and  views  of  church  polity,  denominational  loyalty,  etc. 

c.  Upon  completion  of  the  examination  the  Committee  shall  make  its  recommen- 
dation to  the  church  regarding  the  fitness  of  the  candidate  for  ordination. 

d.  The  Committee  will  be  available  to  give  guidance  to  the  church  in  planning  and 
carrying  out  the  ordination  service, 

8.  RESOLUTION  COMMITTEE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  (3)  persons.  It  shall  draw 
up  resolutions  on  matters  it  or  the  Associational  body  shall  deem  necessary.  These 
shall  be  presented  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Constitution  Committee  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  and  to  make  changes  necessary  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  and  to  present  any 
changes  to  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three 
persons. 

10.   TRUSTEES  ... 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and  the  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  three  years  with  the  term  of  one  trustee  expiring  each  year.  Upon  the  expiration 
of  a  term  of  service,  the  trustee  may  or  may  not  be  reelected  to  another  term  of  three 
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years  after  a  waiting  period  of  one  year. 

a.  Qualifications:  Trustees  shall  be  active  members  of  Baptist  churches  affiliated 
with  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  They  shall  be  expected  to  follow  the  Associ- 
ation's Constitutional  directives. 

b.  Duties:  The  Trustees  shall  represent  the  Association  in  all  legal  matters.  They 
shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  Association  in  acquisition  and  disposal  of  Associational 
property.  They  shall  sign  all  deeds  of  conveyance,  execute  all  notes,  bonds  or 
mortgages,  intervene  in  all  suits,  by  the  authority  invested  in  them  by  the  Association. 
They  shall  have  no  authority  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Association,  and  are  not 
personally  bound  by  their  signatures,  but  are  to  be  a  legal  assignees  of  the  Associ- 
ation, All  persons  dealing  with  the  Trustees,  as  Associational  officers,  may  upon  any 
written  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  directing  and 
authorizing  the  Trustees  to  act  in  its  behalf  and  certified  by  the  Associational  Moder- 
ator and  Clerk. 

11.   PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE 
The  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  (5)  persons.  The  Committee 
shall  be  charged  with  all  personnel  matters  relative  to  all  employees  of  the  New  River 
Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  except  in  the  employment  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions. 

SECTION   E.  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  INSTITUTIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
The  Association  shall  have  the  following  representatives  of  institutions  and  agen- 
cies. Additional  to  other  duties  and  responsibilities  which  may  be  set  forth,  written 
reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Association.  These  reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
clerk  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  Associational  year. 

1.  Christian  Education 

The  representative  shall  keep  the  Association  informed  of  the  progress  and  changes 
in  the  field  of  Christian  Education.  He  shall  endeavor  to  promote  the  work  of  our 
colleges.  Statistical  information  from  the  Baptist  colleges  should  be  reported.  Fbssible 
ways    in    which    the    local    church    can   assist   in  this  work  should  be  pointed  out. 

2.  Social  Service  Ministries 

The  Social  Service  Representatives  shall  represent  the  Children's  Homes,  Homes 
for  the  Aging,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  the  As- 
sociation informed  about  what  these  institutions  are  doing,  and  of  any  existing  needs 
of  the  institutions.  He  shall  seek  to  inform  the  churches  of  their  opportunity  to  share  in 
the  needs  of  the  institutions  by  special  offerings. 

3.  Baptist  Foundation 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Representative  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  keeping  the 
Association  infonned  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  the  Southern  Baptist  Foundation,  He  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Foundation 
in  the  Association, 

4.  Biblical  Recorder 

The  Biblical  Recorder  Representative  shall  have  the  duty  of  informing  the  churches 
of  the  Recorder  and  its  availability  to  the  membership.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  prpmote 
the  circulation  of  the  Recorder  in  the  Association. 

5.  Annuity  Board 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Annuity  Board  Representative  to  keep  the  churches  in- 
formed of  the  policies  and  programs  of  the  Annuity  Board.  He  shall  give  assistance  to 
any  person  or  church  of  the  Association  who  requests  information  or  service  concerning 
the  work  of  ilie  Board.  Moreover,  he  shall  encourage  the  churches  of  the  Association  to 
participate  in  the  programs  which  are  available  to  pastors  and  other  employees  of  the 
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churches. 

6.  American  Bible  Society 

The  American  Bible  Society  Representative  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Society 
by  keeping  the  Association  informed  of  its  program  of  work.  Moreover,  he  shall  seek 
to  aid  any  church  or  individual  in  specific  matter  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

SECTION    F.  SERVICEMEN'S  CENTER 

The  Servicemen's  Center  shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  the  Association, 
and  shall  be  related  to  the  organizational  structure  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other 
organizations.  Guidelines  for  the  operation  of  the  Center  shall  be  kept  current  by  the 
Missions  and  Personnel  Committees. 

ARTICLE  VIIL  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place  as 
it  may  determine.  The  Executive  Board  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated  time 
and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  necessity.  The  Execu- 
tive Board  shall  promote  the  meetings  of  the  Associational  Council,  its  promotional 
organizations,  and  its  standing  committee. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  Association 
by  a  two-thirds(2/3)voteof  the  messengers  present  and  voting  provided  notice  of  such 
change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  Executive  Board  meeting, 
and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  an- 
other session  of  the  annual  meeting. 

By-Laws 

ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's  Rule 
of  Order. 

ARTICLE  IL  This  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of 
October  to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association  shall 
cover  this  period. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month  of 
October.  The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or 
other  authorized  by  the  association  and  approved  by  the  body.  The  Executive  Board  may 
make  such  adjustment  in  the  time,  place,  preacher  as  may  become  necessary  because 
of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole 
body. 

ARTICLE  IV,  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within 
the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to 
Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make 
reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  and/or  to  the  Associations.  The 
Executive  Board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees  only 
to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of  the  organi- 
zational programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 
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ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VIL  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at 
each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  ^dating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist 
work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIIL  Messengers  to  ihe  Association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  ad- 
dress the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall 
be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to 
speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the  body,  the 
moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not 
later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICES  FOR   1970 

The  responsibilities  inherent  in  a  Christian  way  of  life  involve  accepting  the  chal- 
lenges to  obey  the  Savior's  Commission  to  heal,  and  care  for  the  widows  and  orphans. 
To  state  it  another  way:  to  care  for  our  fellowmen  in  the  Name  of  Christ. 
BA PTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT: 

It  is  good  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  financial  operations  of  th^  hospital  are  in  a 
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more  stable  condition  than  at  last  year's  report.  There  remains  some  serious  problems, 
but  progress  has  been  made. 

The  deficit  has  been  brought  below  the  one  million  dollar  mark.  This  was  made 
possible  by  a  large  medicare  adjustment  covering  the  cost  of  care  provided  in  1969 
beyond  the  rate  medicare  paid. 

Medicare,  medicaid  and  other  agencies  are  now  paying  more  nearly  in  keeping  with 
cost  than  they  did  previously.  Our  big  problem  now  is  that  of  caring  for  those  persons 
who  are  not  eligible  to  be  certified  by  a  sponsoring  agency  and  yet  cannot  pay  the  full 
cost  of  need. 

The  pre-admission  policy  has  been  a  big  help  to  the  patient  and  the  hospital.  It 
saves  the  time  of  admission  and  helps  the  family  estimate  more  realistically  what  the 
financial  responsibility  will  be.  Advance  payment  helps  the  hospital  by  providing 
money  which  it  often  doesn't  get  on  promises,  and  the  hospital  does  not  have  to  borrow 
it  to  cover  cost  of  the  patient. 

The  Mother's  Day  offerings  are  increased  by  $21,000  over  what  they  were  last  year. 
They  still  have  not  kept  pace  with  rising  costs. 

If  full  use  is  to  be  made  of  new  medical  proceedures  and  facilities  in  fulfilling  our 
missions,   we   are  going  to  have  to  give  additional  support  to  our  Baptist  Hospital.

BA  PTLST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING: 

God  has  continued  to  bless  the  ministry  of  care  for  the  aging  through  all  these 
nineteen  years,  and  during  the  past  year  in  a  very  special  way. 

We  are  now  caring  for  195  dear  elderly  people  in  our  five  homes . . .  Resthaven, 
Hayes  Home  and  Nursing  Unit  in  Winston -Salem,  the  Yancey  ville  Home  in  Yanceyville, 
the  Albemarle  Home  in  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home  in  Hamilton. 

In  response  to  the  urgent  appeal  prior  to  the  special  offering  in  February,  North 
Carolina  Baptists  gave  a  good  increase  in  gifts  over  all  previous  years.  From  July  1, 
1969  through  June  30,  1970,  $168,349.34  was  given. 

We  urge  you  to  continue  giving  and  remember  that  continually  we  are  faced  with 
the  high  cost  ofliving  and  the  great  need  to  strengthen  the  total  economy  of  the  Homes 
as  we  try  to  progress  in  developing  and  expanding  this  needed  ministry  to  our  Senior 
Citizens, 

One  big  challenge  is  a  proposed  addition  to  our  present  nursing  care  unit.  Judge  and 
Mrs.  William  M.  York,  of  Greensoro,  North  Carolina,  have  offered  a  gift  of  $80,000  for 
the  purpose,  contingent  upon  the  Homes  raising  an  equal  amount  by  September  1,  1970. 
If  this  is  accomplished  then  10-12  additional  rooms  would  be  available,  caring  for 
20-24  people,  bringing  our  total  nursing  care  capacity  to  80  beds. 

To  carry  out  the  words  of  James  as  to  pure  religion  is  to  make  secure  older  people, 
we  are  engaged  in  doing  this  with  Christian  nurture  and  love  through  the  Ministry  of  our 
Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging. 

We  continue  to  look  to  Him  and  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  the  means  to  care  for 
these  fine  Senior  Citizens. 
BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  care  of  dependent,  neglected  and  homeless  children  is  the  central  mission  of 
the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina. 
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The  ministry  of  the  homes  is  sevenfold,  that  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education, 
Conservation  and  Rehabilitation,  Love  and  Affection,  Discipline  and  Training,  Redemp- 
tion. 

We  are  now  in  the  process  of  a  development  called  the  ''Ten  Star  Builder's  Pro- 
gram." In  our  section  of  the  state  we  refer  to  it  as  the  "Eastern  Program''  which  is  a 
part  of  the  Agency's  Long  Range  Development  Program  adapted  by  the  Trustee's  in 
1965. 

We  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  must  undergird  this  program  with  our 
prayers  and  gifts.  The  Thanksgiving  Offering  to  the  ministry  of  the  Children's  Homes 
is  a  must  in  order  to  care  for  these  needs.  There  is  need  for  people  who  can  make 
worthwhile  donations  through  cash,  wills,  stock,  etc.

For  137  years,  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  had  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  as  a  de- 
pendable source  of  information.  Week  by  week  it  goes  into  the  homes  of  nearly  90,000 
families,  striving  to  speak  the  truth  in  love. 

In  the  past  year,  the  RECORDER  was  pleased  to  have  had  a  part  in  the  election  of 
Dr.  Carl  Bates  ofCharlotte  as  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  A  RECORD-

•*To  God  Be  The  Glory"  should  be  adopted  as  the  slogan  for  the  1969-70  associa- 
tional year  and  bring  shouts  of  praise  for  His  marvelous  grace  and  His  bountiful  gifts. 
He  ushered  in  the  year  in  a  manner  that  only  God  could -by  extending  the  Gospel  to 
literally  thousands  of  servicemen  through  the  services  of  Welcome  Inn  as  it  officially 
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opened  its  doors.  In  the  April  issue  of  the  '*  Beacon"  was  recorded:  * 'Unless  God  per- 
forms another  miracle,  it  probably  will  be  January,  1971,  before  a  director  can  be 
employed."  God  did  perform  one  and  on  August  15,  just -twelve  months  after  it  was 
voted  to  begin  this  ministry.  Brother  Rutland  began  his  service  as  a  full-time  director 
of  the  Inn. 

Following  in  order,  the  various  departments  formulated  plans  and  conducted  work- 
shops for  the  functioning  of  the  many  areas  of  Christian  growth  in  the  individual  as 
well  as  in  the  organizations.  "M"  night,  490  strong,  led  the  way  for  the  **Shaping  of 
the  Seventies"  as  changes  in  church  literature  nTade  it  necessary  to  hold  clinics  and 
workships    to    provide  leadership  for   acquainting  our   people  with  these  changes. 

We  should  never  fail  to  marvel  at  the  way  God  uses  helping  hands  and  willing 
hearts.  This  can  be  attested  to  by  just  one  small  but  joyful  event  brought  about  by 
the  Oriental  Fellowship  where  two  ladies  were  brought  together  again  after  a  separation 
of  twelve  years. 

"Time  Flies"  is  no  small  figure  of  speach  and  soon  it  was  time  to  think  about 
Vacation  Bible  School  and  summer  ministries.  Five  mission  Bible  Schools  were  planned 
for  the  summer  and  the  need  for  a  continuation  of  the  beach  ministry  in  the  Surf  City- 
West  Onslow  Beach  area  prompted  the  employment  of  a  summer  missionary,  Brother 
Gary  Hines.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God.   -  2  Timothy  2:15 

How  can  we  study  if  we  do  not  have  the  books?  Today  the  Scriptures  are  written 
in  mure  than  1,100  tongues  and  many  more  are  needed.  The  entire  Bible  has  been 
published  in  221  languages.  At  least  a  complete  book  of  the  Bible  has  been  published 
in  667  more  languages.  In  1450  the  Word  of  God  existed  in  33  languages. 

The  year  the  Bible  Society  Movement  began,  1804,  the  Scriptures  had  been  pub- 
lished in  71  languages.  In  the  nineteenth  century  at  least  part  of  the  Scriptures  were 
published  in  400  languages. 

Today  in  the  twentieth  century  the  Scriptures  have  been  translated  into  more  than 
500  additional  languages.  The  Scriptures  come  out  in  a  new  language  at  the  rate  of 
more  than  one  a  month.  But  this  is  still  not  fast  enough,  for  there  are  well  over  1,000 
more  tribleswhichhavenothingof  God's  Word.  The  Bible  Society  helps  in  this  important 
work  by  giving  money  to  help  support  the  transtators,  by  providing  them  with  books 
and  other  needed  information  and  often  by  sending  a  translation  expert  to  work  directly 
with  the  missionary  and  his  co-workers. 

You  can  help  too—by  praying  for  the  missionary  translators  around  the  world  and 
by  giving  the  Bible  Society  your  support,  so  people  everywhere  can  know  "God  so  loved 
the  world"  and  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved." 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  a  missionary  organization  working  in  cooperation 
with  more  than  55  denominations.  The  Society  was  organized  in  1816.  Its  purpose  is 
"to  encourage  a  wider  circulation  of  the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment."  It  is 
supported  by  gifts  from  individuals,  local  churches  and  denominations.

Good  stewardship  means  missions  abroad  and  local. 

Missions   abroad   is    the   Cooperative    Program.    The   churches   of  the  New  River 
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Baptist  Association  contributed  $18,855.16  to  the  Cooperative  Program  during  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year  1970.  Twenty -four  churches  gave  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Five  did  not.  Thus  83  percent  of  our  churches  cooperatively  share  in 
world-wide  missions.

ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

I.  AID  REQUESTED  FROM  THE  BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

A.  The  New  River  Baptist  Association  requested  lot  aid  in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00 
to  assist  in  the  purchasing  of  five  acres  of  land  in  the  Brynn  Marr  Development  area 
for  the  purpose  of  developing  a  future  mission  or  church. 

B.  The  New  River  Baptist  Association  requested  $3,000.00  aid  to  supplement  the 
salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

C.  The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville,  requested  pastoral  aid  in  the  amount 
of  $2,400.00  This  aid  will  be  applied  to  the  mission  pastor's  salary  of  the  Beacham's 
Chapel,  a  mission  sponsored  by  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville. 

II.  MOBILE  CHA  PELS 

A.  Chapel  owned  by  Convention. 

The  mobile  chapel  which  is  owned  by  the  Convention  has  been  assigned  to  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  mission  at 
Beacham   Apartments.   The  mission  was  begun  the  first  of  September.  The  work  is 
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progressing  well. 

B,  Chapel  owned  by  Association. 

The  mobile  chapel  owned  by  the  Association  has  been  assigned  to  the  Centerview 
Mission  until  May  of  1971.  It  is  being  used  by  the  mission  for  the  purpose  of  supple- 
menting their  space  for  educational  purposes.  The  chapel  again  will  be  used  by  the 
Association  next  summer  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  summer  program. 

III.  RESORT  MINISTRY 

A  very  successful  resort  ministry  program  was  conducted  at  Surf -City  Family 
Campground  this  past  summer.  Gary  Hines  was  employed  as  student  summer  mis- 
sionary and  did  a  splendid  job.  Sunday  morning  services  were  held  at  the  Campground 
with  an  average  attendence  of  100  each  Sunday.  Special  programs  were  presented  at 
the  piers  on  Saturday  nights.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  paid  the 
student  summer  missionary's  salary.  Other  financial  supplement  camefrom  Vacation 
Bible  School  offerings  from  across  the  Association  and  from  the  Providence  Church  of 
Holly  Ridge.  Special  thanks  are  offered  to  the  Providence  Church  for  their  participation. 

IV.  WELCOME  INN 

The  progress  of  Welcome  Innhas  been  far  beyond  our  expections.  October  20,  1970, 
marks  the  first  anniversary  of  the  operation  of  the  Center.  During  the  associational 
year  approximately  10,000  servicemen  visited  Welcome  Inn.  There  were  thirty  pro- 
fessions of  faith  during  the  year.  Presently,  some  thirty  men  are  attending  the  churches 
in  the  Association.  Many  seeds  have  been  sown  and  much  accomplishment  has  been 
realized.  Indeed,  harvest  will  come  in  the  lives  of  many.  Our  churches  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  support.  Many  hours  of  volunteer  labor  have  been  contributed,  and  the 
churches  have  responded  to  the  financial  needs.  It  is  marvelous  that  the  churches  of 
our  Association  have  participated  in  this  ministry.  Mr.  David  Rutland,  from  Charleston, 
South  Carolina,  has  been  called  as  the  first  full-time  director  of  Welcome  Inn.  He 
assumed  his  work  on  August  15,  1970.  He  is  doing  a  splendid  job,  and  we  are  con- 
fident that  under  his  leadership  much  will  be  added  to  the  ministry  of  Welcome  Inn. 
May  we  all  give  him  our  fullest  support  and  cooperation?

With  so  many  needs  in  our  associational  area  it  has  been  difficult  to  determine 
which  is  the  greatest.  Several  studies  need  to  be  made  in  order  to  determine  the  many 
needs  and  to  decide  upon  the  priority  of  these  needs.  Plans  are  being  made  to  conduct 
a  City -Metropolitan  survey  in  November  of  1971.  It  is  hoped  that  this  survey  will 
reveal  some  specific  needs  and  will  give  some  guidelines  to  specific  programiTiing. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  needs  of  developing  a  Christian  Social  Services 
ministries  program.  Also,  a  close  surveillance  will  be  kept  on  the  New  Housing 
Developments  in  order  to  determine  the  need  of  new  work.

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CHRISTIAN  RELATIONS    COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Christian  Relations  Committee  held  one  committee  planning  meeting  and 
sponsored  one  general  meeting  to  which  the  leadership  of  the  churches  within  the 
New  River  Baptist  Association  was  invited. 

Approximately  60  men  attended  the  informative  meeting  held  at  the  New 'River 
Church.  This  meeting  was  preceded  by  a  hamburger, cookout  back  of  the  church.  The 
main  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  discuss  ways  and  means  to  reduce  the  flow  of 
pornography  in  the  Jacksonville-Onslow  area.  Two  special  guests,  James  Strickland, 
Attorney  for  Onslow  County,  and  Mr.  Marshall  Dotson,  Associate  Attorney  for  the 
City  of  Jacksonville  were  present  at  the  meeting  to  inform  the  group  of  the  legal 
problems  and  possibilities  in  dealing  with  pornography. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  there  are  sufficient  ordiances  for  both  county  and  city  to 
prohibit  the  sale  and  distribution  of  pornography  in  our  area.  It  was  suggested  that 
influential  people  need  to  insist  that  the  law  enforcement  officers  of  both  city  and 
county  begin  to  enforce  the  laws  as  they  are  now  written.  Enforcement  of  general  state 
statutes,  as  well  as  county  and  city  ordinances  will  very  definitely  eliminate  some  of 
the  .pornography  in  our  area.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  WELCOME  INN 

Welcome  Inn,  the  Baptist  Servicemen's  Center  in  Jacksonville,  has  had  its  doors 
open  for  ten  months.  The  Center  is  operated  on  the  basis  of  a  home -like  atmosphere 
with  a  Christian  relationship.  An  earnest  effort  is  made  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs 
of  all  the  servicemen  who  come  through  the  Center.  This  is  done  by  providing  friendly 
Christian  counselors,  who  try  to  understand  the  problems  of  each  man  and  to  relate  to 
his  problem  in  a  Christian  manner,  without  trying  to  be  "pushy'*. 

The  Center,  through  the  grace  of  God  and  the  help  of  all  the  good  Christian  people 
in  this  Association,  puts  forth  to  the  servicemen  the  following  programs: 

1.  Sponsoring  of  friendship  and  fellowship 

a.  By  supplying  the  Center  with  counselors 

b.  By  supplying  the  Center  with  cakes  and  cookies 

c.  By  putting  on  programs  for  the  Center,  such  as  Thanksgiving  dinner  and  a 
Christmas  party 

2.  Providing  a  spiritual  atmosphere  through 

a.  Worship  services  each  Sunday  night 

b.  Bible  study  each  Wednesday  night  . 

c.  Group  discussions  at  all  times  "~ 

3.  Providing  recreation  for  the  men,  such  as 

a.  Television 

b.  Music   -  piano,  records,  guitar  and  group  singing        .,  , 
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c.  Ping  pong 

d.  Table  Games  -  puzzles,  chess,  and  many  others 

In  the  past  year  a  total  of  8,352  se'^vicemen  have  registered  in  the  Center.  From 
this  number  there  have  been  numerous  professions  of  faith,  thirty  of  which  have  been 
in  the  chapel  at  Welcome  Inn. 

Because  of  the  ministry  of  the  Servicemen* s  Center,  we  now  have  in  our  area  eleven 
men  who  are  active  in  our  churches. 

Some  of  the  programs  planned  for  the  future  are:

TRAINING  FOR  CHURCH  LEADERSHIP 

The  seven  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  had  enrolled  last  year  more  than  600 
students  who  have  dedicated  their  lives  to  full-time  Christian  service.  The  largest 
number  of  these  young  people  will  become  pastors,  missionaries,  directors  of  religious 
education,  directors  of  church  music,  chaplains,  denominational  workers,  and  Christian 
college  teachers. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  are  a  part  of  a  great  Convention-wide  program 
for  Christian  higher  education.  There  were  enrolled  last  year  in  these  Southern  Baptist 
colleges  and  universities  7,070  who  have  chosen  to  give  their  lives  to  the  service  of 
the  denomination.  These  include  3,671  ministerial  students.  863  home  and  foreign 
mission  volunteers,  610  church  education  volunteers,  853  church  mission  volunteer^,- 
and  1,081  who  have  volunteered  for  some  category  of  Christian  vocational  service. 
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COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

Outside  of  student  charges,  the  Cooperative  Program  continues  to  be  the  largest 
single  source  of  annual  income  for  our  colleges.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges 
are  grateful  for  the  generous  support  they  have  received  during  the  past  year:  Campbell 
College  -  $293,223;  Chowan  College  -  $175,583;  Gardner-Webb  College  -  $166,804; 
Mars  Hill  College  -  $252,840;  Meredith  College  -  $252,840;  Wake  Forest  University- 
$430,178;  and  Wingate  CoUege  -  $184,362. 

BAPTIST  YOUTH  CORPS 

The  Baptist  Youth  Corps  has  moved  into  its  second  summer  of  operation.  This 
joint  venture  between  the  Baptist  colleges  and  the  Church  Training  Department  has 
been  a  highly  profitable  venture  for  both  churches  and  colleges.  The  interest  in  this 
program    has    been    demonstrated  by  the  large  number  of  applications  this  year. 

In  addition  to  the  Baptist  Youth  Corps,  Baptist  college  students  are  working  in  a 
number  of  other  areas  and  programs:  Summer  Assemblies,  Brotherhood  Department, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Vacation  Bible  School,  Audio- Visual  Aids,  Department 
of  Work  with  the  Deaf,  Town  and  Country  Department,  and  Interracial  Cooperation 
Department. 

BAPTIST  YOUNG  PEOPLE  ARE  ANXIOUS  TO  SERVE 

Many  Baptist  young  people  want  to  participate  in  the  life  of  the  church  and  the 
denomination.  These  students  are  anxious  to  be  used.  Weekend  revival  teams  have 
been  highly  successful.  Local  churches  can  help  by  contacting  both  teams  and  indi- 
vidual students  in  offering  them  opportunities  to  serve. 


BAPTIST  COLLEGE  DAY 

Now  is  the  time  to  begin  preparation  for  the  observance  of  Baptist  College  Day 
on  Sunday,  June  20, 1971.  Many  churches  include  all  special  offerings  in  their  budgets. 
Others  take  the  special  offerings  on  designated  days.  Free  bulletin  inserts,  bulletin 
covers,  and  offering  envelopes  are  made  available  to  all  Baptist  churches  in  North 
Carolina  who  wish  to  use  them  on  Baptist  College  Day.  The  Baptist  College  Day  of- 
fering helps  to  meet  critical  financial  needs. 

COUNCIL  ON  CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCA TION 

The  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  continues  to  serve  as  a  coordinating 
agency  of  the  Baptist  colleges  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Special  material  is 
available  in  the  Council  office  concerning  all  of  our  Baptist  colleges,  and  is  available 
by  writing  the  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education,  301  Hillsbrough  Street,  Raleigh, 
N.C.  27603. 

The  Council  office  also  cooperates  with  local  churches,  pastors'  conferences,  and 
associational    meetings    in    furnishing    speakers    on    Christian  higher   education. 

Visitors  from  local  churches  are  always  welcome  in  the  Council  office.

THE  GROWTH  OF  BA  PTIST  COLLEGES 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  the  growth  of  our  Baptist  Colleges  may  be 
healthy  at  the  present  time,  but  they  may  be  in  danger  of  being  misdirected  toward 
unrealistic  goals  in  the  future.  Our  Baptist  Colleges  have  been  caught  up  into  the 
trend  of  our  society  towards  rapid  expansion.  The  force  behind  this  trend  is  that  there 
is  an  increasing  number  of  students  that  need  a  college  education.  For  years  the 
public  has  been  led  to  believe  that  a  college  education  will  (1)  upgrade  our  society, 
(2)  prepare  individuals  for  a  better  life,  (3)  prepare  a  person  for  his  or  he-  vocation, 
(4)  be  best  from  a  larger  and  more  famous  institution  of  learning,  (5)  enable  one  to 
obtain  the  best  jobs  with  the  highest  income,  and  live  happily  ever  after. 

Riilosophically,  these  aims  sound  good,  but  realistically  they  are  not  entirely 
true.  In  spite  of  numerous  platitudes  from  the  authorities,  education  has  seldom  up- 
graded our  society  spiritually.  Man  is  more  highly  educated  than  at  any  time  in  history, 
and  yet  we  are  still  unable  to  dispose  of  our  own  waste  material,  and  the  pollution  of 
our  environment  has  become  an  international  problem.  Through  education  we  have 
gained  the  awesome  power  to  overskill  the  world  population  and  perhaps  destroy  earth 
itself.  There  is  no  actual  preparation  for  a  better  life  in  higher  education.  According 
to  Governor  Bob  Scott  and  others  there  is  a  very  real  danger  in  large  institutions  of 
learning.  At  the  present  time  Baptist  Colleges  are  an  exception  to  the  usual  student 
unrest  and  physical  turmoil.  These  small  institutions  of  learning  are  concerned  with 
spiritual  growth.  Consequently,  there  was  no  student  violence  at  any  Baptist  College 
in  North  Carolina  this  past  year.  Specifics  are  beyond  the  scope  of  this  report,  but 
it  is  time  the  Baptists  and  all  Americans  took  a  realistic  look  at  education. 

Education  is  good  and  it  is  necessary,  but  the  most  important  education  is  not 
academic.  It  is  the  learning  of  the  most  efficient  type  of  behavior  to  most  success- 
fully live  in  one's  environment.  The  most  critical  time  for  an  education  is  at  an  early 
age  in  the  home.  The  most  critical  years  for  a  formal  education  are  the  first  three  or 
four  years  in  school.  The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville  is  participating  in  Project 
L.I.V.E.  (Living  and  learning  In  a  vital  Visual  Environment)  which  is  a  part  of  its  Day 
Care  and  Kindergarten  program  where  one  is  taught  to  live  spiritually  and  physically 
with  a  better  education. 

A  better  education  may  be  helpftal,  but  this  doesn't  mean  a  college  education  is 
always  desirable.  There  is  a  frantic  rush  for  expansion  of  our  colleges  to  take  care  of 
an  increasing  number  of  students.  The  B.E.S.T.  (Baptist  Education  Study  Task)  study 
was  organized  to  investigate  the  need  for  federal  funds  for  this  expansion.  College 
administrators  warned  that  the  high  standards  of  our  Baptist  Colleges  could  not  be 
maintained  without  (federal)  money.  The  laymen  maintained  that  federal  money  meant 
federal  control.  Although  the  two  groups  had  opposite  opinions  they  were  both  correct; 
i.e.,  federal  money  is  needed  for  additional  expansion  of  our  colleges,  but  federal 
money  means  federal  control.  There  was  no  agreement  and  the  study  was  dropped. 
However,  the  solution  is  surprisingly  elementary.  THERE  IS  NO  NEED  FOR  THE 
EXPANSION  OF  OUR  COLLEGES,  and  THEREFORE  NO  NEED  FOR  FEDERAL  MONEY. 
The  reason  is  equally  eleinentary.  A  large  number  of  our  young  people  need  better 
high  schools,  vocational  schools,  and  small  community  colleges,  but  not  institutions 
of  higher  education.  Our  young  people  are  keenly  aware  that  higher  education  places 
them  in  an  unrealistic  situation  where  they  are  not  dynamically  involved  in  the  social 
structure  which  shapes  their  lives.  Fundamentally,  the  average  young  Ainerican  lives 
too  long  in  leisure  without  the  responsibility  of  making  his  own  decisions  and  living 
with  the  consequences.  This  seems  to  be  the  cause  of  a  vague  unrest  among  most 
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college  students  which  erupts  into  violence  with  a  minority  physically  expressing 
what  the  others  believe  in  varying  degrees.  An  official  from  a  community  college  was 
asked  why  there  was  no  violence  in  the  community  colleges.  He  stated  that  most  of 
the  students  were  working  for  a  living  and  were  involved  in  their  community  they  had 
no  leisure  time  for  unrest.  What  constitutes  a  good  education?  Do  our  standards  of 
education  need  revision?  The  medical  profession  is  already  making  plans  to  drastically 
trim  the  educational  training  of  the  premedical  and  medical  curriculum.  Other  profes- 
sions will  follow. 

This  report  does  not  presume  to  have  the  answers  for  all  of  our  educational  prob- 
lems. However,  all  of  the  available  statistics  indicate  that  the  Baptists  are  fast  ap- 
proaching a  crisis  that  cannot  be  solved  in  the  old  way.  We  must  truthfully  determine 
if  Baptist  higher  education  is  necessary  or  even  desirable.  Does  it  actually  exist  today? 
How  is  it  different  or  better  than  non-Baptist  institutions?  Should  there  be  more  in- 
volvement of  Baptists  in  community  colleges  and  vocational  schools? 

Answers  to  these  questions  will  determine  our  course  for  Baptist  higher  education 
in  the  future. 

*The  B.E.S.T.  study  has  been  completed.  In  addition  to  the  financial  problems,  it 
included  many  others  which  could  be  Baptist  laymen  meeting  periodically  at  the  various 
colleges.  This  plan  will  be  continued  in  the  future.

ORIENTAL  MINISTRIES  REPORT 

More  and  more  we  are  discovering  that  the  Oriental  Ministries  Program  is,  indeed, 
a  spiritual  one.  Perhaps,  one  of  the  really  important  parts  of  the  work  is  helping  the 
Oriental  ladies  to  feel  that  they  are  a  part  of  the  community.  The  opportunity  of 
ministering  to  the  Oriental  ladies  has  been  very  great.  These  ladies  are  from  Japan, 
Okinawa,  South  Korea,  and  other  Oriental  countries. 

To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  there  are  approximately  three  hundred  Oriental  ladies 
living  in  the  Jacksonville  area  and  another  two  hundred  in  the  Cherry  Point  area.  While 
most  of  my  work  is  in  the  Jacksonville  area,  I  do  work  a  little  in  the  Cherry  Fbint  area. 
We  are  in  contact  with  approximately  two  hundred  fifty  persons.  Of  this  number, 
seventy -six  persons  are  enrolled  in  special  ministries  provided  by  the  churches  in  the 
New  River  Baptist  Association. 

Presently,  the  Brookwood,  Enon  Chapel,  and  Midville  Baptist  Churches  are  providing 
special  ministries  for  Oriental  ladies.  These  special  ministries  include  a  choir,  Bible 
classes,  and  classes  in  English.  The  ministry  provided  by  these  churches  is  very  help- 
ful to  the  Oriental  ladies  and  is  very  much  appreciated  by  them.  Indeed,  one  must  be 
an  Oriental  to  appreciate  the  full  impact  of  what  the  churches  are  doing. 

In  addition  to  previously  mentioned  ministries,  an  Oriental  Fellowship  was  held  at 
the  Brookwood  Baptist  Church.  Oriental  ladies  and  their  families  from  the  Cherry  Point 
and  Jacksonville  areas  participated.  A  Japanese  minister  who  was  studying  at  South- 
eastern Seminary  was  the  guest  speaker.  Also,  monthly  luncheons  were  held  during  the 
summer  at  Welcome  Inn.  More  recently,  a  home  Bible  class  was  begun.  Many  ladies 
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are  participating  in  this  ministry. 

I  have  found  that  I  have  become  deeply  involved  in  a  counseling  ministry.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  this  constitutes  a  bigger  portion  of  my  work.  We  assist  the  ladies  in 
doing  many  things,  including  counseling  or  naturalization  for  American  citizenship. 

The  Oriental  ladies  are  contributing  a  great  deal  to  the  Christian  ministry  in  the 
area.  Oriental  ladies  from  the  Brookwood  Baptist  Church  made  and  furnished  custom 
draperies  for  the  living  room  at  Welcome  Inn.  Also,  several  Oriental  ladies  earned 
money  by  staffing  nurseries  at  Associational  meetings  and  gave  this  money  to  needy 
people.  On  many  occasions,  some  of  the  Oriental  ladies  have  assisted  in  cleaning  the 
Servicemen's  Center.  A  real  delight  and  joy  for  a  group  last  Christmas  was  trimming 
the  Christmas  tree  at  Welcome  Inn. 

Indeed,   I   am   happy   to  have   the   opportunity  to  be  a  missionary  to  my  people.

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REPORT  OF  THE    SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

Will  Rogers,  the  famous  Americanhuraorist,  is  reported  to  have  said  "All  I  know  is 
what  I  read  in  the  papers."  As  I  view  the  history  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association, 
1  feel  strongly  that  all  I  know  is  what  I  have  seen  God  do  in  and  through  the  lives  of 
persons  who  are  committed  to  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Ministry  is  not  easy  for  the  churches  in  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  The 
increase  in  population  in  the  association  during  its  brief  history  has  been  about  22 
percent.  This  is  higher  than  the  state  average.  We  have  7000  resident  members.  So 
much  is  demanded  from  so  few.  Our  churches  are  to  be  commended  for  the  way  in 
which  they  have  met  the  challenge  of  the  days.  Five  missions  have  been  organized 
since  1960,  the  year  the  association  began.  Three  of  these  missions  have  been  con- 
stituted into  churches. 

Our  geographical  location  gives  us  a  high  percent  of  members  who  are  transit.  This 
provides  a  tremendous  opportunity  for  missions  and  evangelism,  but  it  does  not  con- 
tribute to  a  strong,  stable  membership.  Hardly  a  church  community  is  unaffected  by 
Camp  Lejuene.  Communities  are  growing  at  a  fantastic  rate.  Our  churches  are  striving 
to  expand  in  order  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  people. 

Churches  have  devoted  much  attention  and  many  resources  to  programs  in  an  effort 
to  strengthen  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  their  particular  areas.  Considerable  effort  has  been 
expended  in  church  buildings.  Many  churches  have  been  meeting  in  inadequate  and 
undesirable  structures.  Because  of  this,  worship  and  education  have  been  inhabited. 
After  a  decade  of  building  most  of  our  churches  have  adequate  facilities.  Though,  as 
time  progresses,  increased  building  will  be  necessary. 

Many  resources  have  beenexpendedintheareaof  church  programming  and  pastor's 
salaries . . .  both  of  which  have  been  anemic  for  too  long. 

Increased  emphasis  upon  church  programming  is  sorely  needed.  We  are  very  weak 
in  the  area  of  Bible  teaching  and  church  training.  With  a  very  few  exceptions  Sunday 
School  attendance  is  way  below  the  Sunday  morning  worship  attendance,  and  in  most 
places  we  are  desperately  striving  to  keep  Training  Union  active.  It  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  some  churches  are  effecting  a  good  church  training  program.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  statistics  reveal  that,  in  1969-70,  the  churches  in  the  association  continued  to 
drop  in  Sunday  School,  but  increased  in  Church  Training.  Sunday  School  enrollment 
dropped  10<7o,  while  Church  Training  enrolment  increased  9%. 

Churches  are  encouraged  to  be  constantly  aware  of  the  needs  of  their  pastors.  A 
recent  editoral  in  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  states  that  so  much  that  the  pastor  has  to 
do  has  gone  up  drastically  -  for  instance  the  cost  of  travel  and  auto  expense.  Some 
churches  pay  their  pastors  well;  others  do  not.  With  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  living,  your 
pastor  must  get  a  raise  each  year  or  he  takes  a  reduction  in  salary.  Indeed,  there  are 
great  and  pressing  needs  within  the  churches  which  demand  great  resources. 

With  all  of  the  needs  which  exist  within  the  structural  church,  there  is  an  ever 
present  danger  of  devoting  too  much  attention  to  ourselves  and  too  little  to  the  needs 
of  others.  Our  ministry  must  be  person -centered.  Which  should  come  first,  * 'people, 
churches,  or  things"  I  think  people;  but,  what  do  we  put  first?  All  to  often  we  reverse 
our  entire  order.  Instead  of  "people,  churches,  and  things,"  we  put  * 'things,  churches 
and  people." 

Have  you  ever  noticed  how  a  Sunday  School  or  church  begins?  A  number  of  people 
get  concemed  about  other  people  and  we  begin  a  work  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  peo- 
ple. Often  we  meet  in  inconvenient  and  uncomforatable  circumstances.  We  use  an 
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abandoned  building  or  one  which  we  hastily  built.  Usually  they  are  not  air  conditioned 
and  are  poorly  heated.  But  people  come.  Persons  are  won  to  the  Lord,  the  Sunday  School 
grows,  and  the  church  increases  in  size.  The  fellowship  is  warm.  We  love  one  another. 
Then  somebody  gets  the  idea  that  we  need  a  new  building  and  better  facilities,  and 
that  we  need  to  build  a  more  highly  developed  organization.  So,  we  set  out  to  build  .a 
bigger  and  better  church. .  .church  building  that  is;  and,  somewhere  along  the  line  our 
concept  of  the  church  changes.  When  we  started  out  we  thought  of  the  church  in  terms 
of  spelling  it  with  a  capital  "C,"  but  we  begin  to  think  of  it  in  terms  of  a  little  "c." 
That  is  to  say  that  instead  of  thinking  of  the  church  as  the  Church  of  Christ  made  up 
of  redeemed  people,  we  begin  to  think  of  a  local  church  made  up  of  land,  buildings, 
and  things. 

One  of  the  real  blights  upon  our  concept  of  the  work  of  the  church  is  expressed  by 
the  term  "here's  the  church  and  there's  the  steeple,  open  the  door  and  there's  the 
people.'*  This  is  no  longer  true.  The  people  are  not  here,  and  one  reason  they  are  not 
is  because  we  have  deluded  ourselves  into  thinking  that  buildings,  programs,  organi- 
zations, and  things  will  draw  the  people  in  and  we  will  all  be  **one  great  big  happy 
family."  This  just  does  not  work  -  not  anymore  at  least. 

Dr.  Lester  Harnish,  speaker  at  Home  Missions  Week  at  Ridgecrest,  said  he  heard 
* 'students  calling  churches  to  stop  building  buildings  and  put  their  resources  in  the 
programs  that  will  meet  the  needs  of  people,'*  and  they  say  the  first  need  is  evange- 
lism, to  meet  eternal  needs.  Certainly,  buildings  and  things  are  necessary,  but,  people 
are  more  important.  Increasingly,  the  parables  of  our  Lord,  which  are  recorded  in 
Luke  15,  are  having  more  meaning  for  me  as  I  think  of  Christian  ministry.  Each  of 
these  parables  describe  the  characteristics  of  God  as,  he  in  love,  reached  out  for  the 
unreached,  for  the  wanderer,  the  lost,  and  the  prodigal. 

Too  long  our  concept  of  helpfulness  has  leaned  toward  the  philosophy  that  "God 
helps  those  who  help  themselves."  Therefore,  we  are  prone  to  reach  the  reachables, 
but,  we  shy  away  from  touching  the  untouchables. 

We  must  never  forget  that  the  love  of  God  is  the  kind  of  love  which  is  extended 
even  if  the  probability  exists  that  no  love  will  be  returned.  Agape  love  must  provide 
the  motivation  for  Christian  outreach  in  our  churches.  For  a  fact,  we  have  not  engaged 
in  missions  if  we  care  only  for  church  members.  Christian  missions  is  best  seen  when 
persons,  motivated  by  the  loveof  Christ,  minister  to  other  persons  who  are  outside  the 
Church  and  who  are  unlikely  prospects  for  the  local  church. 

It  is  easy  to  teach  the  nice  little  boys  and  girls  whose  parents  are  active  in  the 
church.  It  is  difficult  to  go  to  the  dingy  apartments,  knock  on  the  door  and  hear  some- 
one say  '•Here's  that  person  from  that  church  again.'*  Yes,  it  is  difficult  to  extend  a 
hand  of  love  to  persons  whose  hearts  are  cold  and  callous.  It  takes  the  love  of  God  in 
our  hearts  to  be  willing  to  make  them  welcome  in  our  churches . . .  but,  welcome  them 
we  must.  The  day  of  prejudice  and  discrimination  has  passed.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
there  has  never  been  a  day  for  it. 

Jesus  is  a  friend  of  the  friendless . . .  and  we  must  be  too  if  we  want  to  be  a  part  of 
His  Church,
